HE Al Ringling Theater at Baraboo, Wis., is one of the finest playhouses 
in the West, and none on Broadway is more complete in furnishings, 
appearance or equipment. Left by Al Ringling as a monument to his 

name in his old home town, no expense or effort was spared to make it 
worthy of the reputation of this great circus owner. 

With handsome tile front, marble foyer, plush upholstering, velvet car- 
pets and finished in a pleasing color scheme of old rose, ivory and gold, it is 
met by exclamations of delight by all who see it. The capacity is about 
1,000. There are no boxes, balconies or galleries, but the lower floor {s sur- 
mounted and surrounded by a horseshoe of artistic loges. Promenades, rest 
and retiring rooms and every comfort for the patron have been provided. 

Back of the footlights every modern and necessary stage device has 
been installed. Traveling companies go into raptures over the perfect ap- 
pointments. Combinations, pictures and vaudeville are played. Recent at- 
tractions were The Thirteenth Chair and May Robson. Maude Adams, in 
A Kiss for Cinderella, is an early booking. The theater is well supported 
by local patronage and from the nearby neighboring towns. 
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HE summer rink in most every case is located in an amusement park or 
at a beach, with the exception of a number of portables in towns where 
there are no parks, which, to my belief, is a very good move, for the 

reason that it practically frees them from the strong competition that exists 
where parks are located. 

Having been in the skating ‘business since a mere boy, as an ex- 
hibition skater and manager, I have had the opportunity of visiting rinks 
all over America, and being constantly devoted to this branch of amusement 
I have been a keen observer. Many mistakes have been made 
in the construction of the summer rink in many of the summer 
resorts and for that reason have never been paying propositions. 

A little over two years ago while conversing with a well- 
known park manager in the East I asked him if his rink was 
a paying proposition and he replied: ‘‘There’ll never be a rink 
in the next park I have anything to do with.” I let that part of the 
conversation drop right then and there. I dare say that his rink 
wag by far the most attractive building in his park, but it was 
not entirely suitable for roller skating in the summer months 
because it was too much enclosed; in fact, it was more suitable 
for the winter season. The presence of two dozen windows 
did not make this rink cool enough for the hot weather, 
nor even appear to be cool enough to the patrons of the 
park, and that alone was a good enough reason for keep- 
ing people away. Another reason was that the skating 
surface, or interior, could not be seen by the passersby 
and if anyone did care to go inside they were charged 
admission. Directly opposite the rink was the dance 
hall, not near so attractive, but it had a 
roomy walk all around the dancing surface 
where anyone: could wander around and 
look on free of charge, and enjoy the 
movements of the dancers in a building 
entirely open save for the roof that 
covered the dancing surface and a 
walk that was always filled with a 
cool breeze from the lake. Con- 
sequently instead of going into 
the rink the frequenters of this 
park would flock to the dance 
hall and seek resting places 
on the settees and enjoy good 
music and observe the evolu- 
tions of the dancers gratis. 

Is it any wonder that this 
manager's rink did not give him 
good results when all of his free 
attractions were centered else- 
where in his park? 


A sea case that I recollect is 
where two parks were situated on 

one lake about a half mile apart. In 
this case both parks erected a 


rink each. The first park was . 
owned and operated by the James A, Tinney 
street railway company, which Riverview, Chicago 
unloaded passengers only a 


few vards away from the rink, " 
while the other park was owned and operated by private 
interests and had no means of getting people there un- 
less they walked or took the lake steamer. There were 
few attractions there excepting the pavilion, bowling alleys 
end the skating rink, whereas at the park operated by the 
railway company the attractions were plentiful and it had every- 
thing in its favor to hold the people. The rink operated in the 
street railway company’s park had a skating surface of approx- 
imately 8,000 square feet, the building being totally enclosed and with 
few windows for ventilation, practically no seating capacity, not 
even adequate for the use of the skaters to rest. The skate 
equipment was the very cheapest, the band organ, even tho it 
was a good one, was never supplied with popular music, or was 
the tempo regulated to the skaters, being so fast that every 
number resembled a circus gallop. Instructors were a thing 
unknown here, save for one man, who had all he could do 
to keep the skaters from breaking the speed limit. The con- 
veniences for the skaters were not suitable and far from being 
sanitary. I feel quite safe to state that a clean, decent patronage could not 
have been solicited under such conditions, No mother would allow her son 
or daughter to try skates on for fear that they might get hurt where so much 
speed on skates was going on. In fact, a glance or two at the frequenters 
of this.rink was enough for any parent. The result of this rink was failure. 
In the park a half mile away, situated on a cove of the lake, was the 
other rink with but half the skating surface. This rink did the business. 
I'll tell you why. It was built directly on the very edge of the lake; in fact, 
part of it extended over the lake. The building was all open excepting for 
the roof that covered the skating surface and the fifteen-foot boardwalk all 
around the rink. The skate equipment was the best, the music on the band 
organ always the latest. <A crew of four gentlemanly instructors was em- 
ployed to keep order and look after the safety of the skaters and be always 
ready to take care of the children and teach all beginners. ‘Here was a

summer rink where the patrons of the park could finda place to sit on the 
chairs of its bozrdwaik and enjoy the cool breezes that swept over the lake, 
where they,could see the skaters merrily rolling around a place of recreation 
and amusement, where they had no fear of letting their children partici- 
pate in this fine sport and exercise, knowing that they would be well taken 
care of, and where the morais of the most scrupulous could not be offended, 
There was no admission charge for those who wished to look on, and the 
result wag that the walk around this rink was always filled with interested 
spectators, many of whom could not resist the temptation of 
trying the skates on before leaving. With such competent in- 
structors to teach them the art of skating they were sure to 
come back again. The business in this rink was so big that 
the management had to adopt a policy of running five sessions 
a day on Saturdays, Sundays and holidays to accommodate the* 
crowds. To my knowledge this rink has been in operation fully 
twelve years, and, altho it has changed hands, it still continues to 
be the feature of this park and continues to bring in good results. 


HE last few years I have terminated-my exhibition road tours 
in the spring of the year to take up summer rink propo- 
Sitions. Last spring after receiving several propositions 

thru correspondence I closed my road tour in Kentucky to 
look the summer rink field over. Having been :mpressed 
by two different parties who were supposed to have had 

ideal rinks, etc., I decided to look them over, first go- 
ing to a city in New York State. Thru the corre- 
spondence that I had received from the party having 

this rink I had the idea that it was just the 
place to locate for the summer and I went 
there decided to close the deal. On ar- 
riving in that city and boarding a street 
car I soon reached my destination. I 
immediately proceeded to look the 
rink over, and I must say that I 
was very disappointed. The rink 
could not have been much more 
undesirable. The building was 
in a terrible shape, in some 
places the underpinning being 

in view and in other places 

it had been boarded up with 
lumber from soap _ boxes 
and shipping cases. The en- 
trance was very poor and un- 
presentable, the lavatories for 
both men and women were out- 
side of the rink, a distance of 
about fifty feet and under one roof, 
with only a partition separating that 
of the men from the women, and was 
reached by a narrow walk leading out 
into the open from the rink. How the 
management avoided losing 
skates or prevented drinking 
in this place outside of the 
rink 1 do not know, unless two 
to four men were engaged 
‘ to, prevent this evil. The sKat- 

ing surface in this rink was in good shape and that is 
all there was that was worth anything. The building had 
never been painted and it looked very bad. The location of 
this rink was very poor and I can not see why it was ever 
erected on this particular spot unless the party thought he 
would make a killing regardless of the conditions which sur- 
rounded him. The approach to the entrance led off from the 
main car line to the park, but the cars did not stop there for the 
reason that this rink was not part of the park, and the cars would 
continue their journey into the park—a distance of about five 
or six blocks. Therefore those who wished to skate would 
have to walk that distance to get to the rink. I do not believe 
many took that trouble, because the park here was first class, 
everything about it artistically arranged and supplied with 
up-to-date, clean attractions. I can not see how a person once 
in the park would ever think about the rink. Evidently bad 
judgment had been used by the promoter of this rink, and its 
management had been bad. Because of the order of things 
the Mayor and Board of Aldermen were on the verge of closing the rink. 

Rinks of that caliber are not only worthless, but they are a detriment 

to clean amusement promoters and to skating. in general.

INDING all of these unpleasant conditions I proceeded on my journey to 
look over other rinks, finally ending my trip at one of Maine’s most 
popular beach resorts. Here I took a lease on the rink for the season. 

It wasn’t what I wanted and it didn’t look like a paying proposition, but it 

was getting late and having no other prospects I took my chances. The 

building was not ideal for skating, but it had a good appearance and was 

the best building in the park, situated at the head of the street about three 

blocks from the beach. After making several alterations If opened to a fair 

house, but after operating a week and feeling out my public I found out

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hy will in all probability be a surprise to some of 
s our “big top” circus performers, who look with 

disdain on side-show people, to know that at 
one time instead of a side-show being an annex 
to a circus the circus was an annex to the side- 
show. But nevertheless it is an historical fact. Side- 
shows flourished hundreds of years before a circus 
performance was dreamed of. The first known side- 
Shows were conducted at the historical St. Bar- 
tholomew Fair, which was the first exposition to be 
established in London, the original charter for 
which was granted by Henry I in 1133 to Prior 
Rayer, by whom the monastery of St. Bartholo- 
mew was founded. Rayer was originally a juggler 
and King’s jester, and often attended the fair and 
gave exhibitions of his dexterity and gave the 
money he received from the 
patrons to the treasury of the 
convent. 


Itinerant professors of the 
art of amusing were in the 
habit of tramping from town 
to town for at least two cen- 
turies before the Norman con- 
quest of England, and they 
were present at Bartholomew 
Fair in its earliest years. 
These forerunners of the ar- 
tist of today were called Glee- 
men, and included dancers, 
posturers, jugglers, tumblers, 
magicians and exhibitors of 
trained performing monkeys 
and quadrupeds. The posters, 
or illuminations, as they were 
called in those days, show fe- 
male acrobats and tumblers 
doing the same tricks as they 
do today, and jugglers per- 
forming what is technically 
known as “the shower,” in 
which balls succeed each 
other rapidly while describing a semicircle from 
right to left hand. Performing monkeys, bears, 
horses and dogs were popular agents of amusement 
in the early years of Bartholomew Fair. Most of the 
tricks of the present-day magician were in vogue in 
those days. In the latter part of the sixteenth cen- 
tury one of the most common of the conjurers’ 
tricks was the decapitation, 
which was called the decolla- 
tion of St. John the Baptist. 

Freaks of nature, human 
and animal, were first exhib- 
ited during the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth. In these days there 
was a wonderfully clever per- 
forming horse, called Moroc- 
co, whose. exhibition of 
arithmetical calculations was 
witnessed by Shakespeare. In 
fact in Love’s Labor Lost he 
says: “The dancing horse will 
tell you.” The first notices of 
Punch and Judy occur in the 
_ Overseer’s books of St. Mar- 
tin’s in the Fields for 1666 and 
1667, in which are entries 
ranging from _ twenty-two 
shillings and sixpence to fifty- 
two shillings and sixpence, as 
“Rec. of Punchinello, ye Italian 
Popet player, for his booth at 
Charing Cross.”

HOW people in olden days . 

were subject to the same annoyance as they 

are today, only more so. They were classed 
with thieves and pickpockets; in fact, in 1647 they 
were forbidden to exercise their vocation, the thea- 
ters were closed, and the fairs were closed to all 
side-shows, and therefore became simply market 
places. 

In 1657 the first “hairy woman” was exhibited. 
She had a long beard and hair all over her face. 
Vanbeck married this woman for a meal ticket. In 
February, 1669, appeared a “female giant,” who 
measured 6 feet, 10 inches, and was 21 years old. 
In 1672 appeared Richerdson, who was in all proba- 
bility the earliest known salamander, or fire eater, 
who is supposed to have performed feats that have 
never been duplicated. In 1677 the public began to 
tire of the rope dancers, posturers and tumblers 
and freaks of nature became the rage. In 1685 an 
Irish giant appeared, who was said to be 10 feet, 6 
inches tall. The circus was an entertainment as

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yet unknown. The first artist who introduced horses 
' into vaulting acts seems to have been William 
Stokes, a famous vaulter of the reigns of the latter 


Stuarts. Then came Joseph Clark, who was prob- 
ably one of the first contortionists. Fawkes, a ma- 
gician, in conjunction with a partner named Pinch- 
beck, had a show which was for many years a chief 
attraction of the fairs, and they realized a consid- 
erable fortune. Giants, dwarfs and every con- 
ceivable kind of prodigy were exhibited in the 
booths, or tents, and the shows were conducted 
much as they are today. For instance, in front of 
a show that had for its attraction a two-legged cow 
we find that the “ballyhoo” or free attraction was 
an acrobatic act or rope dancer, so it will readily 
be seen that the circus acts were originally ad- 
juncts of the side- 
show. 

If we overlook the 
fact that the Ro- 
mang, during their 
occupancy of Eng- 
land, introduced char- 
iot racing and other 
combats, and later a 
dancing bear may 
have been exhibited 
in one of the amphi- 
theaters built by 
them, we can safely

phenomenal from the start. But when the late P. 
T. Barnum conceived the idea of adding a collection 
of human prodigies or freaks to the*circus annex 
he founded a source of great profit to circus pro- 
prietors, which in all probability will last for all 
time—as the side-show has become an important 
factor of circus life in America. The big Barnum 
& Bailey Circus of today practically owes its ex- 
istence and prosperity to the furore caused by the 
Barnum freaks, as Barnum’s reputation was gained 
at his museum and ‘not as a circus proprietor, 
but to the late James A. Bailey, than whom perhaps 
no greater showman ever lived, is due the credit 
for commercializing the Barnum reputation. And, 
in fact, until Mr. Bailey died the collection of 
“strange and curious” people was the predominat- 
ing feature of the institution. 

When you look over the list 
of side-show attractions that 
Mr. Bailey had with the Bar- 
num Show the merit of the 
present-day annex appears 
mediocre, with one possible ex- 
ception—The Ringling Broth- 
ers’ Side-Show of last season. 
This is greatly accounted for 
by the fact that it is presided 
over by the dean of all side- 
show managers, Lew Graham. 
Last season was the biggest, 
from a financial standpoint, 
that Mr. Graham has ever 
had. Most of the other shows 
rely more upon the hard work 
of the talkers and ticket sell- 
ers than upon the merit of 
the attractions offered. The 
Barnum & Bailey Annex, of 
course, has the magic of the 
Barnum name to conjure with, 
and it is made the most of by 
Clyde Ingalls, and the savior, 
from a pleasing standpoint, for several years past 
has been the best living midget, the diminutive 
Princess Wee Wee, who has become a very impor- 
tant side-show celebrity. 

The proof that a collection of real freaks of an 
educational and instructive nature is very profit- 
able is fully demonstrated by the unique success 
attained by Samuel Gumpertz 
at Coney Island. 


GREAT deal of the preju- 
dice that still exists in 
the public’s mind re- 

garding side-shows has been 
caused by the gambling and 
other offensive features, which 
are still permitted with some 
small shows. The Ringling 
brothers would never have at- 
tained the position they occu- 
py in the circus world today 
had they permitted graft with 
their shows, and they deserve 
unstinted praise for having 
created an organization that 
has done more, perhaps, to 
help elevate outdoor show 
business than any other force.

mines” for this new entertainment. Instead of, asin 
London, exhibiting in a building, the show was 
placed under canvas, and the necessary parapher- 
nalia was transported from town to town on 
wagons, as it is done until this day by shows in 
England, the exception being the Barnum & Bailey 
Circus, which was the first institution to travel in 
the United Kingdom by rail. 

The smart Bartholomew Fair showmen and fol- 
lowers immediately saw the possibilities of making 
money “trailing” the circuses, giving exhibitions in 
the open air, and passing the hat, or “busking,” as 
it is called. Among these were jugglers, acrobats, 
posturers and magicians, and the practice is con- 
tinued in England until this day. 

It remained, however, for the enterprise of the 
American showman to gather these itinerant en- 
tertainers together, place them in a small tent and 
call it the circus side-show, and its success was 


that if the show was to be 
made one of America’s repre- 
sentative amusement institutions that all graft and 
gambling must be eliminated from the side-show, 
and the gigantic success he had last season fully 
justifies his judgment. 

Many a genius has graduated from the side- 
show. In the olden days Edmund Keen strutted 
and barnstormed in a 20x30 tent. Fawkes, the ma- 
gician and juggler, left $50,000 at his death, which 
he had accumulated performing in a side-show. 

Whoever would have thought just a few years 
ago when they saw Annette Kellermann working 
in a side-show in Boston that she would have so 
soon become one of the highest salaried women on 
the stage? Houdini worked in the side-show with 
the old Welsh Bros.’ Circus, and he now commands 
the highest salary paid to a magician in vaudeville. 
Sam Scribner, the burlesque magnate, used to man- 
age a side-show. There are many others occupy- 
ing prominent positions in the theatrical and busi-

There is no denying the fact that a host of carnival showmen have for 
years been their own worst enemies. Dishonest practices and unfair business 


dealings have placed them in the 
category of undesirables. They have 
erected a barrier of skepticism and 
distrust between themselves and 
the amusementseeking public. 


O break thru these barriers has 
been, and is, the herculean task 
of the reputable carnival man- 

ager. How? It is a momentous 
question. 

From observation, both as agent 
and as manager, I feel that these 
conditions obtain principally from 
wanton neglect or intentional abuse 
of the four departments of the busi- 
ness, viz.: On the manager's busi- 
ness policies, the general agent's 
representations, the class of attrac- 
tions and concessions carried and 
the personnel of the company. When 
we stop to consider the fact of the 
fair secretaries’, and even more so 
the average committeemen’s, ignor- 
ance of the details of the carnival 
business, and the almost universal 
willingness of these men to leave 
the settlements to the carnival man- 
ager or secretary, how much more 
binding it should be to see that they 
get a “square deal.” When the 
glamour and excitement of the en- 
gagement are over and in the after- 
math of “checking up” and making 
reports committees or lodges realize 
the amount of business that a mere 
novice at any business would know 
has been done, and so little has ac-

The majority of managers who will 
continue to tolerate these games 
will agree, in discussing the subject, 
that these concessions are detrimen- 
tal, yet the lure of the so-called easy 
money overcomes their better judg- 
ment. Simply another illustration of 
“the right intentions, but the wrong 
desire.”” The well stocked, neatly 
framed and properly operated con- 
cession is as much a benefit as the 
opposite kind is a detriment.

that the average

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recently been suggested that 
the term “carnival” be gen- 
erally discarded and ‘“exposi- 
tion,” or some similar appella- 
tion, substituted. While that 
might be a step in the right 
direction for some the man- 
agers of a good many others 
would find themselves in con- 
tempt of the wise and good 
law that requires one to label 
one’s products in strict accord- 
ance with the contents. 

It will require much more 
than the change of a name to 
obliterate the handwriting on 
the wall that we have all had 
ample opportunity to read and 
heed. I call to mind the fa- 
mous words of the illustrious 
Shakespeare: ‘‘A rose by any 
other name,” ete. Two box 
cars and forty thieves, labeled 
“exposition,” can “burn up” 
a town quite as effectively as 
tho they were masquerading 
under the timeworn and out- 
rageously abused title, “‘carni- 
val company.”’ Hence, in choos- 
ing “Metropolitan Shows” as a 
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should throw aside petty jeal- 
ousies and selfish desires and 
organize on a sound get-to- 
gether basis. The weeding out 
process of those who would 
persist in violating a rigid set 
of rules and ethics could be an 
aftermath. And, right here, 
it would not be amiss to say 
that this code of ethics should 
not only be broad enough to 
cover the dealings of the show- 
men with the public, but should 
eliminate certain practices now 
in vogue with some managers 
in their relations one with an- 
other. Just as long as one 
manager will employ deceit 
and underhanded means of

title for my outfit, I avoided 
the word “carnival,” and have 
studiously continued to avoid 
it during the succeeding years 


by almost never using the word “carnival” on any of my advertising matter.

I am of the opinion that only the absolute extermination from the pro- 
fession of the disingenuous and profligate showman will suffice to make the 
lot of the managerial incumbent of a carnival company desirable.

I further believe that the right kind of an organization for outdoor 
showmen is not only essential, but imperative if the game be saved.

Anderson was a circus press 
agent—he admitted that. So did his card. 
Rotund in contour, bucolic in appearance 
and bellicose in character just about gives you a 
pen picture of Anderson.

HAT is a chautauqua? That is a mighty hard 
thing to state in terms that are understand- 
able. Is it fundamentally entertainment or is 

it an educational movement? It’s both, so there- 
fore it is neither of these things. Is it dramatic in 
expression or is it evangelistic? Again it is both 
and neither. Is it spiritual or materialistic? But 
why go on? The chautauqua is primarily more than 
entertainment, it is more than an exhibition. It is a means of ex- 
pression. Often expressing the community aspirations rather than 
the individual. There are thousands in every community who de- 
sire some means of expressing their hopes and aspirations, their longings 
and pent up enthusiasm, which can only find relief in community gatherings 
where one is a part of the show as well asa part of the audience. The chau- 
tauqua, where properly conducted, better than any other form of amuse- 
ment, gives an gutlet to this force. The ideal chautauqua is what is known 
as the independent assembly. Just as the local school system is the best 
ever dev‘sed, so the chautauqua, which is conducted by a local community, 
for the community, is the best and as time goes on will again take its lead 
as against the bureau managed circuit system. The local assembly is a com- 
munity effort and it develops a community soul, it develops the capacity 
for joint ownership in a venture and gives a basis for that greater 
union which is found in the voluntary communism of effort, 
which alone makes really great things possible. 


IR Horace Plunket, the noted Irish leader and reformer, whose interests 
covered both America and England, as well as his own dear Ould 
Ireland, said: ‘“‘A co-operative association has a quality which should 
commend it to the social reformer—the power of evoking character; it 
brings to the front a new type of local leader, not the best talker, but the 
man whose knowledge enables him to make some solid contribution to the 
welfare of the community.” And that is the seed sown by that chautauqua 
which is conducted for the public welfare and not for the mere shifting of 
responsibility for the public needs for such things as the chautauqua provides. 

The local chautauqua develops the spirit of self help, which finds its 
best, highest and fullest completion in mutual help. The ideal chautauqua 
will yet be organized which will combine the best which the circuit system 
has to offer with the greater 
things which the local as- 
sembly has to contribute. The

of last season’s business. California has many 
manufacturers which are contributing their 
quota to the demands of the great interna- 
tional struggle in which we are at present 
engaged, but it is the farmer who upholds 
the financial credit of the State. Crops 
are the revenue here. No rain no 
crops is true to a great extent. The 
present winter season has been an un- 
precedented one. Not in 69 years, ac- 
cording to weather bureau reports, 
has the moisture held off as late as 
during the present winter. Pleasant 
weather, unusual even for “Sunny 
‘California,”’ has been the rule. The 
drouth has been partially broken in 
the North at the present writing, and 
much of the Southern country is under 
irrigation, which will help some, but 
rain must come if the amusement men 
are to derive their usual revenue. Ideal 

for the throngs of tourists who have flocked 
to California this winter, the weather, the 
finest ever, is heartbreaking to the rancher. 
Every cloud is said to have the proverbial silver 
lining, and beach amusement men have had theirs 
this winter. There has been almost no cessation of the 
Sunday crowds which visit the beaches in summer. Bathing 
has been the rule all winter. Visitors are wont to sit 
on the sand in the glaring sunshine and read press dispatches telling of fuel- 
less days, blizzards and distress by freezing in the East and Middle West. 
Then they take a look at the sky and their surroundings and—refuse to be- 
lieve it. The war is responsible for a regular flood of tourist travel in Cali- 
fornia and on the West Coast. Those who come here stay “quite a spell.” 
The hotels all over the State are full.

CARNIVAL 


HERE is little likelihood of caravans facing any trouble in the transpor- 
tation line. Railroads in the State are less congested than in other 
sections, and railroad officials are making contracts, subject, of course, 

to the approval of Director General McAdoo, but they are making them and 
advance agents are out making their contracts as usual. The general senti- 
ment is that “shows will move.” And it looks as if there would be a plen- 
titude of shows in California this season. 

The Bernardi Greater Exposition Company is at Palo Alto in winter 
quarters and will play several stands going out of the State. Wortham 
Bros.’ Shows are at San Antonio, and it is understood will make several towns 
in California and perhaps jump thru the State. The Great Wortham Show 
is at Kent, Wash., and is expected to touch some of the towns in the northern 


part of the State. Foley & Burk are in winter quarters at Fruitvale, in Oak- 
land, and will play 


many of the Cali- 
fornia stands as 


Neptune Beach at Alameda, Cal. 
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opened by reputable companies able to prove the merit of their attractions 

at the time of seeking bookings. Small tricks will have the advantage, as 

stands that will justify large shows are few and far between in this State. 

Just about six real ones can. be found from one end of the State to 

the other, a distance of nearly a thousand miles. The greater 

number of stands that can be played by carnivals av- 

eragee5,000 persons. Many of them are even smaller. 

The towns that will stand “cooch,” “forty-nines” 
and “grift’” are few and far between. 


» CIRCUS 


L G. Barnes’ Circus is the sole show 
of the kind originating in Cali- 
fornia. Wintering at Venice the 

show will play North, thru the State, 

making the usual towns. Consider- 
able competition is evidently expected 
from the outside, ag provision is 
being made for a strong brigade 
with this show. Reports indicate 
that one of the Mugivan & Bowers 
shows will be here and Sells-Floto 
have definitely announced that they 
will make the State in the spring. 
These aggregations can all expect rea- 
sonably good business, altho the spring 
will not turn out nearly as good as the 
fall for them. 


PARKS AND BEACHES 


AMUSEMENT managers at California parks 

and beaches experienced a banner season 
last year. They anticipate a repetition of the same this 
year. They are backing their faith with works. New 
rides and improvements are being made on elaborate 
scale from one end of the State to the other. The new 
Neptune Beach at Alameda did a wonderful first year business, breaking 
records on Saturdays and Sundays and breaking it into the special event 
column with sufficient force to prove the justification of promoting this class 
of business. Concession stands, which last year were of a temporary nature 
at this beach, are being replaced by permanent structures of architectural 
beauty and conforming with the other structures in the park. It is rumored 
that a Whip will be added to the rides by the management. 

Idora Park at Oakland had the best season in its history last year. The 
inland beach was a decided crowd getter. Some of the older features of the 
park are being removed and a company has been formed by J. N. & C. 
Clark to place one of the Great Americah Racing Derby Company's racing 
rides in their place. Tom Prior, general manager of the Derby Company, 
states that the ride will be one of the biggest ever constructed, being eighty 
feet in diameter, with fifty-six racing horses, approximately life size. 

At Venice the amusement pier (Windward Pier) is being changed con- 
siderably to accommodate several new features. The fronts of the shows 
and concessions are being realigned, and Prior's company is building another 
large Derby machine near the Auditorium. A Whip is to be installed in the 
center, adding greatly to the attractiveness of the joy center. 

Ocean Park seems to be the one beach in the South that appears to be 
in an unsettled condition. Political strife, in which the amusement man

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‘o far as the public in general is concerned the 
word “Carnival” covers a multitude of sins, and, 
in a way, this opinion has been merited by the 

past record of a number of shows, whose manage- 
ment has followed the “get-the-money” idea without 
a thought of the future. These so-called shows as a 
rule have been of the smaller class and managed by 
parties whose investment usually represented a suit- 
case, red vest, a couple of phony sparks and an un- 
limited amount of “bull” and nerve. The finance end 
was a secondary consideration, as these managers al- 
ways provided themselves with an oily-tongued agent, 
whose duties were to spread most alluring tales as to 
the cleanliness- of the shows and the handsome riding 
devices carried by the management he represented, 
and last, but not least, to incidentally touch the com- 
mittee for an advance to get the show into town, and 
the agent who couldn’t handle this end of the game 
had to look elsewhere for a position. 

The deal thus completed for the coming of the 
“greatest show on earth’’(7?), the local committee would 
look forward to a big week of festivities, and so herald 
it to their own citizens, as well as the people of the 
surrounding territory, thru the medium of the press, 
billboards and other methods of publicity, thereby 
whetting the appetite of those who were lovers of 
clean amusement. Opening day came and with it the 
crowds of amusement seekers, expecting to witness 
high-class attractions, up-to-the-minute riding de- 
vices and various other things promised them, but in- 
stead they gazed on a bunch of dirty tents, slovenly clad 


and boisterously acting people, wornout rides, and many other things not in 
keeping with an organization that expects to build up and maintain a repu- 
tation that will make them welcome visitors at some future time. Regardless 
of their first impression, which is generally lasting, many of the crowd were 
turned by the bally of the different shows, only to find inside an offering of 
an objectionable character that appealed only to that class of patrons who 
enjoy smut and unclean amusement, and this class is so few nowadays that a 


show can not exist on their patronage. 


In connection with the shows were also a bunch of gambling concessions 
and sure-thing games that furnished the manager with his bank roll, the 
shows being only a subterfuge to cover the greater evil of the grifters who 
operated the games and fleeced the public, and in this connection it might be 
stated that in the past numerous city and county officials were handled thru

fore he lets go your hand. He gets to ’em all. 
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a fixer, whose duties were to arrange matters with 
someone in authority, whereby the gamblers were al- 
lowed to operate their various games without fear of 
interference. 


HIS condition existed not only on many of the 
smaller shows, but also among a number of the 
larger ones, whose management had no financial 

investment, their equipment being all leased property, 
and their main idea seemed to be to get the money, send 
in their per cent and retire to their beds at night and 
give no thought to the future. 

The day for this kind of a so-called carnival has 
passed, and each year many have realized this and have 
adopted a higher standard, and, as a result, are offering 
the public a bigger and better carnival that is in keep- 
ing with the advanced age. The educated public of to- 
day demands clean and attractive shows, well-kept and 
substantial rides, legitimate concessions, courtesy from 
the shows’ management and employees, and that the 
people connected with the shows conduct themselves as 
ladies and gentlemen at all times, and these essential 
rules must be insisted upon by the successful manager 
of today. 

Practically all of the larger organizations in this 
line of the amusement world are today owned and oper- 
ated by men who have their last dollar tied up in their 
business, as they own their own equipment and this is 
their only way of making a living, and they must keep 
faith with the exacting patrons of the towns that they 
play over and over again, year after year. With some 


few exceptions these shows are welcome visitors to all cities and towns thru- 
out the country, and that the offerings are in favor is evident from the fact 
that no State fair, county fair, home-coming or other large celebration is 
complete without one of the larger shows furnishing the amusement features 
forthesame. Inthe few cities where the ban has been placed on carnivals it is 
due to some of the reasons mentioned above, and in most cases the cause 
has been sanctioned and permitted by some official who had the power to put 
it over and was more than willing, so long as he received his bit, but, like 
the carnival game, the corrupt and grafting city or county officials have been 
found out and deprived of their power, and the average official of today is 
honest and demands that you be the same and play the game square. In the 
nineteen years that I have followed the amusement game my personal

I've boosted many press agents 
to the first division. Why, I remember when Bob 
Rastwillow came to me—but that's another story, as 
Henry George or Lloyd or some literary filbert has 
sO patly put it. But look what I did for Rex Boyd. 
I sent him in so strong to his first string of city 
editors that he can not to this day thank me with- 
out his emotion clogging his speech. Say, kid, I 
stepped to the front for that lad like Wilson did for 
Baker. I was a week ahead of Rex that spring 
and warmed every city editor up to him in ad- 
vance. “Honestly, this boy is a comer,” I'd say. 
“He'll fill your sheet with four-column layouts be- 


heard him say last week that there isn’t a paper 
on his route that he can’t light up with a couple 
of picture shots a day. He said putting pieces and 
pictures in the papers is like jerking steamer rugs 
off paralytics’ knees. He wanted to bet me he'd 
land a three-column art showing in every edition 
of every sheet in this town every day before his 
troupe rolls in.”

I'm ready to crowd the war off the front pages, 
Why do I think that?

I whistle a lively red wagon tune as I step into 
the business offices of a paper ahead of Twist & 
Gip’s Three-Ring Circus. If there’s a girl around 
to ask my business I slip her a little sunshine right 
off the lot. It always adds to the eclat of my “come 
in” and gives the serfs in the want ad mines a real 
smile. When I ease in on the ad manager I have 
slipped behind my poker. face. 


NEVER tell this gill that I'm a trouper. I let 
him guess it. He’s on when he lamps my tiger 
claw charm, and when he cracks about the 

troupe I tell him he’s too good for the burg. This 
is opening chatter that has put me at the peak of 
my profession. When he levels both barrels and 
pops the rate for amusement display I let out a 
yell that scares the sisters at the typewriters and 
adding machines into hysterics. I go to the mat 
with him. It’s bunk, but he expects it. I learned 
that twenty years ago. He knows I'll have to kick 
in, and so do I, but it is his open season for whole- 
some indoor sport, and I am there to please. He 
loves to point to the sheet’s circulation in Madura, 
Panatella and Perfecto, coal camps thirty miles 
away. “We'll do you a lot of good there,” he tells 
me confidentially. Finally we sign contracts. He 
thinks he has made a monkey out of me, and I 
know I’ve saved six or eight bones for the shaw, 

Never go to an advertising manager in a busi-

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OOD old King Solomon in the buried long ago talked with much wisdom 
and among other things said there was “nothing new. under the sun,” 
but the wisest of all men had never made an effort to conduct a State, 

district, county or even a community fair with the world on fire and his own 
country up to its eyes in the conflict while Gen. Public and all other folks, 
with and without titles, were dodging fuel and food orders, using car fare 
to purchase Liberty Bonds, participating in Red Cross, Y. M. C. A., War- 
Savings Certificate and other drives that would make a jackrabbit drive on 
the prairie resemble a funeral at an Old ‘Woman’s Home, where the corpse 
had in life held the knitting record for three wars. 

But even had Solomon been elected secretary and general manager 
of the Palestine State Fair at Jerusalem and served during any of the several 
wars in which the Israelites participated there would have been various and 
sundry problems that now vex us, turn our hairs gray and manufacture 
headaches that would never have worried Secretary Solomon, for with 700 
wives and 300 concubines, with whom he had a handshaking acquaintance, he 
was assured of a good attendance, even if all of them did enter the gates and 
occupy seats in the grand stand by reason of General Manager Solomon’s 
passes. Then, too, on children’s day he knew the grounds would be 
crowded, and entries in the baby show were always numerous. No 
summons to court ever kept him absent from his duties at the 
Jerusalem fair grounds, for he was never sued for divorce 
nor for breach of promise. 


UT fair folks of this day and generation are 
not so fortunate and must meet the 
problems that confront them, not singly 

nor in pairs, but by the wholesale. The 
vexatious worries of the years gone by seem 
like trifles when we confront the problems 
that now stagger us and which the faith 

of more than one mustard seed will be 
necessary to remove. Fairs are not 
made in a day and the secretary who 
waits for developments will find he 
has sinned away his day of grace so 
far as his 1918 exhibition is con- 
cerned and there is nothing left him 
except to proceed with every detail 
of the twelve months of fair mak- 
ing for each annual exhibition. In 
the minds of some people it 

is only necessary to hire a band 
and open your gates to conduct a 
fair, but those who have toiled 
long and hard when all other 
honest folks were in bed will know 
there is something more to a fair 
than the general public suspects 
and a million little details that if 
left undone may spoil your exhibi- 
tion, provided rain, a drouth, a quar- 
antine or incidents of a _ similar 
nature do not spoil it for you, leaving 
you a legacy of unpaid bills and an 
empty treasury. 

A fair, be it big, little, medium, rare 
or well done, can no more exist without 
amusements than a politician can refuse a 
fat salaried office when he knows his 
natural abilities are not worth one dollar per 
day. It may not be popular to say around 
agriculturalists, stock raisers and rooster owners 
that ninety per cent of the folks that come in at 
your front gate come there for a holiday, which 
means amusement, and if this diversion is not fur- 
nished them they leave your grounds with a bad taste 
in their mouths. Any director or officer of a fair who 
argues there should be no amusements on your grounds is a 
candidate for the best padded cell in an insane asylum and 
election day for him is not so far advanced as he 
might suppose, but these fossils are almost extinct. 


Se fairs can not exist without amusements and since 
the powers that be have long ago recognized the value of fairs then 
we arrive at the conclusion, calmly and gently, that nobody will issue 
an order forbidding the railroads from hauling free acts, bands, carnivals 
and concession folks to the fairs of this war engrossed land. 

It would be interesting if some of the various commissions, war boards, 
secretaries of agriculture, food administrators and leaders of kindred in- 
terests would make a survey of the sections and communities of the United 
States that are producing the best stock, the best crops, and the largest as 
well. Take any fair you wish for an example, investigate the territory in 
which it is situated, then take another section equally as well favored in 
climate and soil, yet which possesses no fair, and the results will be astound- 
ing. 

People can no more go to fairs and not absorb the enthusisam that 
mé@ns more and better ram lambs, boar shoats and boy babies, for all of 
the are on display, than the average male, be he seven, seventeen or 
sevénty, can look at a girl’s hat rather than her hose on a wet or windy 
da Managers of State fairs will tell you they are in no sense competitors 
of ij@punty fairs, but the latter act as feeders for the former, and the section 
without a county fair takes few blue ribbons at the big fairs compared with 
those captured by people residing in a community fortunate enough to 
possess a good county fair, even if it be of the “pumpkin” variety. If this great 
Government of ours, which needs only to conceive an idea to execute it, 
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would build cold storage warehouses, one in every agricultural community. 
and store the food at actual cost that annually goes to waste in the fall of 
every year we could feed ourselves and our Allies on “corn, wine and oil.” 

The sections wherein are located big and little fairs are doing their 
part in meeting the present food crisis, and the fairs ask nothing more of the 
Government than to be as loyal to them as the fairs are loyal to the Gov- 
ernment. 

If the time ever existed when fairs should form circuits so closely allied 
that the whole business would look like a trust eleven times bigger than any 
Standard Oil combination surely then “the hour of temptation is at hand.” 
Some old statesman, quite a long time ago, whose name we have forgotten 
and are too busy to look for, said something about “united we stand; divided 
we fall.” That condition applies to the fairs of this country in 1918 more 
than it has ever done before, and the fair official who builds a fence around 
him horse high, bull strong, pig and chicken tight, and imagines he is big 
enough to go it alone this year, will have a rude awakening as his portion. 
Circuits for fairs have always been the part of a wise policy. They mean less 
sleepless nights, less worry, better attractions at a better price, for there 

is scarcely a fair anywhere that is a competitor of another fair. 
The big fairs are really clearing houses for the little fairs, and it 
has been noted, after an investigation, that the greatest 
percentage of attendance at the big State fairs comes 
from the sections that possess county fairs. The more 
fairs one attends the more one wants to attend, 
just like the more reading one does the more one 
wants to read. Life is just one series of habits 
after all. 
If any friction has existed between you 
fair managers and your newspaper folks 
now is the time to sign a treaty of peace, 
for you will be wanting all the publicity 
you can get this fall. Ordinary adver- 
tising won't do. The people are in a 
state of unrest, clamoring for some- 
thing new, and will be more than 
willing to leave home and war talk to 
attend fairs this year if they can be 
interested and made to think any- 
thing but of war. It is more than 
probable that the fairs of 1918 
will be almost the only occasions 
for great gatherings this year, 
which should be of much advan- 
tage to the fairs. Hundreds of 
conventions and every kind of as- 
semblies have been canceled and 
will in many cases have no meet- 
¢ ings this year, which will be the 
first omissions for many years. 

This means if fairs are properly 

advertised then attendance records 

will most surely be broken, for the 
nervous strain of the war will cause 
people to seek diversion as they have 
never before done. 


Advertising in any form is good, and 
knocks for your fair are better than 
silence, which is never golden, because it 
puts no money in your treasury. If you 
have used half the billboards heretofore 
use them all this year. If you have used all 
the billboards in your section in past adver- 
tising campaigns use them all this time, build 
some more and use them, for this country is at 
war and there is a counter attraction that is getting 
front-page publicity, box-car heads, extra editions, 
and folks remaining up nights to read them. The most 
expensive advertising and the least productive of good is the 
giving away of souvenirs. They often cost several cents 
each, but the individual who receives one of these souvenirs 
appreciates it only for its small value, while the total bill 
for a few thousand souvenirs amounts to a considerable 
sum. Take that money, add it to your last year’s publicity 
appropriation, then double that and start an advertising campaign that will 
make the newspapers feature something besides the present big row with 
Germany and will cause the billboards to look like they are on fire. Some- 
body will certainly realize there is something on hand besides a war if the 
job of advertising is successfully handled. 

The average fair official is no more su'ted for his fair’s publicity agent 
than he is to fill a prescription in a drug store, and quite a number of us 
would be unwilling to risk him in the latter instance. There is more money 
thrown away on a poor sort of advertising than there is spent in intelligent 
publicity campaigns. Publicity men are born, they are not cultivated or 
grown. Get one of the first class and give him free rein, except it would be 
well to have him submit his plans and ideas to you, for a boost that js false 
on its face damages your fair about as much as is possible by any other one 
method. First and last, early and late, keep faith with the public. It is a 
great asset to any fair and once lost is difficult to regain. If you advertise 
that the German kaiser will judge your horse races make every effort to 
have him there. 

Director General McAdoo of the railroads has already said Mo embargo 
is to be placed on the transportation of exhibits and shows to fafirs and that 
this movement will not be hampered, except where it interfere® with plans 
of the War Department. This is cheering news and should cau many of us 
to cease our bad dreams and chase from us the idea that hag’/often forced 
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\e might have a complete fair, lack- 
ng in nothing except crowds, ex- 
hibits, concessions and amusements. 
Certain it is that we may expect 
no reduced rates this year, and to 
offset that condition we should make 
our fairs so much superior to those 
we have formerly conducted that 
the crowds will throng our grounds 
hecause the expositions we will con- 
duet in 1918 will merit their pat- 
ronage. But by the fair season the 
public will be reasonably well edu- 
eated to the fact that no reduction 
in railroad rates will be made, their 
fret lesson being taught them dur- 
ing the Christmas holidays, when, for 
the first time, those roads that had 
heretofore given reduced rates at that 
season made no reduction whatever. 


EOPLE are clamoring for some- 
thing new at fairs. Much as 
we condemn Mexico for bul! 

fighting there is an element of the 
same nature in all of us and if a 


printed in The Billboard. In build- 
ing your exhibition for 1918 you 
should remember that fairs are 
peculiar in the respect that it 
costs practically no more to operate 
them with 50,000 people on your 
grounds than it does with 1,000 in 
attendance. Plan now a great ad- 
vertising campaign, do not figure for 
one or two big days, but balance 
your program so that every day will 
be a big one, for if all or even a 
majority of your best features are 
placed on one date then your fair 
will soon generate into a one-day 
exhibition. as many fair managers 
have learned with regret. 

There is no way to determine 
what fair managers will encounter 
before the dates of their fall exhibi- 
tions, but with their usual clever- 
ness and resourcefulness they may 
be relied upon to meet the issues 
that confront them. The odds are 
largely in favor of the continuation 
of the war beyond the fair season,

the United States it is more than an 

even bet that attendance records 

would be broken. We go to a ball game and howl 
with glee when the umpire is rendered uncon- 
scious by being struck by a ball. We go to auto 
races expecting somebody to get killed, and the 
most sensational death defying acts at the fairs 
are really your best ticket sellers at the front gate. 
These facts are not pleasant to admit, but no one 
will say they are not true. 

Practically every fair in the land has fought 
the pass evil for years with all of its abuses and 
with but. little success. Usually the sentiment 
against issuing passes is rampant and violent in 
every meeting of officials held before the fair, but 
after the exhibition is over and passes are counted 
the number often exceeds that issued the year 
previous. There is a fair in the United States that 
issued 11,312 passes in 1917, this statement hav- 
ing been given me by one of its officials. This is 
absolutely astounding, and yet if the truth were 
known there are doubtless other fairs that will 
approach that record, but in all charity let us not 
believe any exceeded it. That the pass question 
is a mammoth one can not be denied, and many 
officials frankly admit they are not big enough to 
abolish the pass entirely and content themselves 
with m_ king new restrictions every year and then 
finding a way to evade those very restrictions they 
created. The fairs that profit by State, county or 
municipal appropriations find the greatest diffi- 
culty in the handling of the pass question, for a 
member of a State Legislature, a county official or 
an Alderman who fails to obtain the coveted lit- 
tle pasteboards that admit him free at your front 
gate is the mortal enemy of you and your fair 
until the day you are the central figure in an en- 
tertainment where slow music and flowers are the 
features. Passes are usually given to people who 
can easily afford to buy tickets, and they are often 
so proud of the honor and the imaginary promi- 
nence it gives them that the passes are displayed 
and shown to their less fortunate friends, in whose 
minds a jealousy exists, secretly if not openly 
expressed. The free pass evil can be handled and 
all that is needed is the consent of your mind and 
a bulldog determination not to recede from your 
purpose. The first year will be the hard year

and after that things are easy. When the chronic 
free pass holder learns nobody has been favored 
he comes around and applauds you for your ac- 
tion and tells you “passes should have been cut 
out years ago,” but ‘if you yield to temptation and 
issue even a small number prepare yotr resigna- 
tion then, for the knockers will get you. I stood 
at the pass gate of a big fair not long ago and 
scanned the various faces of the individuals who 
were streaming thru the gate. There were 
preachers and doctors, gamblers with diamonds 
in their shirt fronts as big as a nickel’s worth of 
ice, society dames, bellboys and chamber maids. 
Everybody had them and inquiry later developed 
the fact that the association was asking for a big 
appropriation from the Legislature and that mem- 
bers of the House and Senate possessed a bounti- 
ful supply and were lavish in bestowing them on 
their friends. Most of us dodge the free pass 
question like we do the thoughts of death— it is 
postponed to a more convenient season, while defi- 
cits continue to stare us in the face or our re- 
sources are so reduced that we must cheapen 
our exhibition or the sheriff will get us. 


HE making of programs for little and big fairs 
is often hurriedly done. Sometimes they are 
copied from the premium lists of other fairs, 

because that is the easier method. No greater 
mistake could be made, for a program that would 
be ideal at one fair and in one locality would prove 
a miserable misfit in another. Certain it is that 
in the making of programs, where the horse has 
been king, he must now play second fiddle. The 
horse is yet an active agency in the country, but he 
is no longer the king pin feature at State or 
county fairs. The mules, the jacks, the hogs, the 
sheep, the cattle and even the poultry share alike 
the honors with the horse, for the automobile has 
arrived on the scene for a lengthy stay. Wise fair 
managers do well to recognize these changed con- 
ditions and will provide classes for various en- 
tries. By giving it some study one will be sur- 
prised to learn how many interesting rings or 
shows may be arranged with the automobile as 
a feature, and at a later date these ideas will be

GOVERNMENT WANTS BOYS 


HE United States Department of Agriculture, in 

a special article by Clarence du Bose, says 

that many American boys who a year ago 

were balancing books or selling life insurance now 

are directing batteries of artillery, commanding 

companies of infantry or driving fighting airplanes, 

and that if this is the result of brief but hard 

training it should not be impossible to train boys 

for farm work and make them, for service in 
1918, thoroly efficient. 

Many States found boys available for agricul- 
tural work on farms last season and Uncle Sam 
needs as many more this year. Last year by 
bringing to the farmer a supply of labor when it 
was needed.Jand owners were enabled to increase 
their acreage of crops at a profit. Boys used in 
this work last year not only received a valuable 
addition to their general education, but enjoyed 
feeling that they were helping in this game or 
war, and as a part of their reward for service was 
the benefit to their health and improvement of 
their physiques. 

In one State where the boys were encamped 
thirty of the young agriculturists started bank ac- 
counts. In another camp a dozen boys subscribed 
to Liberty Bonds. In another six boys who had 
planned an academic course liked farm life so 
well that they altered their program and applied 
for admission to agricultural colleges. At still 
another an investigator asked each boy whether 
he would return to farm work the next year. 
There was only one negative response—and that 
boy explained that he was going into the navy. 

The farm camp plan will be carried out more 
extensively this year in States which tried it last 
year, and many other States would do well td 
adopt the plan. The Boys’ Working Reserve, 
created last year to mobilize boy power, has ap-

The Show Lot at Chattanooga District Fair 


The Midway at Dodge County Fair, Beaver Dam, Wis. 
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HE management of every fair, in these-epochal times of the great world 
war, is confronted with three hard problems which must have answers: 


1. How can we cut down our “overhead” or running expenses 
without hampering our fair? 


2. How can we increase our annual revenues? 


3. What features shall we add, 
will help our country? 

The war years are logically the years when expenses for amusement 
ought to be cut. On the other hand the American public is so made up that 
it expects and demands a certain amount of amusement and recreation. 
Witness all the methods by which the soldiers are ‘being systematically en- 
tertained in the cantonments and concentration camps. 

Every fair manager knows that one of his biggest leaks is at the gate. 
A lot of exhibitors have formed the habit of going in and out of the gate a 
number of times each day, and frequently, for light tips, will bring in peo- 
ple who have no exhibitors’ rights on the “privilege ticket.” This is an ab- 
solutely unfair and dishonest practice, but it is widespread, and exceedingly 
hard to handle. One manager puzzled his head over the problem for several 
years, and then worked out a decidedly clever scheme. He went to the town 
banks and borrowed from them rubber stamps bearing the names of the 
banks. Then he cut out the passes, and each day, with a different bank 
stamp, stamped the hands or arms of those whose right it should be to pass 
in and out of the gates without paying. Of course, the exhibitors made a 
good deal of growling about his scheme, but it had the merit of working per- 
fectly, and no one got thru the gate of that fair dishonestly. 

Passes are a nuisance and cause of trouble any way yougsvork them, 
and if the manager wants to save trouble and expense, increase his revenues 
and plug the leaks he should find some method to eliminate them. 


in a spirit of true patriotism, which 


F course, it is of primary importance to gain and keep the good will of 
the horsemen and the exhibitors. Without them there would be little 
fair left. They are necessary parts of the institution, and if a spirit 
of “team play” can be fostered between them and the management both 
wil profit. The manager must take a personal interest in these horsemen 
and exhibitors and secure for them as honest treatment as he expects from 
them. These people are often grossly overcharged and swindled by the lo- 
cality. Being “stung” by the people of the town, it is little wonder that an 
exhibitor should get some satisfaction by putting something over on the 
fair people. It is very common for the local draymen 
to overcharge for hauling, and for the local feed 
sellers to charge more than the regular price for 
furnishing hay, oats and straw for the barns. The 
new men at the fair ground have little knowledge 
of local prices and no time to investigate. They 
have a right to expect that the manager of the fair 
should make it his duty to see that they are not im- 
posed upon. They will mightily appreciate it if they 
feel his influence in standing between them and dis- 
honest merchants or transfer men. One fair asso- 
ciation has secured the good will of the horsemen 
and exhibitors by tendering them a good banquet at 
the end of the fair. This association has found that 
the hundred or so dollars spent for this banquet 
pays back the most of any of their overhead ex- 
penses. Honorable dealing will always be repaid. 

Another serious leak or overhead expense is 
that of the upkeep of the grounds when the fair is 
not in session. Some associations rent the grounds 
out as pasture, and this system nets a small income, 
but just before the fair opens it is always necessary 
to send a gang around to mow the weeds which have 
grown over much of the running track and in all the 
corners of the fences and around the angles of the 
buildings. One fair manager, whose ground covers 
forty-two acres, persuaded 
the association to give him a 
flock of 100 sheep. We prob- 
ably got the idea from some 
city park, as it has been 
found profitable in Chicago 
to keep the grass down in a 
West Side park by this meth- 
od. It is also an English 
custom to keep the lawns 
down on big estates by pas- 
turing them with sheep. On 
this 42-acre fair ground the 
flock gave a gross profit of 
$585 in one year, and there 
were no weeds on the track 
or in the corners when fair 
time came around, as against 
the former annual rental of 
only $100, reduced by the 
cost of cutting out the weeds.

ward premiums. He finds that the weight of evidence is that few, if any, 
fairs can exist solely as agricultural fairs. He concludes that if he wants 
a big attendance he must “give the people what they want.” He has heard 
the story of the pioneer agricultural fair without attractions, where the only 
exhibits were a cow and a pumpkin; the cow was hungry and ate the 
pumpkin, and there was no fair left. 


Horse racing, of course, continues to be the best drawing feature be- 
cause it pleases the most people. One evidence is that when the races start 
each afternoon the midway and most of the other features are drained prac- 
tically dry of people, who have flocked into the grand stand for the races. 
Therefore good racing is essential. The racing, on the other hand, can be 
made a greater drawing feature than ever by introducing new kinds of 
races. One county fair increased its attendance by putting on a coursing 
meet with dogs and jackrabbits. Another fair found the people were 
pleased by mule and pony races added as a sort of comedy to the regular 
races. These can also be varied by combination races, such as having the 
riders start from a mark a hundred feet behind the ponies, run to the ponies, 
mount and ride. Other ways to add variety would be thru saddling races, 
relay races and shuttle races. 

Not all the county fair attendance comes from the farms. 
rounding towns also send trainloads of people to good, live fairs. These 
neighboring towns like to be recognized in some way. One way to give this 
recognition is to select each day an official band, to come each day from a 
different town. This stimulates rivalry ‘between the bands and insures a 
good program of music, but the best part of it is that the rivalry spreads to 
the people of these towns and they come along with the bands to give them 
encouragement and to see what other towns have to show. 


Baby health contests are now firmly established in many fairs because 
they introduce a form of competition which draws a high class of people to 
the grounds, and because these contests are of real value to the community 
by teaching mothers how to conserve the health of their babies. 


In fact, fairs are turning toward educational contests for increasing 
their attendance. Many people are thereby brought to the grounds who 
never before had any interest in going. The old-fashioned spelling contest, 
which, in pioneer days, was the big winter entertainment of the prairie 
States, has been revived. Other places have found it practicable to extend 
this to arithmetic contests. This can be put on for 
one day by the County Superintendent of Schools. A 
big blackboard is erected by the judges’ stand so that 
it will be in view from the grand stand. The coun- 
try schools and town schools up to the eighth grade 
are permitted in the contest. Where instituted this 
arithmetic contest has drawn a big crowd of chil- 
dren, and, of course, their parents came along, too. 
It drew better than a kids’ potato race. All contest- 
ing children, of course, are admitted free.

HE premiums offered for farm products, together 
with the attractions, account for practically 
the entire attendance at the fair. So equally 

do these draw that many fairs split their money fifty- 
fifty on these two. But it is not necessary that the 
premiums on farm products should always take the 
form of cash prizes. We know of one manager who 
has found it less expensive, and more interesting, to 
offer loving cups as prizes. These loving cups are 
secured by winning in the class two years in succes- 
sion on different material. That is, a stock raiser 
could win the loving cup to keep by taking first prize 
with a certain breed of steer two years in succession, 
but he must win it with tywo different steers. This 
makes a fine contest for friendly rivalry. The per- 
manent possession of one of 
these cups would mark any 
farmstead as a leader in its 
class. The cups are as eag- 
erly sought after as those in 
athletic contests between col- 
leges, or between players in 
a golf tournament. At the 
particular fair in mind the 
cups are given by the local 
banks, so that they really 
cost the fair management 
nothing. A cup might pass 
from farm to farm until it is

A new fair often has a 
hard time to secure its barn 
full of exhibitors.

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HILST following the agricultural shows in 
Great Britain (which I have done since 

1886) I often used to wonder what the 

“State Fairs’’ in America were like. My curiosity 
has been partly satisfied during the past two 
years, having attended a number of fairs, ranging 
from San Bernardino, Cal., in the Far West; 
Grand Forks, N. D., in the North; Richmond, 
Va., in the East, and New Orleans in the South. 
Finding the difference between the British 
“Show” and the American “Fair” so marked it 
occurred to me that a description of the “shows” 
on the other side rf the Atlantic would interest

The most startling difference is that the “Agri- 
cultural Show" (with certain exceptions, which 
will be referred to later) has no home, the site 
being changed from year to year. 

For instance the Royal Lancashire Society 
would hold its show at Liverpool one year, the 
following year Preston, then Manchester and so 
on at the big towns in that county until it got 
round to Liverpool! again. 

The exceptions are the Christmas Fat Stock 
Shows at Norwich, Birmingham, London, etc., and 
the Trish shows at Belfast and Dublin, which have 
permanent homes. 

The English “county” or “shire” corresponds 
to the “State” here (tho it is certainly a very lit- 
tle brother), nearly every county having its agri- 
cultural society, which confines its activities to its 
own “county.” There are, however, the all-em- 
bracing Royal Societies of England and Scotland, 
which have, as it were, a “blanket” over the whole 
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attendance. It was a ghastly failure, and they 
soon resumed their peregrinations. 


HERE being no permanent buildings, with the 
exceptions noted, it is obvious that a new 
site has to be secured and buildings, offices, 

grand stand, etc., erected each year. To those who 
have in mind the magnificent grounds and build- 
ings of American State Fairs, such as at Hamline, 
Minn.; Atlanta, Ga.; ‘Oklahoma City and others, 
such a feat would appear impossible.

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S° much has been written about the amuse- 
ment park during the past score of years 
and the subject so ably treated in The 
Billboard by master fun purveyors that one 
is lost in a sea of research for a new angle 
from which to write. Almost from the begin- 
ning I have been a reader of old “Billyboy,” and 
long ago concluded that the park subject was 
about exhausted. But parks come and parks 
go and as some of them continue to keep pace 
with the passing of the years many more pages 
of Billboard space will, no doubt, be devoted 
to the subject with beneficial results to the 
readers and the happiness of all concerned. 
We-‘have been told that the father of the 
amusement park in this country was the old 


the Chicago Exposition mothered it into a 
throbbing, thrilling, joygiving existence. Of 
course, so-called parks, or as they were known 
then, picnic places, were in being in this coun- 
try many years before the Chicago World's 
Fair was thought of. I have little doubt if 
some student of parkology goes back far enough 
he will find that even in Colonial days there 
were picnic parks where’ knickerbockered, 
cockaded young swains and prim hoop-skirted 
maidens danced the stately minuet on the green 
sward and ever and anon sat at the foot of a 
giant oak regaling themselves with refresh- 
ments, followed by a stroll thru leafy woods if, 
perhaps, there were no Indians about and the 
strolling was good. 

We do the same thing now, but in a dif- 
ferent way. Instead of on the green sward we 
dance in a well-built, gaily decorated pavilion, 
on a waxed and highly polished floor, with 
comforts and conveniences undreamed of in 
the years of long ago. Instead of sitting under 
the arms of a giant oak and having crawly things 
explore one’s underclothing and eating the 
hardtack fare of our forefathers we can now 
dine in a well-conducted restaurant with prices to suit one’s pocketbook and 
appetite. and which makes lugging a picnic basket unnecessary. Or, if the 
womenfolks insist on toting a basket laden with picnic eats, you can spread 
the good things on a clean table in a picnic dining pavilion or dine al fresco, 
make your coffee, chocolate or lemonade in the kitchen attached to the pa- 
vilion, and enjoy your repast with the comforts and facilities supplied by the 
park management at no expense to you. 

And then after you have danced and eaten, instead of a stroll hand in 
hand thru the leafy woods and getting your feet wet, you wander carefree 
about a well laid out park, with good walks lined with well-trimmed hedge 
rows and plenty of green sward, dotting which are beds of flowers or horti- 
cultural novelties and other beauties of nature. And scattered here and 
there, where they are within easy access, are clean, wholesome amusements 
appealing to the recreative instincts of the masses. This is the difference be- 
tween the oldtime and the up-to-date amusement park—and who would 
want to go back to the good old days of our forefathers? 


HE park business has undergone wonderful changes during the past 
score or so of years. From a picnic grove with a small dancing pavil- 
ion, a dilapidated old style merry-go-round, an antiquated so-called 

shooting gallery, a few oldtime games and a refreshment stand, where the 
pop was seldom cold and the peanuts were never freshiy roasted, we jumped 
into an Aladdinlike White City, or a Dream City, or a Fairyland, or a 


) Celestial planet, where at night the eyes were dazzled with a riotous revelry 


of incandescent lamps more gorgeous than a rainbow after a summer 
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shower. These parks were truly beautiful to 
see—at night—but to the people with a keen 
appetite for recreation and amusement pbril- 
liantly illuminated towers and brightly lighted 
rainbow tinted Oriental buildings did not satis- 
fy as a steady amusement diet. 

Designers of these after the Buffalo Expo- 
sition parks planned and built for the artificial. 
They worked for Aladdin effects and their ef- 
forts were amazing and wonderful. But they 
lost sight of a fact as old as time itself—that 
the people quickly tire of the artificial and pine 
for nature, where mankind belongs. A park 
with a band stand or free act stadium in the 
center, with hard concrete or boardwalks which 
blistered the feet, with no trees or flowers, no 
springs or running water, little or no picnic ac- 
commodations and with amusements of every 


kind, questionable and otherwise, built as 
closely together as it was possible to plant 
them, is not nature. Such parks were con- 


structed at a cost of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. Some of them lived, but most of them 
died. Those that quickly demised died a 
natural death, because paradoxically there was 
nothing natural about them. It took some of 
the owners a long time to see what was wrong 
and some of them who were fortunate in loca- 
tion saved their investment by adding floral 
effects, picnic accommodations and getting rid 
of “beehive” shows which stung their patrons. 

The same builders did not realize also that 
while a “night” park of electrical beauty might 
be a financial success in New York, Chicago or 
maybe one or two other large cities it would 
not go in the general run of places. That it 
didn't “go” is attested by the large number of 
park failures. The smaller cities haven't the 
transients to draw from and must depend on 
their own towns and vicinity people for their 
patronage. Unless there is something to draw 
them to the park their visits are necessarily 
limited, and if they see the same old amusements season after season their 
spending power is naturally lessened. 

The question, therefore, is what will attract the people to the park and 
how can the average manager keep his amusements up to date? Do not 
jump to conclusions so quickly, my dear reader. el 4m not so cocksure that 
I know, but I have done a heap of guessing in my twenty years of experi- 
ence in the business, which I often think is not a business at all—it’s a 
gamble. 

As I see it, a park, to be a commercial success these days, must be a 
combination natural and amusement park. There may be exceptions, but 
the exceptions prove the rule. A park should be what the word implies. It 
should have an abundance of shade trees, with benches or seats for its 
patrons. It should have ample green lawns studded with novel floral effects, 
bright colored flowers, etc.—things of nature of which the eye and senses 
never tire. It should have pleasant, shady walks and an abundance of gooa 
drinking water. It should have commodious and clean kept public comfort 
facilities, easy of access and not hidden where one requires a guide or map 
to find them. It should have seats where tired mothers can rest. 

It should have an athletic field with grand stand, where picnic parties 
can play baseball, have running races and hold field meets. It should have 
a children’s free playground, with clean sandpiles, swings and safe play- 
ground equipment, with benches or seats for the mothers while the children 
are at play. It should have picnic dining pavilions with running water, 
stoves for heating coffee, etc. It should have a well-located band stand 
with plenty of free seats. It should also have courteous employees and a

Who ever saw the two first-named 
walking into the arena without passing thoughts of 
the old Roman arenas and gladiators fitted for 
mortal combat? And when in that guarded en- 
closure with the beast what exhibitions! Do you 
think the public is tired of such soul-stirring, 
nerve-breaking spectacles? Never, and it never 
will tire of real art, real nerve, real talent. Did you 
ever attend a carnival, fair or other gathering and 
watch the talent upon the front stage or free show 
platform upon which the merits of the show are 
explained and expostulated? Did you ever take in- 
to consideration seriously the picture that was pre- 
sented? How does it look in ninety-nine cases out 
of one hundred, like the real article, handled by the 
real people, or a cheap imitation? 

Did you notice the man who tells the story, how 
he looked and acted? Did he have to take a pull 
at a cigarette and smother the fumes from his 
nostrils and open mouth before he could go on 
with his opening? Did he wear his cap over his

HERE have been many reasons which contrib- 
uted to the discouragement of those who have 
been interested in making a real show of wild 

animals, trained as well as untrained—lack of 
money has been a great drawback to many, lack of 
knowledge has been a greater reason, while in- 
efficient help, dirty outfits, from the front to the 
rear; half-starved animals, and a lot of would-be 
performers, with no experience or idea of what 
an animal can do. Poorly dressed performers, and 
placing the show where sewers and ditches run 
rampant, with a goodly sprinkling of back lot tin 
cans and other goat food as ornaments; seats that 
a hen wouldn't want to roost on, never dusted or 
washed, and only painted when bought from the 
junk man; a lot of ragged, fringy ropes; props that 
smell like a garbage plant and look worse. A top 
full of holes, a loafer in front of the show to dilate 
upon the kings and queens of the arena, and a thief 
in the ticket box, who is always fishing for a short 
or walkaway. Fine surroundings, eh? Don’t say 
these things are imaginative, for I have seen them 
all and had some of them myself. Who ever saw 
the Great Francis Ferari Show without going away 
boosting? Poor fellow, he is gone now; how I re- 
member him watching the painters spreading the 
gold. What a revelation his front and organ is, 
and his trainers and talkers! Did one ever hear 
of poor Francis asking alms or giving a poor 
mouth? Not much! He had an animal show—a 
real one—well put on, turned over and browned. 
Go and see this show and answer the que 
yourself. 

The show which I have the pleasure of pre 

ing and representing is a young one, but it 

well last season, and is making more money 

now than it did on the road. Why? There is 

money invested, there are real animals to see, and

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HE trials and tribulations of the early Ameri- 
can magicians would make an interesting 
volume, for their professional pathway was 

certainly not strewn with the proverbial roses. 
The regular theaters in those days would not 
dream of playing a magician, so there was nothing 
left for them to do but to hire halls in the big 
cities, and a few of the successful ones made a 
comfortable living. 

The best of the oldtimers, Prof. W. H. Young, 
Harrington, Wyman and ‘Napoleon, were among 
the fortunate wizards of the past. Magicians who 
visited our shore in those days were Jacobs, who 
was a wonderful ventriloquist as well; the Fakir 
of Ava, Herr Alexander, John Henry Anderson, 
John Henry Anderson, Jr.; the Hartz 
Brothers and the Lubin Brothers 
(who also sold magical apparatus). 

Don Barto, an American necroman- 

cer, went to London, where he made 

a pronounced success. In the old days 
the magician, in addition to hiring the 
hall, had to get out his own paper, 
earry his curtains and give the entire 
show. What a difference nowadays, 
when you walk into the finest 
equipped theaters and find every- 
thing ready for you. Compars Herr- 
mann, who was a brother of Alex- 
ander Herrmann, who will ever be 
remembered, toured America in 1866 
and played the big theaters of that 
time. Patrizzo, who was a count, and 
Cazevevene gave wonderful perform- 
ances in 1878. Cazevevene was one of the 
cleverest card manipulators of his time. 
He recently died, almost 90 years old. Then 
came the original Mac Alister, whose widow 
after his death continued giving his entire per- 
formance, but died a few years later. She had 
married her manager, a man named Weston. 
The Mac Alister who died in San Francisco was 
a John Mawr from Ayr, Scotland, and he un- 
fortunately lies buried in a potter’s field. Baron 
Hartwig Seeman, the magician, was born June 
3, 1833, in Sweden. In 1874 he made a tour 
of Africa and a trip to the Pyramids with Ole 
Bull, the violinist. He featured the duck tub 
trick, over the origin of which a number 
of well-known magicians fought at one 
time, all claiming to have invented it. 
Seeman played in America in 1881, died 
‘March 25, 1886, and is buried in 
Kosse, Tex. He is survived by a son, 
Adolph Seeman, who played the 
vaudeville houses years ago in this 
country and is still in show busi- 
ness. A book written years ago, 
Around the World With a Masgi- 
cian and Juggler, purporting to 
enumerate Seeman’s travels, tho in- 
teresting, his son Adolph tells me is 
full of errors in dates. Baron Seeman 
invented and patented a suspension trick, 
being one of the first to take away in 
reality the second rod. The Fakir of 
Uola was ostensibly the first to 
take away the second resting rod, 
but he _ resorted to black art, 
and, therefore, to Seeman belongs 
the credit of really taking away the last support. 


HE really historical Around the World Show 
was“the Kellar, Yamadava and Ling Look. 
Yamadava and Ling Look are dead and 

buried in the Happy Valley in China. 

The Davenport Brothers traveled around the 
world on a storm of protest. Ira has often told 
me that they never claimed to produce their 
manifestations thru spiritual aid, they allowed 
the people to choose for themselves as to the 
agency that produced their effects, but their 
friends always managed to get them into trouble. 
Henry Harrison Davenport died in Sydney, Aus- 
tralia. Ira Erastus is buried in Maysville, having 
passed away a few years ago. His letters to me 
_ are very valuable, for they really are historical, 
2 and I hope some day to publish all of the material 
; dp book form. 
siqoov@ipholz, who played in America in 1888, was 
s originator of selling tricks in boxes. His pro- 
grams are very rare. I have one in my collection 
and prize it very highly. 

Few people are aware of the fact that a ma- 
gician had a town named after him, and the ma-

gician was either an Indian or a negro. But this 
nevertheless is so. His name was Potter, and 
Potter Place, N. H., is named after him. His 
grave lies there neglected. A short time ago I 
had a photograph made of the grave, and a sorry 
sight it is. His program shows him to have been 
a very versatile performer, and he must have 
been successful, as when he died he was in very 
comfortable financial circumstances. When the 
railroad came thru and wanted to build a station 
near his home they called it Potter’s Place, N. H., 
and there it will be for all time as a monument 
to a clever magician. 
The original Wiljalba Frikell made two tours 
of America and eventually retired to Koetschen- 
broda, near Dresden. Dur- 
ing my different engage- 
ments on the continent of 
Europe I made desperate 
efforts to interview him, but 
he refused to see me. At last I 
Was overjoyed to obtain his de- 
sired permission, but we were

never to meet in this world, for 
he died the day I arrived. He 
was all dressed up ready to 
meet me, but he died of 
heart trouble just as I 
steamed into town. I have 
written a full history of this, 
one of the most dramatic episodes of my life, in 
my book, The Unmasking of Robert-Houdin. 

Mrs. Frikell told me the reason for her beloved 
husband’s refusal to see me, and begged me to 
keep it secret until she died. Now that both have 
passed to the great beyond I feel that I am 
released from my promise. 


T appears that in his younger days Frikell had 
a love affair, the result of which was a son, 
Adelbert. After Frikell had amassed a for- 

tune he retired happily married, but was always 
afraid that this natural son of his would appear 
and claim recognition. He looked thru the shut- 
ters when I first rang his bell, and somehow or 
other had an idea that I was a son of his son, and 
it was a long time before he could be convinced 
that I was an American magician and agreed 
to meet me, but fate decreed that my great wish 
and desire was not to be granted. 

I was present at Frikell’s funeral, as that was 
the last honor I could pay to him. When the 
preacher spoke he mentioned the fact that Frikell 
was known all over the world, and even America 
had sent a representative. Frikell and his fond

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wife are sleeping peacefully together in the quiet 
little churchyard at Koetschenbroda, having solved 
the most stupendous mystery of the world. 

John Pepercorn, better known to the world at 
large as D’Alvini, was advertised as “Is He Man 
or Devil?” He was a wonderful juggler and ma- 
gician. He toured this country with Alexander 
Herrmann, Harry Kellar, Reilly’s Four Hundred 
Burlesque Show, etc. Herbert Albini was an ex- 
ceptionally clever performer. His method of pre- 
senting the egg bag trick has been copied by hun- 
dreds of magicians. While the trick was not of 
Albini’s invention nevertheless he was identified 
with same. His brazen manner and bold delivery 
made it a much talked of trick. It is, in the 

hands of an expert, still one of the 

great surefire tricks in the whole 

of magic. Thurston, who is 
Kellar’s successor, is gradually gain- 

ing foothold and is commencing to 

reap the benefit of all of his hard work. 
Harry Kellar has retired and is enjoying 
his private life midst the flowers and 
sunshine of Los Angeles, Cal. All magi- 
cians love Kellar, for he added luster 
and honor to the magical profession. 

Kellar had a very hard road to 

travel in his younger days, but 

stuck valiantly to his guns and be- 
came the dominating influence in 
magic of his time. Kellar related 
to me an incident regarding his en- 
gagement in Edinburgh. It appears thet 
his assistant was not around, I think he 
was sick, when Baillie Cranston, from 
whom Kellar had hired Waverly Hall, came 
to his assistance and permitted his son, 

Robert, to become Kellar’s assistant. The 

boy liked the confidence Kellar placed in him, 
for he was doing all the secret work for Kellar 
off stage. Business was bad, so Kellar went to 
Baillie Cranston, and as near as I can remember 
here is the conversation: 

“Mr. Cranston, I owe you £40.” 

“Yes, I know that.” 

“Well, I wish you would trust me with that, 

and also let me have £40 more (to 
get to Cook's Circus, Dundee, where I have 
an engagement on a certainty.” 
Cranston did not speak for a moment, 
lost in astonishment at the nerve of 
Kellar. Finally he turned to his son 
Robert, who was in the room: “Rob- 
ert, what a nerve; here this man 

owes me £40, and the’ im- 

pudence to ask me for another 

£40." : 

Robert: “Well, father, if I 

had the money I would loan Mr. 

Kellar £100. I am sure he would 
pay it back.” 

Baillie Cranston:

known him during this engagement, but 
Mr. Kellar does not appear to me like a 
man who would not repay a friend.”

Next morning being Sunday Kel- 
lar went to the railroad station and arranged for 
tickets and baggage for Dundee. All the staff 
gave up their rooms, and, in returning, Kellar 
met young Cranston. On hearing that Kellar was 
going to leave that day, Sunday, he said: “Mr. 
Kellar, my father has been very kind to you and 
you ought to appreciate it.” ; 

Kellar replied that he did. 

Cranston said: “It would greatly displease 
my father if he knew that you were traveling on 
the Sabbath, and if you wish to please him you had 
better remain until the morning.” 

Kellar protested, saying he had the tickets 
and so forth, but young Cranston said he would 
arrange for all that. 

So they went to the station, had tickets changed 
for the next day; company kicked at the delay, as 
they had already given up their rooms, but the 
change was made, and that evening Kellar visited 
the Cranstons instead of leaving for Dundee.

Imro Fox, the comic magician, has passed 
away. His widow is in Newark, N. J. No one 
has yet taken his place as a comedian in magic. 
Goldin is in the far East with a big show, and 
tho he originated the three-hour show in forty- 
five minutes he set an awful task for himself 
trying to keep up the pace. Robert Heller, one 
of the most versatile magicians that ever lived, 
died November 28, 1878, and lies buried in Phila- 
delphia. Dr. Lynn, who toured America years 
ago, is almost forgotten. Charles Morritt, whom 
I consider the world’s greatest illusionist, is at 
present in England. He invented a wonderful 
silent second sight and many illusionist effects. A 
capable performer and clever showman.

OTWITHSTANDING the wonderful strides bur- 
lesque has made in recent years, and notwith- 
standing the fact that this form of entertain- 

ment is today enjoying an unprecedented prosper- 
ity, there are still people who speak disparagingly 
of it, who shy at the doors of a burlesque theater 
and who, could they have their way, would place 
& quarantine sign on every playhouse dedicated to 
this form of amusement. 

There is still another class who do not entirely 
draw the line on burlesque, who attend burlesque 
shows occasionally, hut who are very backward 
about according burlesque any credit for anything. 
They will emerge from the theater with some such 
lukewarm remark as: “It was a fair show, but still 
it was burlesque.” 

Certainly it was burlesque. It does not dodge 
the issue. It was burlesque, which is the only form 
of entertainment so ambitious that it aspires to run 
the whole gamut of theatrical endeavor, from mu- 
sical comedy and yaudeville to drama and grand 
opera. It pleads guilty to being burlesque. There 
is no question of its guilt in that respect, and the 
only question to determine is just the enormity of 
a guilt in being burlesque instead of something 
else, 

Let us put burlesque under the microscope and 
dissect it just for the sake of diversion. Let us 
throw it into the threshing machine and find out 
Just how much meat there is to it and just how 
much shucks, Let us put it into the wringing ma- 
chine and find out just how dirty its linen is, if, as 
an occasional Puritan charges, its linen is germ- 
laden. In short, let us endeavor to determine just 
what is wrong with burlesque if the critic is right

URLESQUE, as it is accepted today, has out- 
grown the clothes it wore when Webster de- 
fined the word. It is more than a mere jocular 

endeavor to entertain—more than the laughable 
exaggeration of a low idea. The comedy essential 
lifts its head only a trifle above the scenic and cos- 
tume essentials; the laugh ripples only at times 
are permitted to drown the musical effervescence; 
the grotesque, the eccentric and the ludicrous are 
never quite able to crowd out the beauty elements. 
If Webster were alive today he would be obliged 
to redefine burlesque, for the old definition is obso- 
lete. 

And yet, to be frank, something does really ail 
burlesque. At casual glance it looks like a healthy 
child, but it must have a crooked spine, a torpid 
liver or a bad heart. It can’t be just right, for old 
“Doc” Public Jhas looked it over pretty thoroly, 
and, while he keeps on filling the front rows, he 
waxes more and more critical The question is, 
just what is the trouble? 

Going back to our old friend Webster we recall 
that he elected Corgedy the backbone of burlesque. 
We will, therefore, take Comedy in hand first and 
let him bear the brunt of the accusation that some- 
thing is wrong with burlesque. 

Comedy is a conceited chap and does not even 
flush as he faces judge and jury. He is charged 
with being inadequate, ancient and unfunny, but he 
pleads “Not guilty!” 

“I will admit,” says Comedy, “that I find it im- 
possible to be up to the minute at all times, and I

Former Business Manager Lays 
Bare Some Very Vital Facts 


Tells About ‘‘Kick Back’’ in 
Booking Commissions 


Associated Actors’ Dividends 
Paid by Union 


New York, March 16.—Will J. 
Cooke, former business manager of 
the White Rats Actors’ Union, held 
the center of the stage yesterday af- 
ternoon when the investigation into 
the affairs of the union now being 
conducted before Referee Lewis Schul- 
denfrei was continued after a lapse of 
four weeks. 

Mr. Cooke 18id ‘bare some very vital 
facts throwing light on several new 
matters which had not yet been 
touched upon. Not least of these was 
his reference to the dealings of the In- 
dependent Booking Company, and its 
alleged practice of kicking back fifty 
per cent of the booking fees to the 
Associated Actors. 

The importance of this may be seen 
in the fact that such an alleged prac- 
tice is what Mountford has made one 
of his chief grievances against the 
powers that be in the booking world. 
Yet, according to Mr. Cooke, such a 
practice had existed in his own camp 
and nothing has been shown yet to 
evidence any protest on Mr. Mount- 
ford'’s part against such a practice. 

Mr. Cooke further went into the 
matter of the various projects in which 
funds were invested. He told of the 
“first mortgage bonds,” which turned 
out to be only “second mortgage 
bonds.” He gave an interesting ac- 
count of the manner in which he paid 
to himself the salary which the union 
had been dilatory about paying him, 
and he told how The Player, the offi- 
cial organ of the Rats, had been con- 
ducted, how it had lost money and 
how there had been an agreement un- 
der which Mr. Mountford was to re- 
ceive a bonus from The Player. 

Taken all in all it was an interest- 
ing session and a productive one. Judge 
Myers, who represents the respond- 
ents in the action, made frequent ob- 
Jections to the line of inquiry, and 
there were various passages at arms 
between him and Attorney Alvin T. 
Sapinsky, for the petitioners, which 
lent animation to the proceedings.

THEATERS MAY 
OPEN DOORS AN 
HOUR EARLIER 
DURING SUMMER 


Result of the Daylight-Saving 
Measure 


Bill Now Up to President for 
His Signature 


Would Be Effective From 
March 21 to October 28 


Washington, D. C., March 16.—The 
daylight-saving bill, which was passed 
by the Senate June 27, 1917, was yes- 
terday adopted by the House by a vote 
of 252 to 40 after being slightly 
amended. The Senate today concurred 
in these amendments, and the bill will 
now pass to the President, who, it is 
expected, will sign it during the early 
part of next week. Whi!l2 ~~‘sing defi- 
nite has as yet been announced, the 
plan will no doubt result in the opening 
of theaters one hour earlier to conform 
with the new regulation of affairs. 

The bill, which becomes a law as 
soon as it is signed by the President, 
provides that the clock each year be 
moved forward one hour from Sunday, 
March 31, to Sunday, October 28. This 
means that business will start an hour 
earlier each day, and that theatrical 
performances which have been starting

“Shows Have Put Some of the Producers Into the 


» Capitalistic Class—Public Wonders if Big 
Business Will Make Owners Better 
Spenders Than Before. 


New York, March 16.—It was the privilege of 
the writer recently to see reliable figures 
showing where some of the burlesque organiza- 
tions stood, as far as business was concerned. 
These figures were not taken from the man- 
agerial handbook compiled for spectacular ex- 
hibition purposes, but they told the story with 
accuracy. Some of the biggest and best shows 
have cleaned up a fabulous sum th's se*son, and 
they are still going strong. Py the end of the 
season it is almost a sure bet that some of the 
totals will be so staggering that they will en- 
tirely eclipse any records made in the past. 


Even the poorest apologies for shows have 
made the season profitable and, in many in- 
stances, shows have been rewarled to an extent 
» which they hardly deserved, There are producers, 

owners of more than one show, whose earnings 
- this season have placed them in the e-pitalist 

class, Every dollar spent by them has been re- 
turned to them ten fold. Tast season proved 
itself a gold mine for the producers. This sea- 
son, in spite of the war conditions which have 
disturbed most everything of a theatrical nature, 
has found history repeating itself. 

A question that the public is immensely in- 
terested In is: What are the producers going to 
do with all this money? The public wonders 
how many producers will spend it on automobiles 
and other luxuries insiead of trying to take some 
of the punk out of their shows next season. 
The writer does not begrudge the owner of a 
geod show enrthing that be bas made on this 
show, but, in spite of the loud acclaims to 
bring the shows up to a high standard, there are 
shows which still grovel to a low standard, and 
there Pre still producers who—to use a slangy 
expression—are getting away with murder. 

It would be a good idea if every producer, in- 
stead of sinking all his profits of the season, 

_ would go into bis plans for next season in a 
liberal manner, The public is prying enough for 
burlesque today so that it should not be in 
flicted with any really bad shows, It is paying 
to sve good shows, and if cne producer can af- 
ford to give good Shows. why cannot another 
afford to give good shows? 

The trouble is all in the man. The producer

Many of these shows will 
dispense with the oldtime side-sbow illusions 
and some have engaged a real magician to give 
a real magical performance, and these will un- 
doubtedly be the most prosperous, It has been 
the custom for some manager to say: “I will 
frame up an Illusion show’’—just as tho it was 
the easiest thing in the world, and the conse- 
quence has been that théSe shoe-string affairs 
have been faflures. It takes all of a magician 
or Ulusionist to frame up a magic show, and 
inaemuch as there are many new ideas, so far 
unknown to outdoor showmen, it behooves owners 
to engage a competent magician to do the work. 
There are scores of illusions that have never 
been seen under canvas, and the first manager 
who pats on a show with new magic and illu- 
sions will easily get top money. Just think of 
the phenomenc! success attained by Jack 
Sbields with his Lunette, the Piying Lady, until 
it was killed by having so many imitators. 

I am indebted to Victor Lee for permission to 
describe the following effects, which are or 
iginal with him. Ue would call the ehow “With 
in the Gates of Pekin, being a mixture of big 
Qriental magic and illusions, done in Chinese 
garb in the-end of the tent, the interior of 
which is painted and decorated to represent the 
Plazas. of Pekin. There is no stage. the pe- 
formance taking plece on-@ ground cloth inp an 
arena, a la the Hindoo. Instead of a drop cur- 

> tain have tito paneled and picketed golden gates 
to swing in er-out on either side. At the tap 
of the tom toms and chanting of invisible men 
tim “Star Chink” comes gliding down a pair of 
throne steps from one of the paloted mansions. 
He keeps perfect time with. the music, bas a 
pleasing smile and weird personality. Te in 
troduces several of the oldtime tricks—rice and 
orange, firing bird cage, cups and batla, dove 
pan, inexhaustible bex, preducing therefrom rib 
bons, handkerchiefs, balls, Sowers, pigeons, 
chickens, rabbits, degs; goats, mionkeys, etc.

“Af Dealers and Publishers Are 
* To Maintain Ideal Rela- 
tions System in Vogue 


Must Be Abolished 


4c fusie dealers must radicalty change their 
, thods if anything like ideal relations be- 
i een them and music publishers is to maintain. 

MGenerally speaking, it may be said that music 
dealers fall into two classes—those of the old 
schol, who are ultra-conservative,. and the 10- 
cent store type, which take too many chances, 
There is no happy medium, no sound basis, and 
for this reason the entire structure of the 
music publishing game is not what it shonld 
be. 


Dealers pride themselves upon knowing what 
is going cn, yet, for the most part, they are 
unspeakably ignorant of the very things that 
they should know in order to conduct their 
business in qa way which would bring full mea- 
sure of value to their patrons, 

They swallow salesmen's bunk, take a song of 
which nobody has ever heard, which no perform- 
er would use, and choke it down the throats of 
their customers by bally-hoo assertions that it 
is a hit. On the other hand let a song get 
started from the grist of an unheard-of-publisher 
and they insist that they do not know of any 
such number, tho hundreds ef pecpte may ask 
for it. They continue this attitude until a song 
forces sufficient deuand to compel them to take 
notice, Py tis time the real demand is usually 
subsiding, and the unfortunate publisher 15 
forced to dispose cf his number to some old-linc 
publisher willing to take it over. Needless to 
say, tue dealer exlibits a different front to the 
old-line publisher than that shown the little 
known pubiisher, 

Dealers pretend to base their purchases upon 
demand—but they don’t. The chief reason for 
the demand regulation is historic. At the time 
when the 10-cent stores first entered the popular 
music field so much inferlor matter was un- 
loaded upcn them by the publishers, who found 
their recdy wiilingness to purchase in lorg> 
quantities, a weicome relief from the conserva- 
tive methods of the old-sasuioned dealers, that 
drastic rules to prevent a recurrence of this im- 
position were necessary. Dut today these rules 
are used only to the CiseCvaatecre of those who 
aspire to enter the publish'ng fell. Salesmen 
for old-line houses walk in up-n tue dealers, use 
superlatives regarding the qual‘ties of new num- 
bers, hardly off the press, and readily unload 
large quantities, Tuey know just what Line of

If we act like undertakers we'll be hanging our own crepes, 
for the world bas learned to like bim and will whisper, ‘‘Sour grapes.’’ Now he’s done the un- 


expected, showed the skill that’s bound to last, We were wrong—let’s give him credit and forget 
about the past.—CASPER NATHAN, 


SUPPLY AND DEMAND 


As in every other business the proper proportion between supply and demand is an important 
asnect of the music publishing game. [erformers like to deal with concerns that reduce songs 
filling all kinds of requirements to the smallest possible number. Concerns that try to hide the 
absence of a strong-calibered song in any one classification by printing up a number of inferior 
compositions, urging the use of one today and another tomortow, seldom make much 
progress with any. Some publishers make the mistake of putting forth numbers so rapidly that 
performers who call are showered with new songs long before any of the old ones have met with 
any degree of success, A firm's real success depends upon how many songs are successfully 


promulgated, not upon how many are issued. It is surprising to note bow few numbers the firms 
with the longest lists of hits issue.

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Who Will Give Our Young Artists a Chance 


If Not the Women’s Music Clubs and Our Educational 
Institutions? 
By EMIL REICH 


— 

In an earnest attempt to bring before its 
readers some of the most vital issues of Ameri- 
ca’s musical life The Billboard has honored me 
by asking for my ‘‘managerial’’ opinion on the 
subject of how young American artists of mod- 
est means are to be given opportunity to rise. 


I feel convinced that numerious as are the 
difficulties from a managerial viewpoint no ques- 
tion is of greater import. How, indeed, are 
worthy young artists, with moderate means, to 
lay the foundation of their soloistic career? 


It is unfortunate that so many music lovers 
and patrons of art can not view this subject in 
an unbiased manner, minus the sentimental 
tendencies, whieh, at the best, dwarf the vision 
and sadly bias their judgment. 


Why is it that parents, friends and patrons 
of prospective artists can not consider their 
protege’s entree into the professional ranks as 
a strictly business proposition? Merely as a 
venture to exploit musical talent to the best ad- 
vantage of the artist and manager? There is 
much energy and time wasted by good folk in 
bemoan'ng matter of fact conditions, but soon or 
later they find that the only way to make a 
suecess of a soloistic career is to lay it on a 
sol:d business foundation, as we lay all business 
deals into which we enter with profits in view, 
remembering there is always a chance of loss as 
well as gain. 


The cost of a publicity campaign in the in- 
terests of the most talented young artist can 
no more be had on an unbusinesslike basis than 
the full dress or evening gown he or she will 
wear for the debut. 


ENDLESS OPPORTUNITIES 


Let us take it for granted that from an artistic 
standpoint the debut proved a success, will this 
bring abont a deluge of engagements coming 
in from all parts of the country? 

Oh, no—not at all. It simply means having 
scratched the ground, with a bit of encourage- 
ment from the honorable critics. Then follow 
years of struggle, which may eventually lay the 
foundation for an artistically, as well as finan- 
cially, successful soloistic career. 

Is this as it should be? No, decidedly not. 

It should not prove so difficult for a tested, 
worthy young artist to get along and make his 
art yield at least a good livelihood. 

The field is endless, and the demand for good 
music is growing by leaps and bounds. The 
majority of small cities and towns can not 
afford to pay the large fees requested by well 
advertised, successful artists, hence it would 
seem but natural that they would be most 
anxious to engage capable young artists, who, 
for lack of finances, are not so extensively 
known in the concert field. 

To those skeptics who argue that the field is 
congested with an oversupply of splendid young 
artists I would suggest just a little problem in 
arithmetic. Let them multiply the number of 
women’s music clubs by four or five, taking it 
for granted that each of these—about 600 music 
clubs and hundreds of educational institutions— 
would engage four or five artists each season. 
Then take your grand total and you will see that 
even tho it be shared among all the fairly well- 


$11,000 TO RED CROSS 


Cleveland, O., March 16.—Total of $11,000, 
according to figures compiled for the Cleveland 
Red Cross, has been obtained from the John 
McCormack concert at the Hippodrome Theater 
for the benefit of that war relief body. Twenty- 
six signed song records for tatking machines by 
John McCormack brought $3,500 alone. More 
than 5,000 persons, 800 of them on the stage, 
heard the noted Irish tenor. This was a record 
attendance for this theater, the largest in Ohio, 
according to John F. Royal, manager. Mr. Me- 
Cormack donated his services to the Red Cross, 
even to paying his expenses. De Wolf Hopper, 
who was playing at the Colonial, acted as auc- 
tioneer of the talking machine records, 


known concert artists what a liberal share 
would fall to the lot of each capable, worthy 
member of the profession. 

BUT no such thing happens, for, with all due 
regard for what the ladies have accomplished 


see the growing tendency on the part of these 
music clubs to shun the unknown young artists, 
and we see these clubs often court bankruptcy 
in their unsound ambitions to ‘‘show off’ with 
one or two “‘stars’’ whose abnormal fees would 
amply cover the cost of a concert series consist- 
ing of four to six concerts given by first-class ar- 
tists. Where will this mad competition end? And 
do such methods help to further the musical 
eause of the land? But, above, all, to whom 
would the manager turn in the interests of the 
worthy young artists if not to the unselfish and 
not commercialized women's clubs? If the 
music clubs and educational institutions will 
not stand by the struggling American artists 
who will?

And yet the women’s music clubs are the 
“chosen saviors’? of the American artists. Sure- 
ly the speculating local manager will not do it, 
for, after all is said, local managers are in the 
game for gain. The more the merrier, and as 
such they would show a miserable business judg- 
ment to bank their financial success on the ‘‘box- 
office attraction’’ powers of unknown young ar- 
tists. Why should they? 

On the other hand we have the music clubs 
which proudly boast of the fact that their 
existence is justified merely by their capacity 
to further the cause of musical art in this 
country. All this with no profits in view, no 
bank account to keep replenished for great over- 
head expenses. 

With proper co-operation between these music 
clubs, educational institutions and the managers 
of young artists a busy and profitable season 
could be assured for the artists as well as 
managers, 

WHY NOT? 


Such co-operation does not exist today. What's 
worse, no student of our musical life can fail to 


GERMAN MUSIC BARRED: 


A recent wire from Springfield, 0., says that

SON WOUNDED, TENOR SINGS 


It was a sad day at the Metropolitan, New 
York, last week for one artist. 

Morgan Kingston sang the roles of Radames 
with a heavy heart, for he had just got word 
that his 18-year-old son, John, an artilleryman 
with the British forces on the Western front, 
was in the hospital suffering terribly from sev- 
eral serious wounds. 

The young man was a member of a British gun 
squad, seven or eight of whom were killed and 
four wounded. He is now at Leicester England, 
hovering between life and death. Mr. Kingston 
has another son in the British army. 


WAGNER PEEVED 


Last week The Billboard printed a little para- 
graph to the effect that some New Yorker had 
said that Lucy Gates was a soprano superior 
to Galli-Curei.

Can anyone suggest how a 
Singer may decide whether her instruction be 
good or bad?”

Ex- 
ense Me, in its new musical version, Toot-Toot, 
however, Is an exception. Toot-Toot Is as full 
of punch nos ite title, The music, by Jerome 
Kern, renders It fascinating, and there are sev 
eral nombers which will most assuredly win the 
public’s car. Especially worthy of mention are 
the excellent lyrics of Berton Braley.

not only how good they are, but how horrible 
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“What is an absolutely fair basis for com- 
puting autbors’ royalties?" asks a correspondent. 
“Isn't it true that star actors receive per- 
centages of the gross receipts and that when 
they do they also receive a fixed sum each week 
as a guarantee? Do you not figure that a play 
is worth as much as a performance of a part, 
and that even if the fact that an author accepts 
a percentage reyalty proves that he is skaring 
the manager's gamble to a certain extent is he 
not entitled to a minimum guarantee just as 
much as is the star actor, who also gambles 
when he accepts a percentage ?"’ 


This is a point that has often been argued by 
successful playwrights. Paul Armstrong, for 
ustunee, used to contend that the playwright 
should be put on the pay-roll for a salary rang- 
ing from $200 to $500 a week, the amount de- 
pending upon his record of previous achieve- 
ments, and that in addition he should receive a 
percentage of the gross insofar as it exceeded 
a figure at which there was a managerial prodr. 
So far as we know, however, neither Mr. Arm 
strong nor any other playwright was ever able 
to put over a royalty contract on this basis, tho 
there have been many cases where matagers 
have either bought plays outright or agreed to 
pay a stipulated weekly sum in lieu of royal- 
ties. Such instances in the main bave resulted 
from a pressing need for immediate funds on 
the part of the playwright, for a manager is 
not likely to wish to increase his gamble with- 
out seeing a strong probability of profit thru 
the transaction. 

It is unfortunate for the playwright that, de 
spite the fact that there has been an increase 
in the aggregate number of plays produced in 
the last five or six seasons, there still are 
more plays written every year, and these 
include many by writers of experience, than 
will see the light of day. As yet no 
means bas been discovered of testing the ap- 
peal of a play when it is still in manuscript 
form. The chances are that many plays that are 
rejected are better than some plays that are 
produced, but the fact remains that the supply 
is greater than the demand, and, save in ex- 
ceptional cases, the playwright is in no position 
to dictate terms. Successful playwrights, work- 
ing under the terms approved by custom and 
tradition, have become wealthy. proving that 
the arrangement is no bad one for the writer. 
And insofar as the analogy between the star 
actor receiving a guarantee as well as a per- 
centagerand the playwright goes, it must be 
borne in mind that the actor, while playing a 
part, is under a certain expense necessary to 
the proper fulfillment of his contract, that he 
must live well if not ostentatiously while on 
tour, that he is under the constant expense for 
costumes, make-up and other incidentals, and 
that in the meantime he is deprived of oppor- 
tunity to earn money elsewhere, whereas your 
playwright is under no obigation to continue 
work on bis play once it is produced, and the 
expense that be was put to during the period 
of the play's composition is usually compen- 
sated for by the sum paid him in advance on 
account of royalties to be earned subsequently. 

The author receives something more than a 
share of the profits under the regulation royalty 


scale. Few plays are produced that can break 
even on less than $5,000 gross weekly bust 
ness 


making no allowance for the initial in 
vestment in production. Yet on a $5,000 bust 
hess the playwright receives a royalty of not 
less than $25), and on a $3,000 business, which 
means a very substantial loss to the manager, 
he receives $1%). As a rule his returns on a 
success of normal proportions exceed the profits 
of the manager by a great deal, tho bis in- 
Yestiment totals perbaps six months’ time as 
against a cash investment of say from $1,500 
to £20,000 

Inasmuch as our correspondent has asked us 
for an absolutely fair royalty basis, we are in- 
clined to state that in our humble opinion an 
suthor is entitled to a sliding scale, varying one 


per cent with every thousand dollars’ weekly 
business done. This would work out some- 
what as follows: He would receive one per 
cent of the gross if the business fell below 


52,000. two per cent if it fell below $3,000, and 


the author receiving the best of it where 
the business really shows a profit, as, for in- 
Stance, be would receive seven per cent straight 
on business below $8,000, eight per cent on bus- 
iness below $0.000. A $7,500 week, under the 
customary scale, pays the author $427.50 in 
royalties; under the proposed arrangement it 
would pay him $525, On the other band, when 
the producer is losing money, say with a $2,500 
week, he would receive only $30 instead of 
$125, as at present, 

A royalty basis such as this has many points 
fo commend it both from the viewpoint of the 
sutbor and of the producer, If a play plays to 


80 on 


an average business of $12,000 a week the 
manager should be glad enough to pay an aver- 
age weekly royalty of $1,440 for its use, high 
as the figure may seem, whereas the playwright 
should be glad enough to reduce the risk In- 
volved in the production of his play by sacri- 
ficing a few dollars in the event of failure in 
compensation for the chance to clean up a little 
velvet im the event of a really big success, 


Another royalty question that has been put 
to us we confess our inability to answer. It 
concerns the method of checking up of royal- 
ties paid on the picturization of produced plays 
and published novels. In the legitimate we 
pay royalties on gross business done at the box- 
office, regardless of what share of this gross 
belongs to the producer of the play. It is true 
that we eliminate the war tax from this gross, 
but the Federal law distinctly separates the 
war tax from the price of the seat, demanding

But the picture people, when 
they first started paying royalties, interpreted 
gross to mean what they themselves receive! 
from their distributing agents, or, in other 
words, they paid royalties based on a certain 
percentage of the amount paid by exhibitors 
as a rental price for the use of film, or. in some 
eases, on the amount paid for the privilege of 
handling a film in stipulated territory. In many 
cases this led to bad feeling, particularly where 
manufacturers paid royalties on amounts paid 


to them by distributing companies that they 
themselves controlled, a case of selling to them- 
selves at prices fixed by themselves. For- 


tunately the royalty basis no longer is prevalent 
in picture circles. Outright sums are demanded 
and paid as a general rule for the use of ma- 
terial in picture form. As a by-product for the 
author and the producer this source of revenue 
is no longer as fertile as it once was, for the 
manufacturers who a few years ago were ready 
and willing to pay from five to ten thousand 
dollars for the picture rights of moderately suc- 
cessful plays bave for the most part gone out 
of business or have been superseded by in- 
dividuals less liberally inclined, 


At last, after almost a year’s American par- 
ticipation in the war, the Broadway play bills 
are beginning to reflect the times. In a few 
days we shall have Getting Together at the 
Lyric, a play bearing the earmarks of official 


Government propaganda, It is produced as ap 


chological moment. Patriotism should be highly 
profitable these days. 


There is, of course, a dread that the coming 
Liberty Loan will again affect the aggregate 
business of the theaters, coming just at the 
time we look forward to for the final spurt be- 
fore the regular season dies. Under the cir- 
cumstances it might be advisable for managers 
to get together to pledge their profits for the 
last six weeks of the season for investment in 
Liberty Bonds. In this way the public would 
be contributing indirectly to the loan by con- 
tinuning their patronage of the theater at a 
normal rate, and, in addition, the Government, 
thru its collection of the war tax on admissions, 
would not suffer a slump in this very consider- 
able item of revenue if receipts were kept up 
to normal,

Later the name of the company was 
changed to The Little Duchess Company. The 
Chicago Comedy Company, Bob Ne® and Al 
Graves, managers; The Noble Comedy Company, 
Warren Noble, manager. here was also a 
Milton Noble Company, playing Phoenix (Risen 
From the Ashes); The Georges’ Comedy Com-

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CIRCUIT COURT OF APPEALS 


Decides Lyceum and Chautauqua Must Pay War 
Tax—Decision of Lower Court Affirmed 


The Circuit Court of Appeals has affirmed the 
judgment of the lower court in the case of the 
Redpath Lyceum Bureau vs. Pickering, deter- 
mining in effect that the Internal Revenue De- 
partment was correct in taxing the entertain- 
ment features of courses given by the Redpath 
Lyceum Bureau. 

The case was put squarely upon the theory 
that a performance which in one case might be 
a vaudeville performance and subject to the tax 
should not be exempt therefrom when hired and 
produced by a lyceum company. 

The decision in no way turns upon the question 
of whether the courses were bureau-run or com- 
mittee-run, The point is that the entertainment, 
if not strictly a lecture, is subject to the tax, 
regardless of the arrangement between the 
bureau and the committee. 

In a conversation with a lawyer the writer 
learned that there would be two courses open 
to the lyceum folks. The first is for each bureau 
to save what it can out of the assessments al- 
ready made, and which are likely to be made. 
This will, of course, involve a lot of work and 
makes it incumbent upon the bureau to prove 


DR. STEINER IN THE SPOTLIGHT 


Dr. Edward A. Steiner is having some strenu- 
ous times proving his loyalty these days. He 
has been lecturing in Obio, and the papers have 
been full of the pros and cons of this discussion. 
At Sandusky, where Dr. Steiner was formerly 
pastor of the First Congregational Church, the 
following item was pubiisbed, which makes us 
sit up and think, 

*‘Monday word came from J, M. Lynch, secre- 
tary of the Grinnell Vigilance Corps of the 
American Defense Society, that on February 2 
resolutions were adopted declaring that this or- 
ganization goes on record stating that at this 
time they cannot extend the word ‘“‘loyalty to 
Dr. Steiner.”’ 

Toledo investigated and gained the informa- 
tion that a letter from Dr. John H. T. 
Main, president of Grinnell College, where 
Dr. Steiner is a member of the faculty, vouches 
for the patriotism of Dr, Steiner, and infers 
the whole charge against him is a result of 
hearsay and misrepresentation. 

The statements upon which the Iowa charges 
are founded, Dr. Steiner deciares, are contained 
in their correct form in his book, Nationalizing 
America, which has been adopted by the war 


service board fcr the soldiers of the nation, 
and which is now in practically every army 
cantonment, 


In this book, and also in several lectures, Dr. 
Steiner said: ‘‘You cannot build your national- 
ity upon a militarism such as Germany’s; 
neither can you build it upon commervcialism.’’ 

Those who brought the charges against him at 
Grinnell testify that Steiner asserted ‘‘that the 
dangers of German wilitarism are no greater 
than the dangers of British commercialism.’’

MORE CHAUTAUQUAS IN CANADA 


Coit-Alber Chautauqua Circuits have gone over 
the top and this summer will have more than 
fifty towns in Canada, which means that these 
great, growing summer entertainments are show- 
ing their ability to fit into the lives of this 
war-stricken country. This pioneering is a test 
of our stability only when we show that we 
are developing our own territory to higher and 
higher efficiency. If we show that Uncle 
Sam is thinking less kindly of these chautauquas 
and that that is the reason why we are going 
to Canada and Australia then we will have rea- 
son to consider this new activity with regret. 
But let us hope that this summer will prove that 
we are more interested than ever in good, clean 
entertainment right here at home. 


THE PIQUA (0.) CHAUTAUQUA 


Piqua, 0., has a very successful chautauqua, 
held in the City Park, which is an unusually 
beautiful location for a chautauqua. One end 
of the park is used and permits the other part 
to be used for general park and city use while 
the chautanqua is in session. The park is well 
shaded with magnificent trees, and the camp 
life is very successful. As you enter the grounds 
there is a large line of tents on either side, leav- 
ing an open place in the middle. These lines of 
tents converge at the jower end of the park, 
where the large auditorium tent is erected. The 
chautauqua emphasizes the playground idea, and 
the boy and girl worker is always employed. The 
city has a fine equipment of playground ma- 
terial, and it is used in connection with the 
chautanqua, At the close of the session each 
evening a campers’ half hour of fun is conducted. 
A special committee gets up various stunts, and 
there is usually some eats, One night will be 
a watermelon feed, another night a marshmallow 
roast. They have story telling and community 
singing. Altogether the chautauqua is a very 
stgecssfnl community enterprise, and is enjoyed 
by a large crowd of people every year. The 
Piqua chautauqua is now in its seventh year 
and is largely the result of the faith of one 
woman—Mrs, Pearl I. Hedges, the secretary. 
Mrs. Hedges had been a frequent attendant at 
Chantauqua, N. Y., and felt her own city ought 
to have a good chautauqua, especially since they 
had such a fine location for holding one. She

CONTEST “RULES” 
By WILL ROGERS 


LADY BRONCHO RIDING 


Contestants will not be allowed to whip theis 
horses over the head with their own head, 

Ex-husbands will not be allowed to laugh but 
once when their former wives get thrown, 

lhe championship will be awarded to the 
girl who says her horse did not buck much. 

Any rides done in cafes, or heard before 
contest, will not count much in the averages. 

That squealing that you hear some lady 
riders do—and they think it is hollering—won't 
get you anything but hoarse. The judges think 
it is the herse. 

No man will be allowed to pick up a lady’s 
bucking horse without first telling her she has 
made the best ride he ever saw. 


LADY TRICK RIDING 


No contest will he official unless there are 
a lot of men stand'ng around telling the girls 
how it ought to be done. 

If women contestants try to go under the 
horse’s neck, or under his tummy, an am- 
bulance will follow to pick up the remains. 

Any lady rider coming thru and not cussing 
her horse for not going faster will be imme- 
diately disqualitied. This is a rule that is 
seldom broken. 

Fourth prize in lady trick will go to a purse 
to get the judges intoxicated after looking at 
it. ‘ 

Any lady not doing one trick over three: times 
will be fined five cigarettes. 

Jerk your horse to start him and jerk him 
to stop him, or you will never be able to ride 
like a Cossack. 

If you come by the judges once with your hat 
on, and again with it off, why sure they will 
be counted as different tricks. 

MEN BRONCHO RIDING 


Judges whose eyesight only reaches as far 
as their State line are barred. 
of a one-eyed 


Rites made on the blind side 
judge will only get 50 per cent. 

We know you rode these bad horses at the 
other contests, but you better ride them here 
or the horses might think you are sore at 
them. 

Yes, it is funny how much worse a horee 
bucks when you are on him than the other 
fellow. 

We know the judges bave got it in for every 
one of you, but go ahead and ride the horse— 
don’t mind being packed. 

Well, it's just well you didn’t get anything; 
the judges are so crooked they would have 
knocked you on the bead and t#ken it away 
from you. 

’Tis funny that horse never threw you before. 
Yes, this is the first time we had war with 
Germany. 


Bucking horses are all tratned so they will 
never buck as hard for other fellows as they 
do for you. 

Why, everybody knows your horse opened up 
lots worse than that of the fellow who won. 
I don't see how these judges keep out of Jail. 

Seme want universal rules at these contests 
so they will know where they are; others want 
universal horses. How are you going to ride a 
horse if you don’t know what he is going to 
do before you get on him? 


Don’t go trying to scratch all horses too high 
in the shoulder, ‘cause some of them don’t 
itch that far up. 

Some bucking horse riders would win more 
if they carried their own whistle with them. 
Some bucking horse riders are great horse- 
men everywhere, but just south of their hat 
Some men keep on entering contests all the 
time. Well, even Arizona gets a rain once in 
awhile. 

(This is my idea of rules. Now, you thin- 
skinned, sensitive ones. kindly take them as 
they are meant—a joke.—WILL ROGERS.)

. 13. Practice indefatigably every movement 
un‘il you are complete master of it. 

14. When it is necessary to swing the balance 
foot forward, bring it back to normal position 
as soon as possible. 

15. All movements must be skated on both 
feet, forward and backward, and on all edges.

1. Never look down at your skates as it gives 
you an ungainly appearance, Look about thirty 


feet ahead, 

2. The head should always be carried up- 
right, but devoid of stiffness, 

3. The shoulders should be kept slightly 
back of the breast. 

4. Let the arms hang bosely at the side, 
gently oscillating with the motion of the body. 


had been inefficient and bad not given skating 
its proper elevation amoug the other amuse- 
ents at this resort, ‘The park itself was a 
dead one and oniy got a smail percentage of 
the people, the majority remaining on the 
beach and the seashore lots where wore of the 
present-day features, rides, etc., were located— 
not forgetting to mention the long pier and its 
cance hall, that got most of the business on ac. 
count of its policy of showing pictures and 
dancing with a ten-piece orchestra and occa- 
sional vaudeville, Confronted with these condi 
tions J immediately augmented my advertising 
program, put on all sorts of carnivals and other 
attractions. Despite losing money on each at- 
traction, by following this policy business be 
g20 to come gradually until in a matter of four 
wecks time I was doing a fair business and had 
established my rink with the people and under 
the strongest kind of competition without com- 
ing down in the price of skates, which was 25 
cents, or 10 cents more than the pler dance 
hall was getting for its entertainment and 
diversion. As a result of knowing how to com- 
bet the predicament I was in, I closed my 
— abead of the game instead of being a 
oser, 


The summer rink {is a good investment 
when it is carefully planned, and under the 
right kiod of management. The man who is 
going to build a summer rink should study the 
surroundings of the park or beach, where be is 
going to locate, This is very important. Re- 
member that the crowds are always the biggest 
where the attractions are centered, and this is 
where the rink should be located, and not off 
in some faraway corner of the park. I do not 
mean that the rink shonld be crowded jn be- 
tween a lot of rides and concessions, It should 
be at least 50 to 1% feet from any other ride 
or amusement building, to make it look prom- 
inent and distinguished. I have found out that 
ove of the best locations is et the entrance 
of a park, but a location of this kind is not 


Te Pe 
always available, However, the boundary lines 
of the resort should be carefully studied and 
precautions should be taken so as not to erect 
the rink too far away from the center of 
activities, 

The next step is to study the Ines or the 
amusement buildings in the resort. You can. 
not get away with any old kind of a building 
because you are going to have the only skating 
rink in the resort, ‘Too many failures have 
resulted from that point of view. Any party 
who is going to erect a rink should at k ast 
build it so that it will look as good as the 
best building in the resort or a little better, 
Every dollar spent in making your rink more 
attractive will bring in two, I consider a skat- 
ing eurface 150x60 feet large enough for any 
community up to 250,000 people, excepting in @ 
ease where the dance hall in the particular loca. 
tion has a larger floor space. In that case the 
hoor space of the rink should be as large, if 
not larger, than that of the dance hall. The 
floor should be of selected maple and very care- 
fully laid, especial attention being paid 
to see that no bad boards are in any 
way thrown in, for they will give you a lot of 
trouble. At both ends of the surface or corners 
the boards should ‘be laid in the shape of an oc- 
tagon. This method will provide a better eur 
face and will result in saving a considerable 
amount of money that would otherwise have to 
be disbursed to keep the floor in good condi 
tion The idea in laying the floor in this 
manner is to have the skaters always followin- 
the grain in the boards, it makes the surface 
smoother and easier to skate on, and it is nor 
apt to get rough on the turning points or cor 
ners as the case would be if the boards were 
laid on a line straight from one end to the 
other. A boardwalk at least 10 feet wide should 
be erected at the very edge of the skating sor 
face and going all around it. On this walk 
comfortable seats can be placed for the spec 
tators and still allow enough room for a prom 
enade, The wardrobe or check room. skate 
room, ladies’ lounging or rest room, manager's 
office, gents’ smoking and lavatories should al! 
be at one end of the building, the entrance to 
the rink located on the boardwalk or prom 
enade, opposite the center of the building In 
this way !t is easier to handle the crowds, as 
the spectators can go in either direction, dix 
tributing more evenly, and allowing a freer 
passageway for those buying skate tickets te 
get to the check room, skate rooms, etc., there 
by avoiding your entrance being crowded and 
blocked. 

It is thus easier to keep those wishing 
skates in line, and at the same time they are 
under cover of the roof extending over the 
promenade. If entrance wae right at the end 
of the rink where the skate room, etc., is lo 
eated, it would canse the entrance to be 
too crowded, and tn stormy weather it woul! 
cause a loss in business for the reason that you 
could not handle your people Properly anid 
speedily enough. 

Every summer rink should have a soda foun 
ta'n or counter with refreshments, confection 
ery and cigars—considerable revenue will be 
realized from this concession. To make this 
more aftractive the management can 
this business by allowing enough space for a 
few tables, where refreshments MAY pe verve, 
decorating it so as to give the proper atmos 
phere, 

The building should be bullt with as much 
open as possible, In ether words, make it a 
near an open-air rink aa can be had, with a 
roof covering the entire building, tnelnding 
the promenade or boordwalk. Shutters eon be 
added, and installed in a manner so that they 
can be taken down or put up at any time, or 
canvas side wa'ls w'll also anewe whe same 
purpose, end arranged so thot the@ con be 
handled quickly in stormy weather and during

the winter months, Every rink should be 
painted exch season, 
The bend or band organ stand should he 


erected on one side of the rink, as near the 
center as possible, so as to give the best re- 
suits. The question of light is most important 
since so many lights go to make a summer resort 
a _snecess. <A poorly lighted rink hasn't got a 
chance if other places of interest in the park 
are glittering with lights, therefore, plenty of 
lights—several hundred if necessary-—te make 
your rink conspicnous among all the other amuse 
ments that are centered about it. 

The skates should always be kept up in good 
running order, free from ofl and grease, so that 
patrons will not so'l their hands or clothes when 
handling skates. A good skate mechanic, with 
the help of the skate boys, can keep skates in 
the proper order if held responsible. 

The employees of a rink are one of the most 
important features, from the management down 
to the skate boys. Stringent rules and regula- 
tions will keep things in good running order. 
Gentlemanly instructors only should be employed 
with ability to hold intelligent conversations en 
skating and explain its beneficial qualities and 
being careful pot to use any slang. No employee 
should address anyone by their first names —not 
even among themselves—always using the ‘'Mr.,"’ 
**Miss’’ or ‘‘Mrs.,’’ as the case may be. “Chippy 
chasers’”’ will kiMfi the game quicker than any- 
thing. The duty of the instructors is to main- 
tain good order and to teach beginners and as- 
sist the ladies and children. They should al- 
ways be neatly dressed in uniforms and cleanly 
floved, A good crew of instructors will soon 
build a business up and elevate the game * 
orders are ge ed carried out and enforced, 

Many rink managers make a big mistake when 
they cut down on Instructors. In the smatiest 
communities at least two or three instructors 
should be engaged. It is to be remembered that 
it takes some people a long time before they will 
have nerve enough to venture out on skates, and 
unless you have the proper number of instructors 
rou are liable to lose several hundred people who 
would otherwise skate if they could have the 
proper instructions and attention. The music 
‘whether it be a band or band organ, should be 
first-class and snpplted with the latest popular 
music, and always in good tuning order, with 
the tempo set so that the skaters may skate with 
ease and enjoy the different melodies correctly 
as written, I've been in some places where a 
two-step was played so slow that it resembled 
a funeral march, and in other places too fast. 
The music tempo for skating is exactly like 
that of the dance, and should be played as it is 
intended te be played, and not have the rhythm 
tuken ont of it by setting the tempo too fast 
or too slow. 

The skate man and skate boys should be 
trained to be accommodating and courteous to 
the patrons. If a pair of skates does not please 
a patron, first have them find out the trouble,

If it happens that nothing is wrong with the 
skates and the person is dissatisfied it is the 
duty of the skate boys and skate man to change 
them and do it with &@ smile, no matter how 
often the patrons desire to change skates. Too 
many skate boys and skate men make abusive 
rks when patrons desire to change skates, 
, bh is a terrible evil and will drive business 
away. This end is to be carefully observed, so 
that proper treatment and service {s accorded 
patrons when desiring to change skates. Every 
employee should be neatly uniformed. This adds 
a lot of class and distinction to the rink. Strict 
rules and regulations of the rink should be ob-

erved ané prominently posted for the benefit of 
patrons and to be carried out and enforced 

y the employees. 

The floor should be free from dust and swept 
at st once each day. Pumice, whiting, plaster

t believe in putting on attractions while they 
are doing a good business, believing it is a 
aste of money and that as long as business is 
good that attractious are not necessary. They 
are making a grave mistake. These are the men 


who think of attractions when it is too late— 
they wait until their business is shot to pieces 

nd if the attractions do not draw they holler 
like blue blazes and say: “I told you that at- 
tractions didn’t pay here." How can you expect 
ittractions to bring results if your rink has passed 
its popularity and is almost forgotten? The 
rink man should not wait until his bisiness is 
waning before putting on attractions. It is 
very well to look at your floor thronged with 
skaters, but it is to be remembered that people 
get sick of skating sround and around, season 
after season, and unless some special features 
are introduced people will soon lose interest. It 
is not wise to crowd your attractions, and it 
is not necessary to put on attractions every 
night. The weakest nights should be picked out, 
so that you will build them up. Every rink has 
its weak nights 

There are a nymber of attractions containing 
a lot of fun 4nd amusement for the summer rink 
that can be put on at small expense, and in 
which the skaters can participate. Two masque- 
rades can easily de put on during a season, with 
tremendous success, by offering good prizes. 
Cheap prizes are worthless and are no induce- 
ment to bring out your patrons properly. All 
sorts of carnivals are attractions that can be 
ealle® features when properly arranged; exhi- 
bitions by the best artists touring the country 
fre an excellent attraction, which serves in edu 
eating your patrons in the art of skating and 
work up as much interest as anything I can 
think of. Big feature weeks, with different 
features each night, are a great business getter, 
and different skating contests are other good 
attractions. 

For the rink operators who are not acquainted 
with the several attractions it would pay them 
to engage capable rink managers who can pro- 
mote all of these attractions and put them on 
properly. A good rink manager is well worth 
his price, for he will pilot your rink to success, 
Cheap managers are no good at any price. The 
skating editor of The Billboard is constantly in 
touch with experienced rink managers and would

beard, which I know have proven valuable as- 
sistance to several rink operators who were look- 
ing for some attraction to put on, 
The price of skates should never be less than 
5 cents beth for men and women, excepting 
that a special inducement should be made to 
iildren under fourteen for the morning or after- 
noon sess! . where a fee of 15 cents should 
be charged fer use of skates. Summer resorts 
ave, as a rule, mostly patronized by parents and 
children in the afternoon, and in many localities 
25 cents is more than what children are willing 
to pay for skates, therefore, if 15 cents is the 
fee you will get better returns. Wardrobe may 


be checked free or at a nominal charge of 5 


cents. Acmission should be free to the prome- 
nade, where spectators can watch the skaters 
merrily rolling around the smooth surface and 


where parents can watch their children from 
comfortable seats 

The advantage in having a promenade with no 
admission charge is that everyone who enters 
the park will visit the rink and spend a few 
moments at least, and, being impressed by its 
surrounding and atmosphere, its neatly un!- 
formed instructors of gentlemanly appearance, 
they bave a desire to skate and will skate sooner 
or later. 

Two years ago I was general manager of the 
Ocetteking Amusement Enterprises. While in 
that capacity the Roller Rink De Luxe, at River- 
side Park, Springfield, eo was erected under 
my direction. Many amusement men looked up- 
on the venture to be a failure, owing to the 
setback that skating had been given in Spring- 
field and the fact that the rink was doing no 
business. I had studied conditions of that park 
and knew that if the proper kind of a rink was 
erected it would clean up a young fortune, 

On the opening nicht I had to turn several 
hundred skaters away, having run completely 
out of skates. I immediately wired for more 
skates and then I ran short for the next two 
weeks, until I finally stocked up to meet the 
demand. By directing this rink along the lines 
I have mentioned in this article the enterprise 
was a tremendous success and a very creditable 
investment. In this most progressive and up-to- 
the-minute park the rink proved to be one of its 
features and was the rendezvous of the very 
best people. By proper kind of advertising and 
publicity and the attractions offered, the results 
were that business poured into this rink and 
the season closed with the largest receipts of 
_ one day, which goes to prove that a rink 
built on proper lines and under progressive man- 
agement will increase its business instead of 
going to the wall, 

No park or summer resort should be without 
its summer roller rink. 

It is a profitable investment and an excellent 
feature for any park when erected and con- 
ducted on proper lines.

from a tray or stand, to have a clearing house 
of ideas. The column has been changed to in- 
clude all pipes. For this reason any person 
without a permanent abode or place where he 
ean exercise his right to vote is eligible to 
contribute. These paragraphs, coming from 
hundreds of the boys up and down the coun- 
try, have brought pitchmen to a unity of 
thinking and intu a closer understanding. If 
the department is to be kept up it is necessary 
for all those interested in this line of work to 
eontribute his part. For this reason I am writ- 
ing a few sideligbts on things of interest to 
men who make their living by selling wares 
to the public in the primitive fashion of work- 
ing without a roof over their heads. 


Astrologically speaking (and some of the 
streetmen are astrologists), my birth sign is 
that of Gemini-the-twins. And should I be a 
little critical those who read this will find the 
explanation in that fact, as you know, or don't 
know, persons born in this sign have a dual 
nature and their actions are governed by the 
planet Mercury. 1 make this explanation in 
all sincerity for the sake of the astrologists 
who are interested in this colamn. I don't 
know whether it’s the birth sign or the condi- 
tions which warrant it, but the fact remains 
that there are a lot of things that need a good 
drastic gaffing—not only among the pitchmen, 
but also along the line of constituted authority 
which governs us. 


But the things we might say are oftentimes 
better left unsaid. For we are now all in- 
terested in one great thing—the war. Of all 
vocations I think the pitchmen will be harder 
hit than any other the coming year, Lines are 
being drawn a little tighter each day in every 
way, and as the weeks go by the pitchman will 
find that obstacles will be hard to surmount, 
unless there should be a speedy finish to the 
war, which is devoutly hoped. (But it must 
be a victorious finish.) Preaching at this time 
is poor policy, but every man interested in 
this department should make it his solemn duty 
to give every ounce of his effort and his sub- 
stance to the end that the war will have a sat- 
isfactory ending for mankind in general. There 
ate a lot of the beys who have bought Liberty 
Bonds. Others bave bought baby bonds. This 
fs as it should be, for every dollar which can 
be spared should be given to the Government. 
Forget the wolves who have been harassing 
you and overcharging you for readers and clos- 
ing you. Dig down into your pockets and give 
freely. A great many of us have gone to the 
war in different capacities, but a lot of us 
¢ean’t go. It is up to the latter to do more 
than their bit in a monetary way. If a peace 
should be made to the advantage of the Hun. 
foodby, pitchmen; goodby, liberty. Most of 
the States have laws allowing ex-soldiers and 
sallors to work without paying a reader. So, 
should the boys who go Over There banpily 
réturn they will make their living like other 
Americans are allowed to do—without paying 
exorbitani licenses—and they will not he com- 
pelled to railroad hundreds of miles to get into 
open towns. Most of the medicine men are 
paying a Governmental manufacturers’ tax, 
and everybody is paying war taxes in many 
ways. And I have never heard a complaint 
from a single man, 


It would be the realization of a bappy dream 
should city and State authorities adhere to the 
law as applied to pitchmen. I don’t mean 
vive them any of the best of it, but hew to 
the line and allow pitchmen to work under 
conditions as now specified by law. Take Ml'- 
noeis, for instance. According to two opinions 
of the Supreme Court of that State it is not per- 

~<thle to extort a probibitive license for 
the sale of goods in — Do all the towns 
adhere to this law? bey do not. One city at- 
torney only, in my experience, said he changed 
an ordinance to conform to the opinion of the 
court. 

After the war maybe a sense of shame, if 
not of fairness, will actuate those in power to 
give the boys a run for their money and a fair

Several years ago Rich, who 
had distinguished himself as a bal- 
loonist, in making a parachute land- 
ing after a high altitude flight, came 
down in an apple orchard. Just as he 
reached the trees a squall caught his 
parachute and he was dragged 
through the trees with such violence 
that both his ankles were broken. He 
was lacerated from head to foot, and 
his clothing literally was stripped 
from his body, and he was weeks re- 
covering from the effects of that acci- 
dent. 

Despite these injuries he is engaged 
today in a high altitude trapeze act 
that puts tremendous strain upon 
those broken ankles, and his life de- 
pends upon them almost every min- 
ute as he goes through his stunts.

WONDERFUL HORSEWOMAN 


Remarkable Achievements of a Woman 
Driver, Rider and Jumper 


New York, March 16.—For many years the 
subject of this sketch has held to the title of 
the Queen of the Turf. When one speaks of a 
rider, one immediately conjures up visions of a 
highly decorated and very much bespangled 
damsel in abbreviated skirts, but Mme. Maran- 
tette belongs to an entirely different category. 
It is not what she does on the horse, it is what 
she makes the horse do. This remarkable 
woman, who has held millions spellbound with 
daring equestrian feats for nearly forty years, 
commenced to ride in 1882, and has been a par- 
ticularly bright riding star ever since. 


She probably holds more records than any 
other horsewoman who ever lived, Some of her 
notable achievements are as follows: She created 
a sensation in England in 1889 and again in 1898 
with her jumping horses. She has he!d, almost 
continually, the world’s record for high ‘jumping 
horses since 1891, when at Taunton she rode 
File Maker to a record of 7 ft, 4% inches. 
This jump was not equaled until several years 
later, when Tearl, owned by Pepper, of Toronto, 
Canada, jumped 7 feet 6 inches, File Maker 
died August, 1996. Then she bought Senator, 
but he could not go over 7 feet. St. Patrick, 
her next horse, made a record of 7 feet 10% 
inches. Mme. Marantette drove the very frst 
tandem of four horses in lead, riding over 
hurdles. She was the first woman to drive a 
bigh school horse to a buggy. She holds the 
world’s record for driving a running horse to a 
buggy—a mile in 1 minute and 45 seconds—at 
Buffalo, N. Y., im 1887, which is the fastest 
mile ever driven, 


In 1882 she rode a ten-mile race on thorobreds, 
changing horses at the end of each mile, in 18 
minutes and 17 seconds. This was on a half- 
mile track,

“But each fall I could not resist the call of 
riding, and I began to consider why I should 
retire if I could go on doing as well and better 
than I hai previously. Now I am determined 
to ride until there is nothing of me.” 

Many have noticed that St. Patrick, the 
Madame’s present jumping horse and best loved 
animal of his owner, rarely takes the highest 
jumps without refusing the first several times. 
Each time he goes to the rail to take the leap 
and declines. Modame Marontette takes him 
patiently back to the starting place, without an 
flash of the whip or chastisement for his refusal. 
“Gentieness is the only way to manage St. 
Patrick or any other horse, and I never force 
him to take the jumps. The jump is not going to 
be made until he feels he can go over, and every- 
thing is left with him. He holds the world’s 
record and I will not try to break that unless 
some other horse raises it higher yet,’" she says. 

Madame Marantette is one o¥ the really 
great women in show business, and she and her 
high-jumping horses will. in all probability, 
thr'll and delight thousands for years to come, 

She is the Bernhardt of the circus arena.

CIVIC ASSOCIATIONS ARE | 
FOR SUNDAY PICTURE BILL 


Will Join Effort of Film Industry To Get Favorable 
Measure Through New York State Legis- 
lature—Present Law as It Stands 
Is 130 Years Old 


New York, March 16.—The bill for Sunday mo- 
tion pictures, which will be introduced into the 
State Legislature by the allied interests of the 
film industry, is receiving strong support from 
the public. 

The Associated Civic Associations of Brooklyn 
has just placed itself on record as most: heartily 
favoring motion picture exhibitions on Sunday, 
endorsing and upholding the proposed bill. The 
meeting was one of the most enthusiastic ever 
held by the organization, and the picture resolu- 
tion was presented and unanimously carried by 
a rising vote. The action of this body is par- 
ticularly significant as it expresses the public 
opinion of Brooklyn. The organization repre- 
sents over 100,000 taxpayers. 

The Associations further appointed Louis L. 
Levine and Dr. Edward J. Megarr a committee 
to represent it in furtherance of the resolution. 

The present law which the picture industries 
would amend is 130 years old, so it is obvious 
that all éfforts to close theaters on Sunday are 
examples of intolerance, dating back to the old 
Puritanical blue laws. 

The motion picture industry claims that at 
this particular time the matter of Sunday recrea- 
tion is vital to the successful conduct of the 
war. That contention is embraced in the fol- 
lowing eleven reasons which the picture indus- 
try gives to show why the bill should be favor- 
ably acted upon by the New York State Legis- 
lature: 


1, It is necessary to the Government as a 
channel for war propaganda, since Sunday is the 
day when the whole family attends the theater. 

2. Closing the theater on Sunday means a 
big loss'in war taxes to Uncle Sam, At present 
600 out of 1,200 Empire State theaters are 
closed, meaning a yearly loss of nearly a mil- 
lion dollars, 


3. Sunday recreation is necessary in war 
time to present unrest and maintain optimism, 
One million five hundred thousand would attend 
the State theaters on Sunday if all the theaters 
were open. Figure out the staggering amount 
of pessimism created if they were closed. 

4. The proposed bill makes the open Sunday 
theater a matter of local option. Motion plic- 
ture men are not trying to force anything on 
a@ community not desiring it. 

5. The present statute, upon which all ef- 
forts to close the ‘‘movie’’ theater on Sunday 
are based, was derived from one of the earliest 
laws of New York, being first enacted on 
February 23, 1788, It is exactly 130 years old. 

6 We are not doing business on the basis 
of the way things were done in 1788. Films 
were not thought of in those days. Motion pic- 
ture men are simply asking for progressing legis- 
lation. 

7. From a business angle, the Sunday open- 
ing is vital to the successful management of 
many theaters of the State. To shut them one 
day means to shut them for all seven. Motion 
picture men have $60,000,000 invested in real 
and personal property in this State and they 
ask for a square deal. 

8 The film provides the one entertainment 
for the masses on Sunday. This is proven by 
the fact that the average Sunday attendance 
is 25 per cent of the week’s business. 

9. The daily amount of instruction provided 
is beyond computation. Is it right that the 
narrowminded few eliminate this? The same 
theory would shut out art galleries, libraries and 
museums of science on Sunday. The Sunday 
newspaper would cease to be published. 

10. The Sunday ‘‘movie’ wou'd not conflict 
with church services. The proposed bill provides 
that Sunday entertainment start at 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon. 

11. Progressive ministers and teachers thru- 
ont the country are motion picture enthusiasts. 
They are using the film in connection with 
their services and their classes, The most ar- 


dent Sunday closing advocates prove, on in- 
vestigation, to be people who know nothing about 
modern motion pictures.

The report by the Saginaw Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, presented by Mrs. James C, 
Graves, proved very gratifying to both the ladies 
and the theater managers. The play, plot, 
ventilation, sanitation and local conditions were 
investigated by forty-six ladies, representing 
seven clubs, and they visited eleven motion 
picture houses. Out of the forty-six reports only 
nine were unfavorable, showing a marked im- 
provement in the class or type of picture shown 
in Saginaw.

Washington, March 16.—The executive order 
issued recently, prohibiting foreign exports of 
any kind without first obtaining’ a license from 
the War Trade Board for each individual shfp- 
ment, promises to have a marked effect upon 
the motion picture industry, especially as far 
as its export business to the South and Central 
American countries is concerned. [Decause of 
the war shipments of films to foreign countries 
have, naturally, been materially interfered with, 
but reports from the countries to the sotith of 
the United States are that the motion picture 
is fast growing in popularity .there. 

The object of the export embargo, except un- 
der specific individual license, was probably to 
save space in ships for soldiers and munitions, 
But ships are eailing for Central and South 
American ports regularly, and it is suggested 
export articles carried by them do not operate

munitions abroad.

Worthy 


The interest of exhibitors in New York State 
is at present centered in the fight for Sunday 
moving pictures. A digest of the week's news 
shows that every arm of the industry in the State 
is being mobilized to work for the passage of the 
which will be introduced into the State 
Legislature. Producers, distributors and ex- 
Libitors alike are pledging their wholehearted 
support to the campaign. If the reformers can 
be defeated it means much to the motion picture 
business, for if the penal laws are amended and 
Sunday performances allowed as the measure 
proposes the way for similar amendments of the 
penal laws of other States will be opened. The 
decision of the lawmakers, for or against, will 
have a national influence. 


mneasure 


Censorship occupies the other half of the lime- 
light. For the present, at least, Virginia ex- 
hibitors are safe, for the General Assembly of 
that State adjourned without taking a vote on 
the censorship measure. But it Is well to face 
the truth—that were it not for the press of other 
business the bill, as drafted by the Rev. James 
Cannon, would easily have carried. So it is up 
to Virginia exhibitors to make good use of two 
years’ grace and make ample preparation for 
the battle which they will have to fight at the 
end of that time. They must not be caught 
napping again. 

The issue in Maryland is greatly in doubt. The 
motion pieture men succeeded in baving intro- 
duced into the Maryland Legisiature a bill ask- 
ing for the repeal of the act of two years ago 
ereating a Board of Motion Picture Censors. This 
is known as the Delaplaine Bill. The Board of 
Censors presented convincing arguments aguinst 
its passage; that is, they were apparently con- 
vineing to the Joint Judiciary Committee of the 
Senate and the House of Delegates, for the op- 
ponents of the bill Inid particular stress on the 
loss of revenue which the State would suffer if it 
ix passed, and anything resulting in a loss of 
Trvenue to the State is not passed over lightly 
by the solons. However, the final decision will 
soon be forthcoming, and Maryland exhibitors will 
then know where they stand. If the Delaplaine 
Bill fails of passage it looks like eternal censor- 
ship for Maryland. 


Michigan's decks, too, are being cleared for 
action. The reformers there are very active, and 
it will probably only be a question of weeks or 
months until some sort of measure is drafted by 
one of their representatives iu the Legislature. 
Already the State is being canvasxed and reports 
being made on the class and type of films Michi- 
kan motion picture theaters are showing. The 
results of these reports have been all in favor of 
the exhibitor, but last week a Michigan theater 
stirred up a hornet's nest by playing a certain 
film. Immediately there was a storm of diseus- 
sion raised, which is all in favor of the reform 


element. And you can bet that they'll make 
the most of it.

I have tried 
this out and have had other operators try it, and 
they find it the best yet. I advised other oper- 
ators to give it a tryout for A. C. current only, 
using the straight setting for D. OC. current. One- 
sixteenth to one-eighth-inch arcs are the 
best for steady burning. This length of are, 
maintained thruout the trim, insures maximum 
light on the screen and no flicker. A POINT 
EVERY OPERATOR SHOULD REMEMBER IS 
THAT AS GOOD CONTACT AS POSSIBLE 
SHOULD BE MAINTAINED AT THE CAR- 
BON HOLDERS. KEEP THEM BRIGHT AND 
CLEAN AT ALL TIMES. If you do this you 
ean be sure of a good light. CARBON SIZES 
(FOR ALTERNATE CURRENT ONLY), 40 to 
60, 5-8 upper and lower: 60 to 75 amperes, 3-4 
upper and lower; 75 or less than 100 amperes, 
7-8 upper and lower. CARBON SIZES (FQR DI- 
RECT SURRENT ONLY), 25 to 50 amperes, D.

The studios at New Rochelle, which pass into 
the active management of Mr. Shallenberger, are 
tow being used by the Clara Kimball Young 
Company. Next month the company leaves for 
the West, and, while no announcement is made 
as to who will use the studios in the future, 
it is understood that Mr. Shallenberger will 
soon begin filming some big State-right pictures 
there. 

The Arrow organization has recently widened 
its distribution field, especially in South America 
and Europe. It is said the Arrow Company will 
begin the manufacture of special pictures for 
export to South America and Europe. The Than- 
houser organization has not done any active pic- 
ture making in some time. Edwin Thanhouser, 
who took such an active part in its affairs, 
recently resigned.

New York, March 16.—The War Trade Board 
announced that hereafter all applications for 
licenses to export photographic films or plates 
must indicate whether the films or plates cov- 
ered by the application are exposed or unex- 
posed, and if exposed whether developed or un- 
developed. 

This announcement !s, in effect, an adjunct 
of the order issued recently—that a license must 
be obtained from the War Trade Board where 
a shipment is intended fur a foreign country.

RESIGNATION 


Of First National Cyecitonty Handed 
in by Rothapfel 


New York, March 18.—S. L. Rothapfel, presi- 
dent of the First National Exhibitors’ Circuit, 
announced early last week that he was compelled 
to resign the office owing to the pressure of 
other work. He was recently appointed chair- 


man of the motion picture and film industry 
division of the Liberty Loan publicity campaign 
in New York, and this, together with the work 

of presenting new programs at the Rivoli and 
Rialto each week, made his action imperative. 
It will not, however, make any difference in bis 
obtaining First National features. 


FILM SHORTAGE 
Serious Situation in and About New 
York 


New York, March 16.—An acute shortage in 
film and motion picture stock exists in New 
York a¢ the present time, and there are no pros- 
pects of early relief in sight. 

The situation is very. grave indeed. 

Producers, it would seem, will have to be con- 
tent with deliveries of about twenty five per 
cent of their orders for prints for an indefinite 
period. 

Small batches are eagerly snapped up wher- 
ever discovered and studios are being ransacked 
all over the country—even on the Pacific Coast. 
All finds, however, are at once despatched East 
by express,

New York, March 16.—Max Linder, the French 
comedian, who was compelled to terminate his 
Essanay contract on account of sudden and serious 
physical breakdown after only three of his sched- 
uled twelve productions were made, has so suc- 
cessfully recovered his health that he will re- 
turn to the United States in April or May, and, 
surrounded by a capable comedy company, will 
make a new series of pictures, which will in all 
probability be writtem expecially for him by Tom 
Bret, well-known scenario and title writer. 

Mr. Linder bas retained the services of Thad- 
dee E. Letendre, Times Building, New York, as 
his American representative. It is not yet de- 
cided whether he will appear under the auspices 
of a producing organization or make his own 
productions for distribution thru a large re- 
leasing syndicate.

Sergeant Shapiro eaid that this is the most 
dangerous enemy the draft army hae to fight. 
A plan to assist P. A. Powers in training camp 
activities was also adopted, and a regular news 
service will be put into force from all the pub- 
licity departments to the various camp papers.

WILL J. COOKE STAR WITNESS IN 
WHITE RATS’ INVESTIGATION

Person of Will J. Cooke, who had been subpoenaed 
and who was present to testify. Mr. Cooke was 
sworn and began telling of his connection with 
the White Rats. From October, 1911, to October 
1, 1915, he had been connected with the organi- 
zation in an executive capacity. He had previ- 
ously been a member, becoming one when the 
Rats were first organized, being out for a time 
and then coming back to it again. 

Judge Myers objected to this line of test!mony 
on the ground that he had been called up to 
tell of his official connection with the Rats and 
not to give the history of the organization. The 
objection was overruled. 

Cooke said he had been business manager from 
October, 1911, until about September 30, 1915. 
= had never severed his connection with the 

ts. 

Asked to define the nature of his work as 
business manager, he replied that it was largely 
a position of advisory requirements. He listened 
to the troubles of the members and he attended 
to neral business matters.

Here Judge Meyers raised an objection, which 
was sustained for the time being.

“Was any dividend ever declared by the 
Publishing Company on its stock?”

Here Cooke again referred to an agreement 
between Mountford and The Player by which 
Mountford was to receive a bonus. 

Judge Meyers here asked the privilege of ask- 
ing a question, and, when permitted to do so, 
asked the witness if this agrement was written 
or verbal. 

Cooke replied that he did not believe it was 
ever reduced to writing. Then he went on and 
explained that under the agreement Mountford 
deposited to his own account $20 each week 
until at the end of the year he had $1.040. The 
understanding was that if The Player made @ 
certain amount of money he was to receive a 
certain part of it. Mountford had turned over 
$540 and kept $500. A report was made show- 
ing that The Player had made money, yet the 
records showed that $10,000 had been sunk in 
the enterprise, 

Cooke next explained about the funds of the 
Associated Actors’ Company. He said that dur 
ing his time the funds were invested in the 
Elmira and Lancaster theater proposition. To 
the best of his recollection the amount invested 
in these projects was between $30,000 and 
$40.000. 

He said that the Keystone-Lancaster Amuse- 
ment Company's bonds had turned out to be 
second instead of first mortgage bonds. He, 
O’Brien and Waters had taken a trip to these 
cities and bought out the so-called Mozar and 
Alexander interests to protect the Associated 
Actors’ equity in the investments, 

The referee inquired how it came abont that 
these bonds had been represented In the first 
place as first mortgage bonds. 

Mr. Cooke replied that that had been the rep- 
resentation mave by Mountford. 

“When was the discovery first made that they 
were not first mortgage bonds?” 

“Mr. O'Brien mae the discovery during the 
negotiations. He spoke to Mr. Mountford about 
it.”" 


In answer to an inquiry as to the extent of 
the damage caused by the bonds being second 
mortgage instead of first mortgage bonds, Mr. 
Cooke said he could not tell, 

Cooke said he had commented to the directors 
on this condition, but Mr. Mountford bad ex- 
plained it. 


“‘Was the explanation he gave to the directors 
satisfactory?’ 

“I think any explanation he ever gave to them 
was satisfactory.’ 

Cooke testified that the Associated Actors bad 
not earned enough to pay the six per cent 
dividends, which had been guaranteed. The first 
year it was paid, and after that it was paid 
out of the funds of the union. He had raised 
an objection to this, but had been overruled 
because the directors thought it bad business 
not to pay it—they said they ought to lire up 
to the guarantee which had been made by its 
representative, Mr. Mountford.

INVENTOR OF NOVEL DEVICE 


New Seating System Wil! Prove Boon 
to Circus Managers and Solve 
Problem of Years’ Standing 


“The world do move” is an apt saying. It 
fs true of every sphere of life, every industry. 
The history of the world, sifted thru the sieve 
and put in concrete form, is tha change from 
barbarianism to civilization, from the primitive 
to the modern, from the crude to the fine. 

And so it is in the show business. In our ow: 
country it has moved with the years, broadened 
as the country progressed from a union of 
thirteen colonies to a powerful nation of over 
ome hundred million people, and met and over- 
come the barriers that barred theebringing of 
entertainment to the newer sections of the 
country as those wections were opened up and 
peopled. The ingenuity of showmen devised 
mechanical contrivances to facilitate the move- 
ment of traveling shows and improved upon 
them as the demand for improvement was ap- 
parent, 

The circus, more than any other branch of 
the show business, perhaps, required the great- 
est concentration of inventive genius in the 
direction of mechanical construction. Playing, 
as is its custom, only one or two days in a city 
or town, the problem of transportation had to 
be met with the fullest measure of study and 
efficiency. From year to year circus men de- 
voted much thought to the end that their method 
of loading and unloading, putting up and taking 
down the canvas, seat arrangement, etc., might 
Be placed on a footing where the minimum of 
labor was expended and the maximum of time 
saved. Of their problems the hardest to solve, 
no doubt, was the method of arranging the 
seating system, and more study was devoted to 
its intricacies than to any other phase of the 
circus business. 

And now, if one may take the word of some 
of the biggest men in circusdom, théir worries 
are over. The problem has been solved by 
William H. Curtis, the mechanical genius of the 
circus wor!d. 

Mr. Curfis, general superintendent of the 
Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus, a man. with over 
thirty years of practical circus experience be- 
hind him, experience dating back to the old 
days of the wagon show, has invented a seating 
arrangement that for convenience, type of con- 
struction and appearance is all that the pro- 
gressive circus man has sought for these many 
years. 

The drawings of Mr. Curtis’ system, which 
appear on this page, give an accurate idea of 
the arrangement and impress one with its prac- 
ticability and simplicity of operation. 

Drawing No. 1 is a wagon unit unfoldéd and 
ready for the people. The stringers and planks 
are bolted solidiy together, giving the unit a 
rigidity of construction and making it prac- 
tically impossible for any of the planks to be- 
come loosened with the people coming on or 
going off the seats. Drawing No. 2 is a wagon 
anit folded up and ready to be loaded with 
other show stuff of any kind. It has a retach- 
able front, omitted from the drawing for the 
Sake of clearness. Drawing No. 5 is an end 
elevation of the device as shown on Drawing 
No. 1. The plank and stringers directly over 
the wagon are detachable and can be removed 
and laid in the bottom of the wagon. The chairs 
ate then stacked in the center of the wagons, 
after which the frame is folded up, making the 
sides of the wagon. Drawing No. 6 is a frag- 
mentary view showing the constructional de- 
tails. For the sake of clearness the flooring has 
been omitted from this drawinz. 

The wagons shonld be made 19 feet in length 
and should be loaded three to one car. They 
are all of uniform length, so could be loaded 
as they came to the train. Inside the canvas 
the wagons should be placed 14 feet apart, a 
section reaching from one wagon to the other 
making them continuous. They also have the 
advantage of shaping themselves up to fit 
rough or uneven ground. 

The dominant points of Mr. Curtis’ invention 
ate two: It saves time and it does away with 
any possibility of an accident that could be laid 
to carelessness on the part of the circus. Fully 
two hours could be saved between towns by em- 
ploying this device, and ‘the rigidity of con- 
struction guarantees safety. 

The wagons would require about the same 
amount of car space as the old type, and each 
wagon could hau! the few jacks and seat blocks 
it requires, along with a load of props of some 
kind. Mr. Curtis’ device bas a further ad- 
vantage in that the wagons will be much lighter 
than the old style, none of them requiring more 
then six horses to pull. Nor will the expense 
of changing over to this method of seat arrange- 


ment be great. Old circus wagons, in fact, could 
be built into it. 

The installation of his device will mark an 
epoch in American circus history. The change 
will be revolutionary in effect. The raving in 
time alone (Mr. Curtis conservatively placer it 
at two hours between towns, but it is likely to 
be greater when the device is thoroly understood 
by efficient workmen) will be of immeasurable 
value. The missing of afternoon performances, 
now quite common thru lack of the facilities 
thir device offers, will, after it has been adopted, 
be a rarity. 


NEW LOT IN CLEVELAND 


Cleveland, 0., March 17.—Sale of the famous 
circus grounds of Cleveland, at Fa'rfield avenue 
and Scranton road, will not interfere with the 
exhibition of circuses this year, according to 
William Reutener, manager of Luna Park, this 
week. Mr. Reutener has offered to the Ringling 
Brothers and other large circus enterprises the 
use of his tract on the hill at East 105th street 
and Woodland avenue. The old circus grounds, 
a landmark in amusement circles for nearly a 
quarter of a century, have been sold for factory 
site purposes. Circuses showing in Cleveland 
this season can use the Luna Park site, as there 
are seven acres in this tract, which is two acres 
larger than the old grounds. Near the Luna 
Park property is ample additional space for the 
accessory departments of circuses. A big fea- 
ture, worthy of consideration by circuses, Mr. 
Rentener points out, is that the local street rail- 
way company can handle more people to this 
point, as there are three lines—the East 105th 
s reet, the Woodland avenue and the Scoville 
avenue lines—to draw from, There also will be 
ample room for parking automobiles,

The menagerie will be a 60, with 
two 30-foot middie pieces, and will be used both 
as a horse fair and animal display—40 head of 
ponies, 25 dogs, 14 monkevs, 6 giant baboons, 4 
high school horses, 8 head of Wild West stock, 
2 buffalos, 3 long-horned steers and the wild 
riding coyote. Twenty head of baggage stock 
will be added by one of the big horse dealers in 
Philadelphia, 

The performance will be of a high-class nature, 
and some very good acts have been engaged. 
The aerial LeVines, the great Cox Family, woa- 
derful acrobats; DeOrlo and Voise, clowns and 
bar performers; Little Hip, the trained elephant, 
will be one of the big features; Hill's Military 
Ponies, six black and six white, in a war drama, 
Over the Top; Bight Russian wolfbounds, in the 
greatest leaping act in the world; a monkey cit- 
cus, complete in every detail. 

Texas Slim Multon and Company will have one 
of the finest Wild West shows ever put on with 
a show of this size. He is very proud of his 
riding coyote, which he has broken to ride a 
broncho, doing about the same tricks that a 
riding -~ will W. H. Browning’s Concert 
Band of sixteen men will furnish music. 

The carnival part of the outfit will have 
nothing but legitimate concessions.

Chicago, March 17.—Charley Kilpatrick, best 
known accident insurance agent in the amuse- 
ment world, is a splendid example of ‘‘person- 
ality plus’’ applied In a way calculated to at- 
tach a8 much importance to his person as ts 
ascribed to any great worker in the show world. 

Within a few short years he has built up an 
enormous business with the simple but con- 
vincing slogan, ‘‘You need what I’ve got and 
thousands I spoke to previously now regret that 
they didn’t take up my proposition."’ Kilpatrick 
also realizes the value of indirect solicitation. 
Most of the people with whom he comes in 
contact know his line of endeavor, and he fre- 
quently makes it a point to refrain from ‘‘talk- 
ing shop” until his friends first broach the sub- 
ject of insurance. 

Two years ago he started out with a $1 policy, 
which soon became well-nigh universal. t the 
Chicago convention of the State Fair Secretaries 
he accomplished the unique feat of issuing 136 
policies in a single day. Realizing that the $1 
policy did not embrace sufficient latitude to 
cover all cases applying to show folks, he en- 
tered into an arrangement with the North Amer- 
ican Accident Insurance Company of Chicago for 
a $5 policy covering show people in coaches an! 
sleeping cars, and providing for so many acci- 
dents and sicknesses that over 2.400 show people 
readily insured themselves under these liberal 
terms, 

Tho no insurance company would accept the 
risk of acrobats, gymnasts, bicycle riders an! 
roller skaters, Kilpatrick (perhaps because be 
himself was a famous, dare-devil cyclist of ye>- 
teryear) induced a company to put out a $29 
policy which covers any circus or vaudeville act 
while engaged in death-defying stage work. This 
policy pays as high as $7,500 on death claims 
oa pays $25 weekly health and accident bene- 

ts 


‘Kilpatrick is now looked upon as a standard 
figure, indispensable to the amusement worl. 
He is gladly welcomed wherever showfolks con- 
gregate, and no convention of importance fails 
to find his in attendance.

people who know how to handle them. The 
show ls worked and is always working whether 
there are ten people inside or a thousand. 
Rostock said to me when I purchased my show 
of him; “Don't fool away your money cn deers. 
armadillos, ant bears or alligators: while they 
are all good, the public want to see good, big 
animals with a mouth and teeth and those 
which will bellow, with trainers who are not 
ofraid to make their charges talk. If the 
public wanted to see a goat or sheep show they 
would not have spent their money with a wild 
animal aggregation." 


Some who are supposed to know something 
about the game ask the question: What can 
an animal do anyway? Let me answer that 
question by asking another: Did you ever see 
® pupil more apt than his teacher? Does a 
man often rise above his surroundings when in 
bond? I have seen animals just rolling in pos- 
sibilities and men handling them who did not 
know enough to get out of the way and let the 
beast develop. Have you ever seen Valecita 
and ber leopards? What a beautiful sight. How 
ean one say an animal can not perform after 
seeing such an act? 

What about sea lions? What marvelous ex- 
bibditions. They are not costly or rare, but 
hot seen often with a carnival. Those which 
we have seen have been in the hands of men 
who could see a trick in less than a double 
‘omersault and have made something out of it.

fellow with a real show as he does from the 
one who is dragging his business a little lower 
every year, and will tell you he can make more 
clean money on a season with a honk-a-tonk 
than he can with an expensive animal outfit. 

Were it not for personal reasons I could point 
you to a man who three years ago had one car 
of bis own and four shows, with a merry-go- 
round and ferris wheel. He purchased an ani- 
mal show, and with it put out animal paper, 
told the world about animals, his agents talked 
animals. and, when the train arrived the public 
looked for animals, and when they came to the 
ground they looked for them, and, with the pur- 
chase of a single elephant that was a performer, 
a real one—not wabbly-go-lame quatro cornered 
bum waltz me, Mary, kind, and a real fellow 
to keep her in shape—he more than doubled his 
receipts, and today owns a full train of sleepers, 
flats and baggage cars, all painted in flaming 
colors, and when she hits the trail the country- 
men, villagers and big townfolks know some- 
thing is moving. Ask this fellow about wild 
animal shows. He is slow to answer foolish 
questions, but his success tells. 


Hence, an animal show is not a dead one by 
any means, but don’t try to get by with a few 
bears, dogs and goats. If you can not start 
right and get men who know the game well, let 
it alone. 


There is room for more and many. After the 
first purchase the expense is not altogether 
great if one knows what to buy and has train- 
ers—know how to feed and what, and your stock 
will keep itself replenished as a usual thing. 

And whether circus, carnival or independent 
showman, when you come to town you will be 
welcome and when you go away you will have 
left a name and made friends, and our deduc- 
tions are that fame, friends and acceptable per- 
formances are the foundations of success and 
fortune. 

I am in receipt of letters every year from a 
host of fair managers asking if I am coming 
their way again with an animal show. 

Real home celebrations and gatherings of real 
folks always are ready to have such a show, and 
I have im many instances been given space, ad- 
vertising and license free. 

Let us then in building, build well. Have 
the foundation strong and the frame strong and 
the structure will endure. 

Which is best, this or the other kind in the 
long run?

than a minor detail of an agricultural fair, has 
been greatly emphasized as well as exemplified 
by the recent temporary embargo placed on 
shows by the railroads. Several fairs were 
called off, others held unsuccessfully, or with 
a much less degree of satisfaction to their as- 
sociations and to the public than in former 
years when midway attractions were available. 
These facts I heard stated unqualifiedly by rep- 
resentatives of various fair associations at their 
recent meetings in Atlanta and Valdosta. From 
experience they realize it is necessary to amuse 
as well as educate the public. If the fair as- 
sociations are willing to recognize the showmen 
as their necessary allies it behooves us to 
strive to give them better, cleaner and more 
desirable attractions each year to enable car- 
nivals to maintain their supporters’ claim that 
they are an integral part of an educational in- 
stitution. There is not a more loyal or patriotic 
class of citizens than are showmen. They have 
proven it by their promptness in answering their 
draft calls and by volunteering for service in 
this, our country’s greatest crisis. Those who 
were unable to enter the service have almost to 
a man patronized toe the full extent of their 
means the various funds that have been raised. 
Let us who stay at home realize that by being 
a ceogly aid to the fairs of the country we are 
aiding « ¥ country and our Government. 

I know of no more opportune time to ex- 
press appreciation for the unfailing efforts that 
the various fair associations and individual fair 
secretaries have exerted in behalf of carnivals 
and other amusement enterprises toward getting 
recognition from the railroads. At the meetings 
of the various fair organizations and in later 
econyersations with fair secretaries I have been 
impressed with the fact that they have, one 
and all, left, nothing undone that would tend to 
impress upon officials, particularly the director- 
geueral of railroads, the supreme importance of 
securing transportation for amusements. They 
have been entirely unselfish in their zeal, and 
should we be successful in getting railroad 
contracts during the coming season by all 
means give credit where a great deal of credit 
is due. I know of no weigiitier influence that 
has been brouzht to bear since we have had 
Government control of railroads than the fact 
that amusements are essentially, even vitally, a 
part of agricultural fairs. 

1 trust that what I have said concerning the 
class of attractions, etc., will in no way be con- 
strued as a criticism on small shows. It 1s 
ridiculous to assume that small shows can not 
be good and clean. That is one thing peculiar 
to carnivals—a show may have five attractions 
and those attractions be better and of a higher 
grade than the attractions on a larger show. 
The man who starts out with a small, clean 
show, builds and enlarges it, putting his money 
back into his business, is the man who counts. 
The carnival game is one that demands all. 
You can take nothing from the business and 
succeed. The unalterable truth of this stands 
out in our successful showmen of today, who 
year after year have put their entire earnings 
back into their business and staked their all on 
their faith in the game. 

In my association with various shows in other 
capacities than that of manager before I had 
my own caravan 
idea that a successful manager must own suf- 
ficient attractions and paraphernalia to form a 
nucleus for an outfit, to enable him to feel com- 
paratively safe from the effects of any disor- 
ganizing element, and, at the same time, assure 
the desirable independent showmen that they

are allying themselves with a stable and per- 
manent organization. As evidence of my con- 
fidence in thea above belief, I started in 1012 
with one attraction, and have since followed 
the practice of putting all of the surplus earn- 
ings back into the business, until at the close 
of jast season I owned eleven of the sixteen 
attractions on my midway, 


The satisfaction with which I can view the 
past few years is not confined to the above 
alone, but to an equal or greater extent to hav- 
ing gained the confidence of a great number of 
committees, fair secretaries and independent 
showmen. 

Along with other essentials must be classed 
the question of lighting a midway. No matter 
how beautiful the fronts may be nor how well 
balanced the attractions, unless brilliantly and 
attractively lighted one seems to gain the im- 
pression that some indefinable something is lack- 
ing, until finally it dawns upon one that it ts 
the absence of sufficient illumination or a fail- 
ure to obtain the best results from the amount 
of current used. It is not altogether the amount 
of electric current used, but a knack of diffusing 
and blending lights in such a way as to prevent 
shadows and dark corners, thereby overcoming 
that feeling of gloom that is so sure to be the 
result of poor lighting effects and equally cer- 
tain to have a depressing effect on the amount 
of business the attractions will do. 

There was a time not so long ago that we 
thought that any lamps otber than the old- 
style carbon lamps were too fragile and con- 
sequently too expensive for midway use. But, 
like in every other line. the manufacturers 
kept improving the products until the result 
was a Mazda lamp stable enough for all pur- 
poses, even for riding machines—I refer to the 
new street car service Mazda—equally as serv- 
iceable as the old carbon type and affording 
many times the candle power with the attendant 
manifold decrease in current consumption. 

Owing to the extreme shortage of coal and 
the ever increasing demand, both at home and 
for our Allies, the Government has been forced 
to extend the policy of economy even to the 
lighting plants, and it is safe to assume that 
all steam-power electric plants will continue 
under orders that will effectually prevent them 
from furnishing current for amusement enter- 
prises. I consider this a condition so acute 
that it is second only to the transportation 
difficulty, and have bought and arranged for 
the prompt delivery of two large portable light- 
ing plants, 

As to the future of carnivals, it can not be 
denied that their ‘possibilities are unlimited if 
the progressive showmen will head the insistent 
demands of the public that it be given clean, 
wholesome and more modern forms of amuse- 
ment. Needless to say this amusement must be 
furnished at a popular price. What more beau- 
tiful and wholesome form of recreation can be 
found than a properly conducted carnival? 

Call it ‘‘Portable Amusement Park,” “Expo- 
sition” or what you will, but CLEAN IT UP.

experience and observation, have convinced me 
that clean amusement offerings will live forever 
and that to be successful each and every one of 
us should weed out every show or concession 
that is objectionable to the patrons of today 
and we will find in turn that the officials and 
citizens in general will be glad to welcome us. 
However, no matter how strict our compliance 
with these ideals, there will always be a class 
of people who will find complaints, as there 
exists in this world a minority of people whose 
aim in life seems to be to decry and abuse the 
rigbts of others, and the ‘past reputation of 
carnivals has given them so much food that 
they can always refer back to the past and gain 
converts to their cause, and among the per- 
sonnel of every city council or commission is 
often some narrowminded official, who is will- 


ing to give them an ear, and, if possible, help. 


impose a barrier of some sort, but I am glad 
to say that this is the exception and not the 
rule, as the average citizen selected nowadays 
to serve the public is broadminded and liberal 
and ready to listen to reason. 


Coming into personal contact with the officials 
of the territory that my show has played for 
years has naturally gained for me a large ac- 
quaintance, many of which have ripened into 
intimate friendships, which I value highly, and 
I shall always strive to continue to merit their 
confidence and good will by offering for their 
approval pleasing and progressive shows that 
are in keeping with the slogan of my show, 
“We Comply With the Pure Show Laws.”’ 

With few exceptions the members of your 
show little realize how essential their help is 
in making your pathway a success, but each 
year brings forth a closer co-operation between 
the manager and his employees and much good 
results from the union. The first impression gained 
by the public is generally lasting, hence it 
behooves us to make this a most favorable one, 
thereby gaining their respect and confidence, and 
this can be done upon the arrival of the train 
in town, which is generally Sunday, by those 
who intend leaving the train, doing so neatly 
dresset and repairing to the various hotels, 
eafes and other places in a quiet and orderly 
manner that will not attract the uncompli- 
mentary remarks from those who are present 
to witness the arrival and unloading of the 
train. Never discuss the business done by the 
shows or concessions or your private matters 
in front of strangers, as you will well note 
tkat the successful business men do not allow 
the public to gain knowledge of their business 
except thru the legitimate channels, and the 
public thinks more of those who follow this 
rule. 


Last, but not least, a manager should sur- 
round himself with an executive staff of men 
reliable and loyal to his every 
interest, and they should be men of the highest 
integrity and of good address and appearance, 
so that they may be capable of leaving a good 
impression with those whom they may come in 
contact with, as the public judges a profession 
by the men who represent it. 


Not being a press agent, I have not attempted 
to elaborate or write a lengthy article on the 
faults of the carnival game, but rather have 
condensed my views as to why the carnivals of 
the past have not met with public approval, and 
I sincerely trust that in the future that each 
and every manager of all shows, regardless of 
size, will do his bit toward eliminating that 
which is objectionable and endeavor to offer 
attractions that are pleasing to our patrons 
and our load will be greatly lightened. When 


we do this we will find the hand of friendship

~ Undoubtedly a great deal of the work that is 
done upon farms is well within the limits of 
strength and endurance of a boy in his ‘teens, 
and sufficiently simple to be learned quickly by 
any boy who is ambitious to make himéelf useful 
Under competent supervision, and under the 
right inspiration, the boy power of the United 
States could be employed to expand the produc 
tion of crops this year without injury or hard 
ship to boys and in circumstances making thelr 
summer work profitable to them physically, 
financially and educationally.

Does the Small Town

going to benefit his business by being there, he 
is willing to meet you half way, the benefit 1s 
mutual, therefore, why not meet him half way? 
A great many times soreness is caused by some 
irresponsible employee making some remark that 
offends, but all these things can be remedied 
by so systematizing your business that all con- 
nected with your shows realize that it is as 
much to their interest that a perfect discipline 
should exist. Have you ever followed the Ring- 
lings into a town and heard any bad remarks? 
Have you ever heard anyone say that the em- 
Pployees were rowdies? WHY? Because there 
is at the head of each department a man that 
looks after the morals of his department. You 
are in a town a week and you should realize 
that if you create a good impression on Monday 
you are adding an asset that is worth more to 
you than all the paper your agent can put out. 

The success of every big business is team, 
work. Once a week all the department heads 
meet and the welfare of the business is talked 
over. Why isn’t this a good thing for a show? 


~ The fact that you are a manager does not mean 


hat you are perfect. Is it not possible that 
t a conference of this kind some of your in- 
dividual managers might offer a suggestion that 
would be of great help to you? Don’t you 
think that if you had every man with the show 
thinking that you were the real fellow you could 
accomplish more? When you are short of money 
you are not backward in going to them and 
asking for it. Then is it not a good argument 
that if you make them feel that they are a 
part of it they would be more willing to co- 
operate with your wishes? How would you like 
for some one to visit your show and tell you 
to your face that you have the worst show they 
ever saw? Reverse the position and imagine 
the feeling of a local man to be told that his 
town is the worst on the map. Suppose that he 
tells ten people what was said about the town, 
fie that good advertising for you? If instead of 
laughing when your talker cast slurs at the 
people you immediately take him to task, what 
would be the result? You are trying to sell 
something, the public is the buyer, therefore, 
every time you insult them you lose a customer, 
and big business was not built by insulting the 
intelligence of the consumer. A man may be a 
chump, but he doesn’t like to be told about 4t, 
and it is the so-called chump that keeps your 
show Moving each week. Suppose that instead 
of your press agent giving so much space to the 
ealiber of your attractions, he uses some of it 
to the real benefit of the carnival. The average 
carnival has a couple of hundred people with it, 
they are all spenders, they all have to live, 
they need some things during the week. You 
spend money with the light company, you spend 
with the billposter, the lot man, the dray man, 
the grocer. All these are good material for a 
story. How many times have you been told that 
carnivals take money out of town? Have you 
ever done anything to change this opinion? In- 
struct your press agent to show the people that 
you are not an evil, but that you are a source 
of revenue to the town. This kind of a story 
always goes big with a circus. It never has 
been done enough with a carnival. Supposing 
that your agent sees the secretary of the Com- 
mercial Club, show bim that you are willing 


to do anything to bring people in to the town.

Offer 
them the band for concerts; in fact, the more 
you do locally the better the feeling, and you 
know that the better you stand in town the 
less grief you have. 


In closing I trust that I have not offended. 
I am not perfect. I, like the rest, have made 
mistakes, but like many others in the business 
it bas been brought home to me that the time 
has come when if the carnival business is to 
survive it has to put on a new suit, it has to 
take account of stock, and, in taking the in- 
ventory, it has to make up its mind that to 
put in a new stock of goods, the shopworn ar- 
ticles that it has been selling have to be de- 
stroyed, for with our competitor, the circus, 
giving the publie all that we have and more 
than we can offer, with the rapid strides in 
amusement that the fairs are making, with the 
many expositions and the improved facilities 
of transportation so that one can in a short time 
go where they can see a great dea) for Httle 
money, the moving pictures, and, abote all, the 
great wave of reform that !s sweeping over the 
land, coupled with the fact that we are in an 
age of progress, unless a radical change does 
take place, the carnival, while it may never be 
obliterated, still it will not so place itself in 
the hearts of the public that it will be the 
popular form of outdoor amusement. 

In the vernacular of the lot we have got a 
big squawk on, and we have to get busy and 
do some mending. In other words, THEM THAT 
HAS, GETS.

show, Say that your appropriation for his town 
is $13.75 and watch him rave. It’s all bunk. 
He’s having the time of his life, and, after you 
are safely upstaire stealing $5,000 worth of -ee 
space, he'll tell the circulation boss about it 
and they'll have their annual laugh. It keeps 
‘em yorng. Show ‘em you're a scrapper. ‘‘There 
was a wise guy,"’ they'll say. Put down just 
half the number of dveats on the contract that 
the ad boss says they are accustomed to getting. 
That will clinch it. He will know you are a 
regular, 


Then up you go to the editorial rooms and 
trip merrily in on the city editor, Now here, 
my boy, is where the old class and con count. 


It pays to make a big entry. I used to doa 
neat, little dance step at the city desk in the 
old days, but the gout got me and It didn’t go 
fo well with the younger lads. But 1 open like 
a nest of French 75's. ‘‘Hands up!" I say, and 
point my high-ball finger at him, ‘Well, brother, 
the big show's coming around again, The last 
time I made this office thece was an old crab 
on this desk, newly promoted from the mailing 
room. He didn’t know a live circus news story 
from an editorial on the Long Island oyster i> 
dustry.”” (Don’t stick too close to the “follow 
copy’? rule on this. I said that once to a youns 
chap, who, it turned out bad just taken over the 
job, as his father, the ‘old crab’’ to whom |! 
referred, had croaked the week before.) How 
ever, it was just one of those things that happe® 
now an@ then In show business, But, ordinarily, 
the boy at the desk is glad to hear his prede- 
cesor panned, You see it flatters him, 

If there’s a show back of you it is not good 
policy to pan it, Say something like this; ‘Yes, 
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it's a good little show. I understand they have 
it on railroad cars this year, It was a winner 
as a wagon show and I hope they do as well on 
the rails. They had hard luck getting a menag- 
erle together this spring. Had hoof and mouth 
disease or something and lost their zebra. This 
teft them with two cages of cats and old Ana- 
nias, their elephant. They had another bull 
ordered, but it got the croup and croaked, I 
hear. But they’re doing very nicely, according 
to reports, with a den of dogs, some pigeons, a 
tank of alligators and a couple of deer. You'll 
like the show."’ 

Notice carefully that you thus leave the city 
editor with the impression that the opposition 
troupe is a louse-laden Gypsy bivouac and you 
are not knocking. Newspaper guys are really 
soft picking. They fall for stuff that a show 
guy would laugh off the course. You're a news- 
paper boy, but you're young enough to learn. 
Why do you know I've never had a desk man 
call me yet on that spiel? I leave ‘em good, kid, 
when I go. They're all for me and I play on 
‘em like a Fiji tickles a ukulele. 

It’s easily explained at that. All winter long 
the boys in the newspaper offices have been 
looking forward to your coming. Your entrance 
to them is like a horn of rye to a barrelhouse 
baritone. 

Of course, you've got to study and know hu- 
man nature. ‘There are city editors and city 
editors, and 41 suppose reporters did not get 
touted as ‘“‘smart guys’ on errors alone. I recall 
a tough gink, a big, burly, two-fisted scowler, 
who glared at me as I did my good old opening 
shuffe in the old free lunch days. This guy 
was rough. He made William 8S. Hart look like 
a fat boy at a Maypole gambol. He was 80 
rough that he grated in his clothes. I felt the 
frost on my spats as I stepped my little break- 
down, whistling merrily. I stopped and laid 
my portfolio on his desk. He rose and booted 
it clean across the local room. I looked him 
straight in the eyes, and, without the flicker of 
an eyelash, I spoke, and firmly, too. ‘‘I shall 
return when I may be reasonably sure that I 
shall not be insulted,"’ I said. I left without 
haste, picking up my portfolio as I backed out. 
That evening I waited outside and peddled my 
stuff to the night city editor. So, you see, Gus 
Patter can adjust himself to meet any situation. 
Adaptability it is, but it’s all under the one 
top—personality, 

Then there are the high brow, new school city 
editors, managing editors and news editors. With 
them you have to be on your guard. 

“I see you've a bit of Omar in this story,"’ 
one of these Claudes said to me one day last 
season, As I didn’t write the stuff I had to 
stall, 

“Surest thing, you know," I piped. 

“A ttle practical application of his ‘neath 
the bow philosophy wouldn't be amiss right now. 
What do you say?’’ he comes back and leaves 
me far out beyond the life lines in my little 
paper canoe. But I caught a wigwag from the 
back of my bean. I knew that this Omar guy 
was some oki hooch act owner who had done 
rather well with a new cigarette. I saw a 
way out. 

“Wait a minute,” I said, and cut for the 
corner smoke store. I brought that guy up three 
packs of Omars, and, do you know, he and the 
end men on the copy desk laughed themselves 
purple in the face. I suppose that's their regu- 
lar graft for weeds off the guys ahead of the 
tops, 

Now, as to entertaining: I remember one 
P. A, who used to give an apple to every city 
editar, He'd tell ‘em to eat an apple when 
they felt like taking a drink. Then he'd go 
down to the corner and take two drinks, one for 
himself and the one he saved on the city editor. 
He was away ahead on his expense account 
when the show made the wharf in November, for 
he'd charge the city editors with two drinks, 
thus saving for himself the difference between 
the price of the apple and the shot in the wing. 
But the day the show closed he had to make the 
rounds of seven papers, After the fifth he got 
mixed and ate a couple of apples himself. He 
has been doing press work for the bone dry folks 
every since. 

Then there was a lad who thought up the 
‘Scheme of borrowing money from every city 
editor. He figured that he would get a play on 
his second season as the desk boys would slip 
him a big showing in the hope of getting their 
coin back. They passed around a chain letter 
ahead of him and all refused to run a line until 
he came thru. They had him broke and fired in 
two weeks. But these are little points that will 
be caviar for you, provided you have personality.

him into every big town of consequence and a 
few small ones, too, thrown in for good measure, 
before be had decided to embark on the pub- 
licity craft in the vain effort to corral a little 
more of the world’s ‘‘exchequer’’ than newspapers 
could pay him.

During all of these 
jaunts the Colonel was busy selling tickets, for 
Mr, Edward, the big boss of the entire outfit, 
had his eagle eye all over the top during the 
time the audience was filing in, and it behooved 
ticket sellers to mind well their knitting until 
the tournament began. But as often as Billy 
accowpanied members of the fourth estate, 
wielders of vitriolic pens and cub reporters sent 
to the circus to get ‘‘something new’’ for jaded 
city editors, the Colonel never happened to rec- 
ognize any of his old newspaper friends or pals 
in the days when Virnelson’s Big Shows United 
were-in their prime and he was the star pur- 
veyor of publicity and disseminator of circus 
news and criticisms. 


However, those little things were overlooked 
by the admiring fellow workers who labored 
on the ticket boxes and the ‘‘kinkers’’ who 
pard the cookhouse oratory of the Colonel be- 
Been bites of a spread, which he daily ordered 
«his waiter by crying ‘‘full house’’ as soon 
@s he entered the cookhouse canvas. Governing 
departments of a circus, big or little, like the 
dressing room or the boss canvasman’s wagon, 
somehow or other never do look with any degree 
of perception into little matters like these, es- 
pecially when the press department of the show 
is under fire or up for consideration. They 
believe, I am inclined to think, with the owners 
of newspapers, Proprietors of dailies have a 
habit of assigning a man on the staff when 
they do not know just exactly where to place 
him as the dramatic critic, And these govern- 
ing bodies of circuses believe that the press 
department is the proper place for a man who 
knows nothing at all about any end of the busi- 
ness or who fails miserably at any other task 
assigned him. 


Well, sir, Col. J. F. Montgomery Anderson 
catapulted his ponderous proportions thruout 
the season as the god of press information, and 
ever and avon deigned to stamp some story 
‘sprung by the ubiquitous Decker as ‘fairly 
good” and ‘‘all right,"’ while the doughty little 
press agent labored night and morning in the 
interest of the big show, working his little bead 
off to land as much as two men had done the 
season before, and hitting a daily ticket record 
that made the preceding press department per- 
sonnel look as tho they had been swapping 
“‘broads”’ for winter wardrobes, 


The big show made regular towns. In fact it 
always made the wig cities, and Decker was 
hard pushed every cay attending to his papers 
in the morning. having his cuts picked up cor- 
rectly and shipped ahead to the contractor, and 
entertaining the gentlemen who wrote and 
handled the pretty pieces that followed the big 
show along its tour. But Decker was a sticker, 


and his ability, coupled with his acute knowl- 
edge of the business of the men with whom he 
was daily thrown in contact, stood him in good 


stead, and his work was quite remarkable. His 
four years had been colorless with the big show. 
Each year was better than the season previous, 
but Decker lacked that individual something 
which forges people ahead and makes - others

think they are really and truly great. Decker 
was more of a cog in the machine of the bic 
show than an individualized personage whose pe: 
sonality stood out far beyond the others incor- 
porated in the staff personnel. Howbeit, he 
was known in every newspaper office from Bos. 
ton to Frisco and from Duluth to New Orleans, 
and everywhere one went among newspaper men 
Billy Decker’s name was one that remained in 
the minds of those who make or unmake press 
agents, 

There were many, especially those of us 
around the front door, who noticed that theatrical 
magnates of various magnitudes invariably were 
introduced to Billy. He seemed never to know 
any of them, and as fast as he met what he 
termed ‘‘hall showmen’’ just as fast he forgot 
them and their names. Now with the Colonel! 
it was just the opposite. He knew Hank Ser 
mour, who ran a girl show thru Oklahoma, just 
as intimately as he diq Percy Alliston, who was 
Bavid Felasco’s personal representative, and 
his weighty mail contained sundry and divers 
multi-colored envelopes embossed with the names 
of shows known and unknown, For the far- 
sighted Colonel was a press agent with a hall 
attraction in the winter time. 


It was whispered around the show—but only 
whispered, mind you—that when the snowflakes 
began to fall the Colonel was regaling soubrettes, 
ingenues and house managers, who would listen 
to the fruits of the hunt during the summer 
season, and his Munchausen tales of newspaper 
victories was one of the bright spots in a win 
ter tour of one-night stands. With the big 
show he threw that cloak of guarded secrecy 
around his theatrical connections that always 
savors of what we wage earners call ‘“‘big men." 
But the dressing room, cookhouse and other 
authoritative sources received this condition 
with a touch of respect, and ofttimes would 
vouchsafe this information for the benefit of a 
group of gossips who were toasting the Colonel 
with the pointed prongs of tart tongues. And, 
peculiar as it may seem, they generally won 
their point when they dilated on the fact that 
the Colonel was so secretive as to his movre- 
ments and conversation with the moguls of the 
theaters. 


The blowoff, if we may call it by that saw- 
dust appellation, came at Duluth. Billy had 
been forced to forge ahead to Minneapolis to 
handle the papers there for the two-day stand 
the big show was making ig the Minnesota 
city. Three or four days before, when the un- 
derground telegraph had ticked the news of 
Billy's approaching departure to every member 
of the show, the Colonel had noticeably bristled 
up quite a bit, and his somnolent orbs that 
dreamily were wont to look back into the past 
at accomplished press conquests. were unusually 
bright and alert.

The Saturday morning in Duluth passed like 
all other mornings during the season, The 
Colonel returned to the lot at noon shortly after 
the parade had returned, and those of us at 
the front door, In a few disconnected remarks, 
he informed that his friends on the papers hed 
received him with open arms, especially Col. 
Sellers, of The Herald, with whom the Colonel 
was long acquainted. It was then I recollected 
the Colonel's oftrepeated story of a marriage In 
the center ring that he and Col. Sellers ha! 
pulled off with Associated Press results as well 
4s first page positions In papers as far east as 
Binghamton, N. Y. That of course, when 
Virnelson’s Fig Shows, were in thelr 
prime,

The Colonel that afternoon folded himself over 
the marquee railing as pretty as any legal ad- 
Juster with «a grifting show that you ever saw. 
He watched the crowd pour in, assisting Punch 
Connors in doling out the reserved seat coupons. 
I noticed on my gate that the press tickets re- 
sembled a snowstorm, but that was none of my 
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bosinese. The matinee business looked great 
od Duluth was always a turnaway one show 
anyway. 

It was about 3 o'clock, in fact the statue 

en were just on, when the explosion oc- 

rod. The Colonel was in the big top watching 
‘oe show from a seat In the grand stand and 
.yrrounded by a group of folks which included 
a newspaper man and his family, who looked 
to me like a blacksmith and his brood. The 
ot was about clean, the side-show manager had 
ode bis last grind for the afternoon until the 
big show comeout, and around the front door we 
were helping the auditor rubber band the bard 
tickets for the trunk. 

A majestic looking individual, gray and 
bearded, made his way to the front door and 
asked for the manager. I was elected to do 
the regular amount of ‘‘stalling’’ to ascertain 
the nature of his errand, but he finally proved 
to me he wanted to see the manager, and I 
called Mr. Edward to the front door, They 
talked earnestly for a few moments and then 
Mr. Bdward smiled, one of those grim, facial 
contertions for which be was famous. He called 
me and sent me to the red wagon for some 
“broads.” I returned and handed a package 
ef them to him. He gave the entire bunch to 
the gray and bearded individual, and the two 
talked earnestly again. I could not hear much 
wheat they sald, but finally their voices rose 
and I beard some of the conversation, 


“He told me he was your adopted son, and 
for that reason I gave him that cartoon,”’ said 
the gray and bearded man. “I never saw him 
before, but take my advice and never send him 
around any more. He will sure get you and 
the whole thing in bad.’’ 

That was about all I heard, for Mr. Edward 
looked around at us and then walked his com- 
panion toward the edge of the lot. 

I thought that something was in the air, but 
I knew there was something doing when I saw 
Alfred, the man at the private tent, come over 
presently to the big top and look for the 
Colonel. Then I saw the Colonel walk into the 
private tent, and Johnny Meade, who was in 
charge of the front door, looked at me and 
shook his head.

When we got to Minneapolis Billy Decker was 
there. He met the first section Sunday when 
we pulled in and he waited around until the 
last section with the sleepers arrived, When 
I left the runs for the lot Billy was hiking 
down the track to the private car. [I heard that 
he had been wired to meet Mr. Edward imme- 
diately on arrival. 

On Monday Billy was eround with the news- 
paper men, but on Tuesday he was absent, and 
the contractor, Big Ed Cooke, who had been 
ahead for five or six years, was back on the 
shew. He dia the handling of the press, but he 
bad been thru the town three weeks before and 
be was pretty well known among the newspaper 
fraternity. Everyone around the show liked Big 
Fd, and his visit was a sort of a vacation both 
for him and fer us around the front door, for 
the contractor was lucky if he ever got back 
on the show during the season, and Ed had gone 
for three seasons hand running without having 
seen the show even once. 

Billy came back at Rochester four or five days 
afterward, but be was the same Billy, as talk- 
ative as a turtle about where he had been or

what he had done. The Colonel, on the other 
hand, made up in conversation for what Billy 
lacked, and the afternoon sessions in the big 
top continued to be featured by lofty flights of 
honeyed oratory on the part of the Colonel, while 
the audience was just as much spellbound as it 
ever had been. 

From what few words here and there that 
fell around the front door I gathered what had 
happened, and finally I was able to get the full 
text of the gossip first hand by Billy by using 
a little newspaper diplomacy myself.

Some Data of Interest to Showmen and 
Concessionaires

Mister Concessionaire: 


When a Southern fair secretary writes you this 
season and tells you that his fair will be ‘‘bigger 
and better than ever before’’ give him credit. It 
will be. 

And here are the reasons: 

There are now more than thirty camps and 
cantonments in the South training men for differ- 
ent branches of the army and navy service. 

Regardiess of the outcome of the war, there 
will be from 1,000,000 to 2,000,000 men in these 
camps this fall, and fully half as many civilian 
employees, relatives, friends and other visitors. 

The South is fully measuring up to the war 
work which the Federal Government has assigned 
to it, and the fairs are going* to do their part. 
Because of its climatic conditions the South has 
been selected as the principal place for training 
men, But that is not all. Uncle Sam will ex- 
pect the South to ‘‘come thru’’ with its part in 
an agricultural way, and the fairs are going to 
see that she does, Southern fairs, this year at 
least, are being planned on the following lines: 

1—To stimulate agricultural and live stock 
production. 

2—To give the people a better understanding 
of the Government’s preparations by showing 
Government exhibits. 

3—To teach the people the new standards of 
living made necessary by war conditions thru 
demonstrations and exhibits. 

4—To give the soldiers and sailors and the peo- 
ple at large clean, constructive amusement and 
diversion along with the educational features. 

Every fair manager in the South realizes that 
there is some responsibility to his work this 
year—he has a high ideal to attain, thru which 
he may do his bit just as effectively as if he 
were in the front line trenches

who are interested in making the Southern terri- 
tory this fall should consider all of these fairs.

city, and other matters of more or less im- 
portance. 

The Tennessee State Fair, at Nashville, is the 
first of the circuit, and is the week after the 
Kentucky State Fair at Louisville. The distance 
from Louisville to Nashville is 186 miles. 

The Memphis Tri-State Fair is next in line. 
Memphis is 238 miles. Near Memphis is one of 
the United States aviation schools. 

On the following week there are three fairs 
held by members of this association. 


At Chattanooga, 311 miles from Memphis, is 
the Chattanooga District Fair. Near Chatta- 
nooga, in Chickamauga Park, are a number of 
important military camps and cantonments. 
Camp Greenleaf is the largest medical training 
camp in the world, Camp Forrest is an ex- 


pansion camp for the regular army. Camp Mce- 
Lean is an officers’ training camp. Fort Ogle- 
thorpe is a cavalry fort. There is also a large 
German prison or war barracks here, but the 
inmates thereof will hardly be of interest to 
concessionaires at the Chattanooga Fair. 


The Mississippi-Alabama Fair, at Meridian, is 
but 86 miles from Hattiesburg, Miss., where a 
large army cantonment is located. Meridian is 
249 miles from Memphis. 

The East Tennessee Division Fair is held at 
Knoxville, Tenn. This city is 422 miles from 
Memphis and 111 miles east of Chattanooga. 

The Alabama State Fair, at Birmingham, is 
held the week following the three fairs just 
mentioned. Birmingham is 143 miles from Chat- 
tanooga, 158 miles from Meridian and 254 miles 


from Knoxville. The Alabama metropolis is 68 
miles from Anniston, Ala., where there is a 
large cantonment. 

On this same week is the North Georgia Fair, 
at Rome. Rome is about half way between 
Chattanooga and Atlanta, being 80 miles from 
Chattanooga and 73 miles from Atlanta. 

The next week is Atlanta, the home of the 
Southeastern Fair and the Grand Circuit Races 
This city is 167 miles from Birmingham. Near 
Atlanta is located Camp Gordon, one of the big 
draft cantonments. 

On the following weeks are the fairs at Vaol- 
dosta, Ga.; Mobile, Ala., and Jackson, Miss. 
These cities are quite a distance from other 
cities on the circuit, especially the two latter, 
and will no doubt draw many of their attractions 
from other associations or circuits with which 
they are connected. 

The Georgia-Florida Fair is held at Valdosta. 
which city is located in the southern part of 
Georgia. This fair is also on the Georgia cir- 
cuit of fairs, and there are other good towns in 
that association with convenient dates. 

The Gulf Coast Fair, at Mobile, offers some 
unusual attractions, and there are other good 
fairs in that territory just preceding and follow- 
ing the Mobile dates. 

The Mississippi State Fair, at Jackson, works 
in connection with the Louisiana State Fair, and 
some of the important fairs west of the Missis- 
sippi River. 

The old, reliable Georgia State Fair, at Macon, 
is held the first ten days of November. It works 
in conjunction with the Georgia Fair Associa- 
tion fairs as does the Valdosta Fair. This cir- 
cult offers some fine fairs, with short railroad 
jumps. At Macon is located Camp Wheeler, a 
large cantonment. 

The South Texas State Fair, at Beaumont, 
Tex., works in conjunction with a string of good 
Loutsiana and Texas fairs, and offers some un- 
usual attractions, 


The National Farm and Live Stock Show, at 
New Orleans, is held about the same dates as 
Beaumont, and there are several circuits which 
may be made to bring a successful season to a 
close in the Crescent City. There is a large naval 
training station located here. 


The Florida State Fair, at Jacksonville, will be 
held some time late next winter. The recent 
successful fair, which has just come to a close, 
is sufficient guarantee that Jacksonville will con- 
tinue to be a*live one, There is a U. 8. Officers’ 
training camp located there. 


Because of lack of space no attempt has been 
made to review agricultural and manufacturing 
conditions. There is every reason to believe that 
agriculturally the present year will be the biggest 
the South has ever known, and that the crops 
will bring record prices,

for old and prospective customers. As each show 
has to be built to accommodate that year’s re- 
quirements such requirements must be known 
well in advance, so it is necessary that applica- 
tions for space be made early. The society sends 
on request entry forms, which have to be filled 
up and returned with the fees by a specified 
date, after which no entries are accepted as a 
rule. Tho a few societies give a little grace for 
a late entry fee. The fees are an important 
matter, for, with the exception of Ireland, I do 
not think the government makes any grant or 
appropriation. 

The financing of the shows comes out of the 
society's fund, which ate raised by thelr mem- 
bers’ dues, augmented by voluntary subscriptions 
from the members and local subscriptions from 
the merchants, bankers and townspeople where 
the ‘‘show’’ is to be held. To this ts added the 
gate receipts and the ‘“‘fees’’ for space, etc., 
mentioned above. 

A list of the ‘“‘shows’’ similar to that of the 
“fairs’’ in The Billboard is published in the 
agricultural papers, such as The Mark Lane 
Express, and in book form with otber useful 
information gratis by the principal railway 
companies. 

The railroad companies co-operate in making 
the shows a success by running very cheap ex. 
cursion trains and making special arrangements 
for handling the exhibits. 

British railroads collect and deliver freight. 
thus saving the exhibitor considerable trouble. 
They also used to carry exhibits from ‘‘show to 
show’ or return to starting point at half rates. 

The rivalry between competing companies was 
great, something like passenger agents here. 

The administration of the British show is very 
similar to that of the American State Fair, the 
secretary being a permanent official and prac- 
tically general manager, tho in England I think 
there are more committees. 

Those of you who have examined the ‘‘plat’’ 
will have missed what in sn American State 
fair is a very important feature. I refer to the 
“midway"’’ or amusement section. The reason 
is they don't have any, no, sir, not a-tall. 

It is only of late years that jumping, driv- 
ing and other competitions have become the rule, 

Here you have regular ‘“‘race courses."" The 
Rritish equivalent is only very small, in fact it 
is called a “ring.”’ 

It is true the Yorkshire Show and the Dublin 
Horse Show always had jumping, and the jump- 
-og at Dublin is no child's play either. 

It must be remembered that the British show 
‘s an educational Institution from first to last, 
and, altho the program of ‘“‘attractions’’ at most 
“sbows’? would contain nothing more thrilling 
than jumping, music by the band. dairy and 
shoeing competitions and a parade of stock, still 
the visitors seem to enjoy themselves very well. 
Hut then, of course, the English always did 
take their pleasures sadly. 

As there was no ‘‘carnival,"’ so also there 
were no other ‘‘concessions’’ as we know them 
bere. No ‘‘juice’’ or grease joints, no games, 
no novelties, balloons, etc. The refreshment 
concession is usually a monopoly and a ‘“‘wet"’ 
one at that. I wonder what the Britisher would 
think of a ‘“‘dry’’ show? But he may get it yet 
'f signs portend anything. On the other hand 
he may also get something more like the Amer!- 
can State Fair program. for the British system 
was devised long before movie pictures or con- 
‘invous vaudeville and other attractions were

started, and I had noticed of late years there 
was a tendency to coat the education pill with 
the sugar of amusement. 

Whether the townspeople would welcome such 
a change is another matter. The absence of 
amusement at the agricultural show made the 
town very lively, especially at night. Some- 
times a traveling carnival or circus would strike 
the town at the same time as the ‘‘show,”’ but 
not as a regular thing. 

There was no ‘‘concession’ for the ‘“‘demon- 
strator’’ or high pitchman, and if one came te 
the ‘‘show’’ and inquired for the superintendent 
of concessions you wouldn't find him, for he 
didn’t exist. Then if you found the secretary 
and told him you wanted that location in the 
center of the main avenue I am afraid the 
man would have a fit and heaven knows 
what would happen to you. 

Nevertheless there was a good living made 
by the ‘‘pitchman,”’ and this is how it was done: 
He applied for space for his specialty in the 
ordinary way as other exhibitors in the #@is- 
cellaneous section. He could not choose a loca- 
tion, but just had to take ‘“‘pot luck.’’ Some- 
times he would be lucky enough to be allotted 
a gable end, that is. the end of one of the 
sheds, and could wish for nothing better, as 
he would have a 20-foot frontage at the end fn 
addition to two 10-foot fronts on each side. 

However, it was not luck in every case, as 
the following anecdote will prove: Some years 
ago a certain pitchman always got a ‘‘gable 
end’* at the Royal Highland Show, which con- 
siderably puzzled other “pitchmen.’”” One of 
them happened to think that this man’s name 
was Anderson, and, on walking down that shed, 
noticed that the names ran alphabetically. Next 
year he changed his name to Aaron. and got 
the coveted gable end. 

As there was no money spent on games or 
amusements it can be readily understood that 
there was plenty of money for the demonstrator 
or pitchman if he could only get at it. I use 
the word was, because it Is very difficult for 
him to get space at all now. Years ago even if 
not “‘welcome’’ he was ‘‘tolerated,”” but now 
the ‘‘shows’’ insert a clause expressly prohibit- 
ing that line of business, and his application 
comes back refused. 

Even if he eluded the vigilance of the secre- 
tary, when he opens up he stands a very good 
chance of being put out of tha show if dis- 
covered, 

Needless to say this state of affairs was 
brought about by the misbehavior of certain 
pitchmen, who not only spoiled a good business 
for themselves, but for others who conducted 
thelr affairs without becoming a nuisance to 
others. Even then F don’t think he was as 
great a nuisance as the whistles and other 
noise-producing ‘‘weapons’’ given away as ad- 
vertisements by some of the exhibitors at the 
State fairs here, 


The American method of handling the demon- 
strator or pitchman is much better than the 
British. It produces a revenue from ‘"npro- 
ductive space and the pitchman is protected as 
long as he conducts his business legitimately. 


I see many features in the American State 
fair that could be profitably adopted by the 
presidents and committees of British shows, and 
I also see many agricultural devices here which 
would be of great service to the British farmer, 
and. when this war is over, the manufacturers 
of such things who want to obtain quick re 
sults from advertising might do much worse 
than make the circuit of the British agricul- 
tural shows,

that way. As in any other line of business, the 
personal conversation is 90 per cent better than 
solicitation by correspondence or by advertising. 


One fair manager doubled his attendance by 
adding a unique new feature bordering on the 
lottery idea, but which was still within the 
law and offended nobody. He called upon the 
local merchants and got each one to donate a 
worthy prize from his stock in trade. That is, 
the hardware man donated a good stove, the 
furniture dealer donated a good davenport, the 
groceries donated sacks of sugar, and so on. 
Each store then had series of numbered tickets 
printed which were given free to their cus- 
-tomers, a duplicate set of numbers being turned 
over to the fair manager. Then on two con- 
secutive days, on the race track before the 
grand stand, numbers were drawn from a hat 
between the races, and winners of the various 
articles announced. One of the vital rules of 
the drawing was that winners must be present 
to claim their prizes or lost their chances. No 
announcement was made on either day of the 
exact prizes which were to be drawn. This 
insured a heavy attendance on both days of the 
drawing. This stunt was good advertising for 
the merchants and cost the fair management 
nothing, yet it caused a big increase of attend- 
ance. It was based on the ‘something for 
nothing” idea. and will work well in towns 
up to 4,000 population, 

While the stock and field prizes appeal prin- 
cipally to the men of the farms, new interest 
could be added for the women by having flower 
shows, with prizes. Greenhouse material from 
florists would, of course, be barred. Many a 
farmer’s wife has a small bed of old-fashioned 
flowers near the house, often in the vegetable 
garden. These not only tend to brighten her 
daily work, but furnish interesting decoration 
for inside the home, and far this reason small 
flowers gardens on farms ought to be encouraged. 
The women will appreciate this interest being 
taken in their parts of the farm life. 

Another way to help the farmers and build 
up co-operation between them and the county 
fair is to foster exhibits by local country clubs. 
That is, a certain district out in the country has 
formed a sort of club for social and literary 
benefits. This club is asked to put on an ex- 
hibit to represent its locality of the county. 
This could be done by their taking a booth and 
Bdecorating it. The club will receive considerable 
ymublicity, attendance from that district will be 
increased and a friendly rivalry, profitable to 
the fair, will spring up between various sections. 

These various suggestions show how the at- 
tendance may be increased by features which 
cost little or nothing. They are all wholesome 
in character and appeal to the class of people 
whose patronage is eagerly desired by any fair. 

The main thing to remember is that you 
must have a well-balanced program, which in- 
eludes features which will have drawing power 
for all varieties of substantial, clean-minded 
people. There must be something new each day 
or the people will make but a one-day visit to 
the fair. There must also be some thing new 
each year. If nothing else, the buldings could 
be repainted, with different trimmings, so as to 
make the grounds look different. 

One of the easiest ways to make a fairground 
take on a new appearance annually is to re- 
arrange the planting effects. The writer is not 
an advocate of flower beds of gaudy colors, set 
out by florists, because such beds are only good

for one season and are expensive at that, but 
he does believe in the use of sturdy perennials 
and flowering shrubs. These will grow in size 
and interest each year and are susceptible of 
considerable transplanting and pruning each 
season. They give a grounds a fresh and com- 
fortable appearance, and really cost much less 
than florist's beds of greenhouse stock. The 
selections of planting material, of course, should 
be from varieties which will be in bloom during 
fair week. 


Another point—It always pays to give the 
people just a little more than you advertised to 
give. A new kind of race or some other added 
attraction, announced as an extra, makes the 
people feel that the management wants them to 
have the best time possble and is on the look- 
out all the time for something to add to their 
pleasure. It looks as tho the fair is on a pros- 
perons basis and can afford to furnish a few 
extra trimmings now and then simply to make 
sure that every one gets all the entertainment 
he expects. It is hard for a weak, poverty- 
stricken fair to draw people anyhow. We all 
like to patronize those institutions which ap 
pear to be on a sound, paying basis. It is bad 
business not to charge a good gate fee. People 
are willing to pay a fair price if they feel that 
they get their money's worth, People like to 
“push a good thing along.”* 

How can the county fair help us to win the 
big war? By stimulating patriotism, by in- 
creasing production and by increasing enlist- 
ments. 

Our country is made up of many different 
kinds of people. but it is a wonderful thing 
to see the gallant young men of the South, the 
breezy chaps from the West and the sophisti 
cated fellows from the East all gathered to- 
gether in an army camp, all full of pep and 
earnestness and all fired with the wish to stand 
true to the noble traditions of our country. So 
even in a single county there are many kinds of 
people, often coming from many different 
races, resulting in little cliques and_ local 
prejudices, and it is fine thing when all these 
elements rub together in a sociable way and 
wake up to tne fact that human nature is the 
same the world over and that every neighbor 
has fine, likable qualities when you get to know 
him. Our population is getting so great that 
it is becoming unwieldy, and all agencies which 
tend to foster good will and brotherhood are 
worth developing, especially now that we are 
all committed to one great vital cause. Un 
usual efforts need to be made at this time to 
knit our people closer together. Every possible 
wholesome effort should be stimulated which 
will develop the spirit of team play and good- 
fellowship. 

Therefore, the county fair makes for patriot 
ism. 

We are reminded that ‘‘food wil! win the 
war.’ Contests for prize steers, for prize 
swine. sheep and poultry, for prize grains and 
vegetables, not only educate the farmers to 
proper methods of food productions, but also lead 
to increased crops. Instruction by theory and 
example is easily given at the fairgrounds by 
experts from the agricultural colleges. We must 
belp along the increase of all products from the 
farms by being interested in the farmer's work. 

Then the county fairground is a logical place 
to increase enlistments thru military pageants. 
We always glow with enthusiasm when we see 
well-drilled soldiers on parade. At the Towa 
State Fair last autumn part of the grounds 
were given up to an encampment of the Na- 
tional Guard. The soldiers acted as policemen 
to govern the grounds, and their presence added 
a distinct military flavor to the occasion. Many 
people attended solely to see the boys, because 
the guard was to sail shortly for France. The 
crowds were interested in the races and other 
attractions, but when the military companies 
swung out onto the track, enthusiasm burst all 
bounds. Red Cross booths were liberally sup- 
ported, and representatives from our Allies, with 
their banners of ‘‘Blood Calls for Blood,’’ sent 
trainloads of recruits away to their colors. 
Who can estimate the tremendous value to our 
country of such opportunities to fan the blaze 
of patriotism? 

So the county fair should flourish and not 
decline in these months of war. It can occupy 
a place of vital importance in our life, We 
must cut down unnecessary costs of operation 
and at the same time increase the agricultural 
displays and augment the attendance, and then 
make our country’s welfare and the world's 
welfare the dominating feature of the fair.

Magic, Past and Present 
(Continued from page 33) 


Houdin’s claims was credit for the following: 
The Orange Tree Trick, The Writing and Draw- 
ing Figure (which was exhibited in the United 
States by the late P. T. Barnum), The Pastry 
Cook of the Palais Royal, The Obedient Cards, 
The Cabalistic Clock (the forerunner of the large 
glass clocks one sees nowadays in windows, 
which keep correct time without any apparent 
works or movements), The Trapeze Automaton, 
The Inexbaustible Bottle, Second Sight or so- 
called Mind Reading, The Suspension Trick, The 
Disappearing Handkerchief, and others. 

As a young man beginning the study of 
magic, I looked upon Robert-Houdin as the great- 
est inventive genius that the magical world had 
ever produced; in fact, when I started my pro- 
fessional career I adopted a name, which I was 
informed would mean “like Houdin,"’ and legal- 
ired It Many years ago. 


When Dame Fortune began to smile upon me 
and I had reaped financial success to enable me 
to further the desire for research which had 
been instilled into me, I devoted much time at- 
tempting to unearth evidence which would enable 
me to still further embellish the name and 
fame of my illustrious namesake. But alas and 
alack, the more I studied the more I delved into 
historical archives, the more despondent I be- 
came, for I had discovered sufficient proof to 
convince the world that Robert-Houdin, instead 
of being known as the King of Conjurers, was 
in reality the Prince of Pilferers. 


The Orange Tree Trick was performed by 
Fawkes, under the title of the Apple Tree, in 
1TM-115 years before Houdin claimed it as his 
invention, 


In the American edition of his Memoirs, Hou- 
din gives a very romantic description of bis 
invention of the Writing and Drawing Figure. 
Frederick Von Knauss completed a writing ma- 
chine at Vienna in the year 1760. and it is now 
in the model cabinet of the Polytechnic Institute, 
but while this does not fully answer to the de- 
scription of the figure which Robert-Houdin 
claims, it does establish the fact that from this 
germ the life of this figure was produced. In 
1770 Jacquet-Drozes produced a writing and 
drawing figure which tallies in mechanism, ap- 
pearance and results almost exactly with the 
automaton claimed by Houdin as originating in 
his brain. 


The Pastry Cook of the Palais Royal can be 
traced back as far as 1796, and was presented 
by nine reputable magicians before Houdin's 
time. Haddock performed the trick in 1797. 

The Obedient Card Trick was fully explained 
in every book on magic published from 1784 to 
the date of Robert-Houdin's first appearance, and 
it is also described in a volume printed in 1635, 
called Hocus Pocus. 

The Cabalistic Clock was used by Katerfelto 
in 1782, and, altho not generally known, he in- 
vented the Sulphur Match. 

The Trapeze Performer is explained in a book 
by Decremps in 1784. who took it upon himself 
to expose Pinnetti, one of the greatest magicians 
of all times. 

The Inexhaustible Bottle originated in the 
Inexbaustibie Barrel, and is fully explained by 
Henry Dean in The Anatomic of Legerdemain in 
1835 

Second Sight was first presented on the stage 
by Philip Breslaw in 1781 in London. 

The Suspension Trick is mentioned in the 
writings of Ian RBatuta, who flourished about 
' Thirteenth Century. 

Proofs. of the deception practiced upon the 
‘orld by Robert-Hondin came so thick and fast 
that T decided to publish my book, The Unmask- 
‘ng of Robert-Houdin, which ts in reality the 
frst authentic history of Magic and Magicians. 

At first the book brought a storm of protest 
vpon my head. It was to the magician as tho 
1 bad tried to prove to children that no Santa 
Claus existed, but my mass of proofs are in- 
‘ontestable, and are today acknowledged to be 
complete evidence that Houdin was an imposter 
when it comes to claiming original inventions 
18 his own, 

The practice of the art of magic will lve 
forever: in fact, it is fourishing today as never 
before, and when New York has its very own 
‘maple of Mystery magic will have attained its 
‘ghest pinnacle of interest, and I shall devote 
“! my time and attention to this, the successful 
‘ulmination of my life's ambition,

ly a Sunday proposition, with a few strong 
Saturdays and some big holidays, the beach was 
marked up a success last season. Many im- 
provements are expected this year. 

Long Beach has long been the stable beach, 
with clean amusements and an equitable play 
almost from year end to year end. Sunday 
crowds here vary litle summer or winter, and 
the many State and society picnics give con- 
cessionaires considerable play during week days, 
The new Silver Spray Pier, at present vacant 
except for a roller coaster, captive aeroplane, 
third degree and goat walk, gives opportunity 
for some amusement men who desire a location 
on the ocean that has not been spoiled by a 
hodge podge of buildings already in place, hin- 
dering the tasty display of concessions. The 
floor of the pier is clear and all concessions and 
shows placed there will be arranged to the best 
advantage so that all will get a chance at the 
crowds. Many applications for space are being 
considered, and it is likely that this pier will 
become the real amusement center of Long Beach 


Zapps Park, at Fresno, under the management 
of Leota Zapp, did well last season and promises 
even better returns during the coming one. 
This is a well-established park in the center 
of the San Joaquin Valley, with a considerable 
steady week-day play in summer and some big 
Saturdays, Sundays and holidays. Many special 
picnics are promoted by Mrs. Zapp. 

Joyland, at Sacramento, has been a question 
mark each season till it is actually open. Vart- 
abla seasons and late openings are the order 
and the management are handicapped by a too 
small population to support the enterprise. At 
that concessions get two to three months of 
good business. Musical comedy tabs. has been 
the principal drawing card for several seasons 
past and ‘seem to be the principal attraction 
able to draw. 

REPERTOIRE 


Stock and repertoire shows, under canvas, are 
practically an innovation in California. Their 
advents immediately caused a flurry among pic- 
ture showmen, with the result that in many 
communities licenses were hurriedly readjusted 
and in many cases made prohibitive, but there 
is a field for this class of shows all cover the 
State, as evidenced by the record-breaking bust- 
ness of those aggregations that tried it last 
year. Of the successful pioneers of this class 
of amusement in California, Horace Murphy 
ig probably the most prominent. His class of 
melodrama, well produced and catering to clean 
people, decidedly made good here, and it is 
expected that there will be others to follow In 
his footsteps another season. 

FAIRS 

While most of the advance information on the 
usual fall fairs is at present fragmentary and 
is in most cases not yet backed by action of 
Boards of Directors, it is certain that the prin- 
cipal exhibitions will be held as usual. The 
State Fair at Sacramento has already issued the 
announcement: ‘‘Bigger ang Better Than Be- 
fore.’’ This and the Fresno District Fair are the 
two principal ones held in the State. Both 
will be held as usual, and most of the smaller 
ones are expected to follow suit so that the 
circuit will be at least six toa eight weeks of 
continuous exhibitions. 


ARMY CAMPS 


There are two large cantonments in Cali- 
fornia in addition to the established military 
posts, Opportunities for amusement men, either 
inside the lines or on the outskirts, have proven 
limited thus far. When the boys get liberty 
they “‘beat it’ for the big town with its many 
attractions, and the manager with an attraction 
with ‘ta nut’’ gets very little. Shooting gal- 
leries, soak the kaisers, novelty stores and 
photograph galleries get steady play and are 
reported to be paying their owners. Experi- 
nents with rides and shows at Camp Fremont, 
Menlo Park, show that this class of amusement 
is not patronized by the ‘‘Sammies."" The ¥.

to my mind during the war revenue legislation 
period at Washington last summer. Repeated 
efforts to get park managers, with the excep- 
tion of a very few, to take an interest In this 
legislation failed, and it was not their fault 
that park amusements costing 10 cents or less 
were exempted. And it is possible that the 
poor man’s amusements may still be taxed by 
amendment to the law, as Congress will be in 
practically continuous session while the war is 
on. If, in the desire to raise more revenue, we 
are taxed, some of the park managers will wake 
up. My advice is for every man in the park 
business to keep his eyes on Washington and 
keep in touen wita his Representatives. If he 
does not belong to the National Outdoor Show- 
men’s Association, which is working-for bis 
interest, now is the time to join. The few 
dollars it costs will be nothing compared to the 
big loss they will sustain if everything in the 
parks are taxed, and remember, all of you, that 
this is the day of organization.

put one there. The chief duty of those who 
would today change conditions is the work of 
educating the young to a better realization of 
their better aspirations. The greatest problem 
for us all is how to quicken-the social \life of 
our nation so as to spiritualize a dead theology 
in thousands of churches, to kindle the fires of 
enthusiasm in the Little Red School House, to 
put the gospel of service into the marts of 
trade, to keep society from going to seed and 
the young, folks from going to hell. That’s our 
job, 

Ferrero, the noted historian, has described for 
us the rapid Roman decay, which set in when 


‘the patricians abandoned the happiness of the 


home and sought, their pleasures in sensual and 
debasing pleasures ofthe aréna. "How best ‘are 


‘we to influence the-community?: How has every 


community been influenced?‘ Thru those things 
which affect the lives and daily acts of the peo- 
ple. 3usiness changes bring about religious 
changes.just_as much as religious changes bring 
about business changes. 


We wish to. repeat what we have before+ tried 
to drive home so:often, the valne of play isthe 
most underestimated thing we have dealt-with 
as a nation. . 

Sir Horace Plunket, in that great work of 
his, entitled ‘“‘The Rural Life Problem in the 
United States, has stated: “‘The simplest piece 
of acting or singing doné in the village hall by 
one of the villagers ~ will arouse more) criticism 
and enthusiasm. among his neighbors than can 
be excited by the most consummate performance 
of a professional in a great city ‘theater, where 
no one in the audience knows or cares for the 
performer.”’ ; 

What form of entertainment best fits into this 
plan? Where will you find a better SF, than 
that described by Spencer: : 

“Out of the mists that round’ thee life, come 
forth, O spirit of ages gone by; 

Thy magic wand wave o’er the scene, transform 
it into a castle green, 


Where happy folk, in pageant gay, make old- 
time English holiday.’’ 

Many of the chautauquas have caught the 
vision and are presenting this form of program 
in’ a way that is creditable to all concerned. 
Illincis has set to Work to officially celebrate 
the State Centennial in pageantry. The great 
State fair, where hundreds of thousands visit 
the State capital, will be one great pageant this 
year. The schools, primary, high and even the 
colleges and universities, will present plays and 
tableaux which represent one hundred years of 
Illinois history. This is State business. 


Ralph Dovol, who has prepared a great book 
On pageantry, has set forth the purpose of 
pageantry in these terms: ‘‘Modern pageantry 
aims to increase the world’s store of human 
happiness by interpreting the meaning of hu- 
man life and by bringing art and beauty to the 
minds of.all people. Serving as a measure of 
man's forward movement by comparison of van- 
ished days, it keeps the conscience of the race 
alive and holds atteption on the mysteries of 
the precious, gift of existence. -Dedicated to 
the service of the commonality, it marks the 
awakening ef the people to self-assertion in 
their recreations, just as they are rising to 
take business and politics into thelr own bands— 
to participate in their own entertainment, not 
merely to,pay to see professional actors. As 
a manifestation of the lyrical ang emotional 
impulses in this world of the senses; pageantry 
oe free play to mystic symbolism in which 
aspiring souls delight. The community con- 
sciousness is thus expressed in visible form.’ 

How is this to be brought about? The Na- 
tional Lincoln Chautauqua, The Pennsylvania 
System and some of the others are preparing to 
present-a great Pageant on Thrift. What better 
lesson could a chautauqua drive bome at this 
time? The great world problem now, and will 
be for years to come, is the one of conservation, 
The United States must soon turn from the path 
of profligacy and walk in the ways of peace 


and plenty, where all must have a square dea! 
and a square meal. We must not lose the 
Sreat lesson which this world war is more an! 
more teaching and that is hid away in the 
question once asked of a certain rich man: 
‘“‘What does it profit a man if he gain the whole 
world and lose his own soul?’’ 

Can we measure the value of a chautauqua in 
money when we realize that it is like a mother's 
love expended for the future welfare of man 
kind? It takes the children of today and starts 
them to live so as to be worthy citizens of the 
next decade. 

To place the platform where ‘the worthwhile 
will be able to utilize this great force is the 
work which falls to the lot of the people. Some 
of us are placed in the position of trust where 
we are enabled to set forth not only the 
strength of this movement but also diagnose its 
weaknesses in such a way that the lyceum and 
chautauqua can be purged of any and all germs, 
which, if not eradicated, will epread until we 
have an epidemic and a scourge. Human nae- 
ture is the same the world over and we must 
profit by each other's acts and experiences. 
We must build in the broad open sunlight of 
publicity, and, when we do this, we will see 
that we are only’ now on the borderland of 
opportunity,

itself from one side of the street to the other. 

The next criminal to face a jury of his peers 
is the Big Producer. The charge is a sweeping 
one, but the most glaring offense of all those 
charged against him is that all his shows are 
alike and that they all resemble every other 
producer's shows. The Big Producer brazenly 
proclaims his innocence and declares: 

“It is my business to please the public. I 
am afraid to venture upon originality. The 
burlegque devotee wants his burlesque old like 
old wine. He holds to the old traditions. He 
resents having new things done and he wants 
the old things in the same old way, That is 
why I pounce upon so much material which ts 
called ‘old stuff." We all go into the same 
grab-bag. We get a great deal of material that 
is similar and that is why our shows are so 
often’ condemned for their sameness.”’ 

It will be seen that the contentions of Comedy 
and the Rig Producer run together and that 
both seek to throw the responsibility for their 
shortcomings upon the shoulders of the long 
suffering public, 

Right here apparently is where burlesque 
shows its weakness, and yet Comedy and the Bic 
Producer have the public back of them in their 
contention. Never before has burlesque drawn 
so large a patronage as It does today, and the 
fact that burlesque pleases the public is an 
axiom proven by this ever Increasing attend 
ance. Tom, Dick and Harry may declare they 
do not care for burlesque, but as long as they 
go to every burlesque show that comes along 
they will have hard work convincing anyone 
that their lukewarm interest in that form of 
amusement borders on anything like an ardent 
dislike. 

But there is no proof to show that the public 
does really object to innovations. It is not tied

up to the old traditions so much that it is un- 
willing to tolerate brand new features, novel- 
ties and specialties. 


{ have watched burlesque audiences with 
quite as much interest as I have the shows 
whith were going on on the stage, and I am 
convinced that the burlesque audience is the 
most wonderful audience in the world, the most 
long-suffering, the most willing to be pleased 
and the bungriest for entertainment. I believe 
that that explains why the old gags live an 
abnormal life, and I believe that the out-and-out 
burlesque devotee goes to the show with the 
serious intention of swallowing the whole show, 
hook, line and sinker. The show pleases him, 
no matter what criticism he may pass upon it 
afterward. 


Some of the biggest hits in burlesque of. re 
cent years have been in features. which have 
been realy bigb-brow in their nature—operatic 
finales, dramatic acts and other departures from 
the beaten track of durlesque. .I have seen the 
gallery gods at bu®lesque weep as well as langh 
and #@bsorb serious dramatic work as faith- 
fully as they gave attention to the red tights 
and highkicking masterpieces, They are pleased 
—fthey ere slways pleased—but sometimes they 
are more pleased than at other times. 

The next witness against boarlesque is the 
Nadical, who testifies that burlesque is an un- 
clean thing, that it is unfit for women and chil- 
dren and that it caters to the lowest ideals, dis- 
carding decency on every possitde occasion 
and introducing as daringly as possible the 
feminine form in pear approaches to nakedness, 
questionable songs and suggestive dialog. 

This witness dees net help the cause against 
burlesque a great deal. He makes a poor wit- 
ness. Under cross-examination he admits that 
his acquamtance with burlesque was a great 
many years ago, that he doesn't know what 
present day burlesque consists of, but that he 
is sure that anything bearing the hated name 
of burlesque must be vile. 

This is an old subject. and with burlesque as 
it exists today it is an unfdir charge. It is 
trne that legs are the trademark of burlesque 
just as they are the trademark of the big musical 
shows and most pretentious of Winter Garden 
attractions. Once in a whWe a producer makes 
a slip, once in a while a comedian makes a mis- 
take, but burlesque does not eater to the de- 
graded, it does not offer such exhibitions of 
nakedness as may be found in other attractions, 
it dees not specialize in filthy dialog, question- 
able songs or improper dances. It entertains 
women and children as well as men, and the 
ever growing popularity of burlesque among 
women and children accounts for the remarkable 
progress this form of amusement has been mak- 
ing in recent days. 


The two big burlesque circuits are ever work- 


ing to make their shows clean, and there is 
no way in which a producer or comedian can 
bring down upon themselves the wrath of the 
powers that be quite so easily as by attempting 
to juggle with the unclean. In no other de- 
partment of show business is the objectionable 
more carefully guarded against than in bur- 
1 

Right in this connection let me say that 
burlesque has often been made the goat and 
been forced to face adverse criticism for things 
which it bad no part in. There have been many 
eases where the burlesque theater bas been made 
the victim of sidewalk conversation. Let me 
tell one instatice which will go to show how 
easily the torrent of a pubdlic’s wrath can be 
turned against byrlesque: 

Not so many years ago a new burlesque house 
was opened in an Eastern city, which is well 
known for its Puritanical proclivities. The 
public was liberal in its patronage, but early 
in its career one of the evening papers came 
out with a big attack on the theater. It was 
a front page story, relating the fact that the

and that the next time he goes he wants to see 
one different. 


How will this be overcome? It will be over- 
come when the making of a show is not en- 
trusted to a comedian who is long on old ma- 
terial and short on originality, and when pro 
ducers, adopting a more generous spirit, begin 
buying new material instead of trusting to the 
music publishers, 


When a comedian leaves one show and goese 
to build up another he invariably takes with 
him a trenk full of bits and manuscripts which 
he has eppeared in before. He hasn't an 
original idea of his own, and, when told to 
make # production, he has no other alternative 
than to build it out of this material, which has 
already been hawked about until every regular 
burlesque devotee knows it almost by heart. One 
can readily imagine what sort of a show he 
produces, 


Let a song firm publish a knockout number 
and burlesque becomes a ready prey. Perhaps 
a score of the companies pounce on that very 
number and the patrons of the’ burlesque cfr- 
euits have that number drilled into them until 
they grow sick and weary when the orchestra 
strikes up its strains. 

I hate to do it, but here I am obliged to 
deliver a gentle knock at the producers. The 
average producer has no regard for money in 
certain directions. At times he is foolishly 
lavish and extravagant, but in other directions 
he is miserly and positively niggardly. He 
will tell the scenic artist and the costumer 
perhaps to go the limit, but when a writer 
comes to him with exclusive material he will 
refuse it unless he cen buy it for little or noth- 
ing. He may spend thousands on the costume 
and scenic end of the production, but refuse to 
spend a hundred on original material This 
explains a good many things and serves as a 
fair cue to the reason why an undefinable some- 
thing ails burlesque. 


Recent years have marked a drastic change | 


in the type of choristers, and, inasmuch as 
femininity is the keynote of burlesque, it must 
be allowed that the improvement in choruses 
accounts for much of the increased patronage 
of burlesque. The old Amazonian type of chor- 
ister has practically passed out. The average 
chorister is today pretty, lithe and graceful. 
They may not offer as much in the way of 
architectural grandeur as did the feminine giants 
of the past, but they offer much more in the 
way of real beauty and daintiness. Not only 
that, but they really dance, while the Amazonian 


beauties of the past could hardly wabble and

MUSICAL MUSINGS 


By THE MUSE 


CURRENT COMMENT 
I fully concur in everything Buck Lauderdale 
said in these columns recently, even to the whip- 
ping up of the tempos a little when the band 
is small, 

Of course, we always play a little faster than 
town bands, but we should not make a gallop 
out of a march. There should be a reasonable 
limit. The ability of the man and the nature 
of the march shoyld also be considered. A 
grand mafch is always spoiled by rushing It, 
while those built like a gallop, such as Little 
Giant and Olevine, can be hurried without hurt- 
ing them. However, some leaders, especially 
the younger ones, seem to think that ‘“‘the 
faster the better,’ and this is only an illusion, 

The attitude of some writers, I notice, is to 


discourage criticism from the other fellow. The 
gentleman mentioned above says: "t find 
so much fault, but learn to direct,’’ ete. And 


yet, his own article is nothing if not critical 
Rather inconsistent, eh, brother? I approve o 
good, honest criticism. We profit by the mis- 
takes of others. What mistakes we call atten- 
tention to are mentioned for the good of all 
concerned, not for the purpose of holding up 
ourselves as models of ability. 

The majority of young leaders—and some of 
the older ones, tod—don't seem to know the 
meaning of an up beat; they make every beat 
down. In a fast movement this method not 
only becomes tiresome, but also makes a jJump- 
ing jack out of the feader. It is best to make 


your beats down and up, instead of both beats | 


down. And some call it ‘one in a measure,” 
when it is really two—one down and one up. 
Remember that the up beat counts as well as 
the down beat. A kind of side movement is 
also very good on fast tempos. I've seen some 
good directors do it that way—right and left, 
with a slightly upward swing between. I pre- 
fer this method for rapid movements of two to 
& measure. Waltz tempo should be beaten in 
the same manner; slower, of course, a kind of 
upward swing between beats; never up and 
down. ® 

A writer said in these columns: ‘‘Don’t try to 
tell us anything about tempos; talk about some- 
thing else. Any director, worthy of the name, 
knows all about tempos.’’ » does he? Well, 
if there is anything he knows less about I 
can’t think of it, Honestly, fellows, if there 
is anything about which you need information 
it is that. Of course, some of you don’t want 
to be told anything—not even by an old fossil 
like me. However, I’m going to tell you any- 
way. For one reason, the editor has asked me 
to do so; for another, you need it. Please re- 
member that Carl Neel, Clarence Fry and yours 
truly were in the business when your daddy 
wore knee pants. This is all meant in a kindly 
spirit, and I don’t want any of you to take 
offense. Read the Musical Musings and keep 
smajling.—O. A. PETERSON.

OVERCOMES OLD THEORIES

The composer has won out with Indianola and 
has the satisfaction of knowing that theory or 
no theory, whatever he feels is right in music 
is right, and he will continue to compose in 
his own peculiar way.

talk these modern dealers will fall for—resort 
to diplomatic flattery (frequently congratulating 
ignorant dealers upon their superior wisdom)— 
and their songs not only reach the counters, but 
also secure window displays, elaborated by huge 
posters. 

Lately the greatest publishing profits accrue 
from mechanical rights rather than from actual 
counter sales, This makes it of paramount im- 
portance for publishers to get good displays at 
the hands of dealers, for phonograph record mak- 
ers and piano roll manufacturers frequently 
award contracts according to the apparent pop- 
ularity of music as gauged by what the dealers 
are displaying. Thus, when a dealer endorses a 
bad song and ignores a good one he is doing 
double mischief—getting undeserved returns for 
one publisher and preventing another from gaiz- 
ing what is bis just due in the way of me- 
chanical earnings. 

Some buyers for the larger dealers’ syndicates 
think they are shrewd, whereas, as a matter of 
fact, they are merely intensely discourteous. 
When a stranger calls they immediately conclude 
that he doesn’t amount to much in a business 
wey, and do not hesitate to let him know how 
they feel about the matter. At times, perform- 
ers have endeavored to sell music for publishers 
and have sought out syndicate dealers in the 
honest effort to interest them in the songs dem- 
onstrated on local stages. Few such salesmen 
have survived, for their Inability to “put the 
salve over strong” failed to interest the dealers 
—so used to hearing superlatives that an honest 
report had a strange ring. The pseudo-salesman 
usually felt relieved when he found the un- 
pleasant and fruitless Interview had been ended. 

Like most people who deem themselves over- 
wise the syndicate dealers are frequently im- 
posed upon. Visitors to cities containing syn- 
dicate branches frequently wonder why a dif- 
ferent song is featured on the counter of each 
branch. Usually a camouflage imprint like 
“International” or “Amalgamated,”’ disguises 
the smallness of the publishing concern features 
—which frequently has no office other than a 
resident address far from the usual locale of 
publishing concerns, Investigation will reveal 
the fact that the local syndicate manager is ex- 
ploiting the number on his own hook. 

Sometimes this tendency is checked, when the 
home office of the syndicated detects suspiciously 
vigorous demand for unknown numbers in cer- 
tain towns—which are not in demand in other 
sections. Knowing that they are Mable to in- 
stant discharge if their imposition is discovered 
these local managers have evolved more subtle 
methods, They make arrangements with sus- 
ceptible, old-line concerns for ‘‘getting in on’ 
Rew numbers. In other words they agree to ex- 
ploit the songs [if the pubtisher will award them 
part of the roycities earned. Sometimes local 
syndicate managers “buy ont’’ a writer's in- 
terest in s song—paying Ittle for this Interest, 
dat promising to boost the song over the counters. 

Any thinking person must reach the conclusion 
that these unhealthy practices involved in the 
methods of doing business serve as an evil in- 
fluence upon the music publishing game as a 
whole. With ethical management the modern 
dealers’ syndicate could serve as a clean con- 
necting Iink between music publishing and the 
public—and prove as fine an influence for legit- 
imate co-operation as is the performer. The 


time is past when performers used unmeritorious , 


songs for personal profit. May the sun soon 
rise upon the day when the relations between 
publishers and dealers will be as wisely con- 
ceived as those between publishers and per- 
formers!—CASPER NATHAN.
